SECOND DAY—September 38.

The business session opened 9:30 a. M., Bishop Wiley presiding. 
Minutes read and approved. 

A draft of thirty dollars was drawn ou the Chartered Fund. 

Rev. W. B. Kavenaugh, of the Methodist Episcopal Church South, was 
introduced to the Conference. 

. The editor of the California Christian Advocate was requested to pub- 
lish the Reports of the Presiding Elders. 

The order of the day was tuken up, and the roll called. The Treasurers 
of the several benevolent societies received the collections from the members 
of the Conference.

The report of the Committee on Temperance was read and adopted as 
follows: 


Your Committee on Temperance, having had the subject under careful 
consideration, would respectfully report that we are every year becoming 
more profoundly impressed with the great evil of intemperance, when viewed 
from any standpoint, and especially from the following: 

. Mirst—We regard itas the most formidable barrier in the way of the 
advancement of the cause of Christ. ; 

Second—We regard it as the most dangerous enemy to the virtue, 
morality and happiness of the youth of our country. 

Third—We look upon it as the cause of three-fifths of all the crime in 
our Jand, trem the petit larceny of the juvenile ‘‘shop-lifter” to the highway- 
man, the midnight assassin, the cold-blooded murderer, who pays the fer- 
feiture of his life upen the gallows. 

Fourth— We believe it to be the most dangerous enemy of the party 
and stability of our civil and religious institutions. 

Fifth—When we reflect upon the misery, and ruin, and death that is 
constantly belching forth from this bitter fountain, and how deeply our 
Government is implicated in it by its countenance, its patronage, and its 
legal protection and support, we may well tremble for our country when we 
remember that God is just. 

In consideration of the foregoing, your committee recommend for your 
consideration the following resolutions: 


Resolved, First. That we utter our solemn protest against the license 
system by which the sale of intoxicating liquors ef every or any kind is 
made lawful; 


Second. That we are in favor of the total legal prohibition of the im- 
portation, manufacture, and sale of all aicoholic liquors to be used as a 
beverage ; F 

Third. That in the administration of the Sacrament of the Lord’s Sup- 
per we will use enly pure, unfermented juice of the grape, whenever we can 
possibly obtain it; 

Fourth. That we recognize it a Christian duty to oppose the traffic at 
all times, and to aid all honorable efforts and institutions having for their 
object the suppression of the traffic in alcoholic liquors; 

_.. Fifth. That for success and final victory over this modern “sum of all 
villainies ” we must rely upon the Gospel of the Son of God, accompanied by 
the awakening, regenerating, and sanctifying power of the Holy Ghost.

Sister Ann Alletha Belknap, the wife of Rev. C. G. Belknap, daughter 
of Rev. John W. York, of the Oregon Conference, was born near White 
Hall, Illinois, Jan. 3, 1833, moved to Oregon 1852, and was married to her 
mow bereaved husband 1853. Died in Santa Barbara, California, May 4, 
1880, aged 47 years, 4 months and 1 day. 

For fifteen years she shared the labors and responsibilities of the Itin- 
erancy in the Oregon Conference. In 1869, on account of her health, Bro. 
Belknap was transferred to the California Conference. In 1875, when the 
Conference was divided, their lot fell in the Southern California Conference. 
The last ten and one-half years of her life were spent in this State. In 1875 
Bro. Belknap received the appointment to the Indian Reservation. With 
declining health she accompanied her husband to this, her last field of labor. 
For a while she seemed to improve; hopes were indulged that she might 
recover; but in the fall of 1878 a change of climate seemed imperative, and 
in the following June she and the children were moved to Santa Barbara; 
but despite every effort and the most watchful care she gradually declined 
until May the 4th, when she was peacefully released. Jesus said, “It is 
enough; come up higher.” 

Wherever, in the Providence of God, her lot has fallen, she has been 
universally esteemed as a devoted Christian worker. Those who knew her 
best loved her most, and most appreciated her qualities of heart and mind. 
She was quiet and unassuming; but her Christian influence shone with a 
clear and strong light upon all with whom she mingled. 

For the Jast year she has been a great sufferer; but amidst it all not a 
word of complaint escaped her Jips. Her unwavering faith enabled her to 
-giye up all withouta murmur. Inthe death of Sister Belknap the Church 
has lost a noble Christian example, the husband a faithful, devoted wife, the 
children a loving, tender mother; but Heaven has gained a bright inhabi- 
tant. Sister Belknap’s gain is inconceivably great from a life of suffering 
and world of sorrow, to a life of glory, a land of unspeakable joy and 
peace. Calmly and peacefully did she leave this shore; happy and gloriously 
zxedeemed does she walk upon the other.

To the Members of the Methodist Episcopal Church within the bounds of the 
Southern California Conference : 


Dear BRETHREN—We send to you our greeting. As the years pass 
and we know more of you, we have. more and more confidence in, and 
admiration for, your devotion to the cause of Christ as represented by 
Methodism. The past year has been one of peculiar financial embarrass- 
ment; but you have not faltered in your support of the temporal interest of 
the Church. We have known of your self-sacrificing spirit in contributing 
to the support of your pastors and benevolent collections.

This has been a year, in some respects, of unparalleled spiritual pros- 
perity. The number of conversions has been comparatively large. In most 
of the charges, possibly in all, there has been a greater or less number con- 
verted, and then there has been a revival in the church. 

Really, this has been as wonderful as the conversions without the 
church. Beyond all question, the endowment of power that has fallen upon 
the membership and the ministry, has exceeded that of any year in the 
history of the Conference. We may confidently look for fruits the coming 
year in excess of any that we now rejoice over, and thank God for it. 

This gracious revival which has been sweeping over the land, convert- 
ing sinners and purifying believers reassures our faith in the cardinal 
doctrines of the Bible as held by the Methodist Episcopal Church. The 
Gospel is God’s power yet, to save them that believe. We have great 
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reason to thank God and take courage. The victories of the past are but ( — 


prophecies of the future triumphs of the truth. Your watchword, and that 
of your pastors is: “The whole people for Christ.” In the first Pastoral 
Address delivered to the membership of the church, we find a passage so 
like a prophesy of which the past few months is so nearly a fulfillment that 
we cannot refrain frem reproducing it: ‘If faithful to the trusts which 
come with these new Conterence relations, it may ve that the Head of the 
Church will lead us te times of refreshing from the presence of the Lord, 
which shall open ona future of power and of success that shal] transcend 
the boldest stretch of our present faith and expectation.” 

It this is prophecy, and the fulfillment is not yet complete, the fulfill- 
ment is coming. And still, though our faith has grown by what we have 
felt and seen of the work of God among us, it may again be written if we 
will be faithful to the trusts God commits to you as members, and us as 
pastors, the Great Head of the Church will lead us to times of refreshing 
from the presence of the Lord that shall transcend the boldest stretch of our 
faith and expectation, 

Notwithstanding how wonderful and blessed the work has been, God is 
not straightened. There is more to follow. What has been done is a mani- 
testation, but not the limit of his power to save. 

“And now we beseech you, brethren, to know them which labor among 
you, and are over you in the Lord, and admonish you; and to esteem them, 
esteem them very highly in love, for their work’s sake.” 

You have been anxious as to who shall be your pastor for the ensuing 
year. You believe God hears and answers prayer. You have asked God to 
send the pastor te you whom He knows is best fitted to honor Him most, and 
do the most good. , Yeu can not, but.Ged:does know who he is. When he 
comes, whether he be a returned or a new pastor, accept him as sent of God 
in answer to your prayer of faith. And if you will esteem him very highly 
in love, for his work’s sake, and give him your hearty and unanimous co-ep- 
eration, any man called of God to preach the Gospel will meet with fair 
measure of success in any charge. If Paul felt the necessity of saying, 
“ Brethren, pray for us, that the Word of the Lord may have free course, and 
be glorified,” much more may we urge you to pray for us, your pastors. 

“Tis not a cause of small import 
The pastor’s care demands; 
But what might fill an Angel’s heart, 
And filled a Savior’s hands.” 

Permit us to earnestly commend to your generous support in the future, 
as im the past, even more so, as God may prosper you, the benevolences of 
the Church. Prominent among these, we would mention the Missionary, 
Church Extension, Freedmen’s Aid, Bible, and Sunday School cause. Your 
giving to these will unite you in sympathy with the great connectional 
causes of the Churches. It will enlarge your view of churchwo k. It will 
widen your sympathies, and help to lift you out of narrow, local selfishness, 
and ally your heart more warmly with the great mission Christ came to ful- 
fill—the salvation of the world. 

Finally, brethren, be perfect; be of one mind; live in peace; and the 
God of love and peace shall be with you. 

The Grace of our Lord Jesus Christ, and the love of Ged, and the com- 
munion of the Holy Ghost be with you all. Amen.

The report on Missica iry Cause was real and adopted as follows: 


Your committee, having carefully examined the subject of missions and 
missionary work, repert that this whole Conference is, in its membership, 
both clerical and lay, in perfect accord with all the enterprises of the Mis 
sionary Society, both foreign and domestic, and have redeemed our pledge 
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of one year since by a large increase in the contributions. We note the 
following facts: 
First—Almost all our charges are in great need of missionary aid. 


Second—There has been placed within the bounds of our Conference a 


territory half as large as the original Conference, and with as great possibili- 
ties as the original territory. 


T hird—In the formation of churches in a new country, the people are 


pressed with the expenses of building churches and parsonages, without 
which we cannot succeed. 


Fourth—Many of our preachers have been forced to expend from $50 
to $250 more than they have received from their eharges fora living. Such 
a necessity invites ruiu to the charges and to the preachers, or to both. 


’ Fifth—Much of the new territory must remain uncultivated, restrictions 


placed upon the old, unless a larger appropriation of missionary money be 
made to the Conference. 


Sicth—We know that personal appeal is of great avail before the Mis- 
sionary Committee; that a living representation from our own Bishop will 


be far more potent than resolutions. In view of these facts, we therefore 
resolve: 


; 1st. That we will make still more strenuous effort to increase our col- 
lections during the coming Conference year. 


2d. That we invite our beloved Bishop Wiley and C. VY. Anthony, to 
intercede in our behalf most earnestly. 


3d. That we ask an appropriation of not less than $5,000.

Conference opened at 9:30 A. M., Bishop I. W. Wiley in the chair. 

Minutes of the previous session read and approved. 

Report of the Visiting Committee of the Los Angeles Academy was 
read and adopted, as follows: 


Your Committee attended the annual examination in the above Institu- 
tion in May. Of the examination we can give a most satisfactory report. 
Classes were prompt in their attendance, and their answers to test questions 
propounded by teachers and visitors showed that their instructic n had been 
most thorough. 

The government of the school, the instruction, the social and moral 
standing of the Institution, had all been maintained very creditably._ 

Owing to the fact that the affairs of the school were in a transition 
state, being merged into the University of Southern California, the financial 
interest hardly came under our examination, and all its future interests will 
be:attended to by those appointed for that purpose. 

We feel that our duty is discharged when, in calling attention to the 
closing of the school, we do these two things. We gladly testify to the 
efficiency of Prof. and Mrs. O. 8. Frambes as instructors. We testify to 
their high moral character, their zeal as instructors and Christian laborers, 
their very intelligent and affectionate interest they took in the pupils under 
their charge, and their devotion to the higher educational interest. In this 
connection we express our sense of obligation to them for their labors 
among us. 

We regard Los Angeles Academy as having accomplished its object, and 
hail with delight the transfer of the pupils, patronage, and good will to the 


University, and pray the highest goed to attend it. 4

Report of the Statistical Secretary was read. (See statistics ) 

Question 2d was taken up, and James B. Gregory was recommended by 
the Quarterly Conference of Fort Street Methodist Episcopal Church. The 
Presiding Elder, Chas. Shelling, represented him, and he was admitted on 
Trial. é 

The committee on the case of Ivy H. Cox reported, and reeommended 
that he be received on probation, and he was admitted. - 

The committee further reported, that he, having withdrawn from an 
Annual Conference, can only make his parchments available by coming into 
the Conference in the usual way, by serving the necessary probation, and 
passing the usual examinations. The réport was adopted. 

The report of the Committee on Temperance was adopted as a whole. 


The report of the Committee on Education was adopted as follows: 


With traditional promptness and devotion to the cause of education, the 
Southern California Conference, at its first session, elected a Board of Trus- 
tees, consisting of C, H. Bradley, G. W. Morgan, G W. B. McDonald, G. D. 
Compton, A. G, Cook, and E. F. Spence, Laymen, and A. M. Hough, A. 
Higbie, J. L. Mann, P. Y. Cool, W. A. Knighten, and G.S Hickey, Minis- 
ters, with authority to incorporate and establish a school of high grade, to 
be under the patronage and direction of the Conference. This resuited in 
the founding of the Los Angeles Academy in the City of Los Angeles. 
Prof. O.S. Frambes was elected Principal, and Mrs. Frambes Preceptress, 
and they continued to ‘hold the same relations to the schoo] for four con- 
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secutive years. During those years the Los Angeles Academy became 
widely known throughout Southern California, and took a high rank among 
schools of that kind. At the same time a committee was in existence, and 
constantly on the alert, to secure lands in or about Los Angeles City which 
should be the basis of an endowment fund for a College or University. The 
committee considered various propositions, and at one time supposed they 
had fixed on a location on the hills, on the north-west part of the city, but 
the party with whom they had bargained for the land changed his proposi- 
tion after the papers had been prepared, and refused to accept the terms 
agreed upon. This was so discouraging that the committee suspended ope 
rations for the time. Some months after this, Judge R. M. Widney, with 
others, started an enterprise looking to the same end, which has been a grand 
‘Laser, and which has brought us to our present status in our school 
interests. 


In June, 1880, the Trustees of the Los Angeles Academy, namely: 
A. M. Hough, M. M. Bovard, C. Shelling, J. A. Van Anda, E. F. Spence» 
C. H. Bradley, M. Lindley, G. W. Morgan, G. D. Compton, A. G. Cook, J. G. 
Capron, held their annual meeting, and, in view of the probable early com- 
pletion of the University building and opening of the school, resolved to 
close the Academy and transter the assets, patronage, good-will, and de- 
nominational enthusiasm to the University of Southern California. 


The Los Angeles Academy has made a record of which, as a denomina- 
tion, we may be proud, and we shall ever owe a debt of gratitude to Prof. 
and Mrs. Frambes for their self-sacrificing, earnest, and able conduct of that 
school. The Academy has been the morning star in our literary firmament, 
and many have rejoiced in its light, but now it must go out, eclipsed by the 
University. But we feel no envy, we shall rejoice most sincerely in its 
rising and spreading glory. 


In pursuance of the provisions of the “Deed of Trust,’ the Trustees 
of the Endowment Fund have duly incorporated according to the Jaws of 
the State. A Board of Directors, consisting of the fcllowing eleven persons, 
viz: NR. M. Widney, Chas. Shelling, E. F. Spence, P. Y. Cool, 8. C. Hubbell, 
E S. Chase, P. M. Green, J. A. Van Anda, F. S. Woodcock, John G. Downey 
and A. M. Hough. This Board met Friday, Sept. 4th, and organized by the 
election of officers and the adoption of a code of By-Laws, and thus became, 
in fact, the Board of Directors of the University of Southern Calitornia. 
This Board will be elected henceforth annually by the Southern California 
Conference, at its annual session. 

The Board has elected Bro. M. M. Bovard, A. M., President of the Uni- 
versity, and Rev. F. D. Bovard, A. M., Prof. of Mathematics and Ancient 
Languages. The first term of the University will open October 4th, 1880. 
Therefore, 


Resolved, That we expressly owe devout thanksgiving to Almighty God 
for His blessings and guidance on this great undertaking of founding a 
Christian University in Southern California, and that we will ever pray for 
His continued favors upon it. 

2. Resolved, That the thanks of this Conference are due to the Trustees 
of the “Trust Fund,” for their judicious and prompt management of the 
property entrusted to them. 

3. Resolved, That in harmony with the resolutions passed at the last 
session of this Conference, and in compliance with the conditions of the 
“Deed of Trust of the Trust Fund,” we hereby accept the trust, and will 
assume the “control and management” of the University of Southern Cali- 
fornia, as set forth in the articles of incorporation of that institution. 

4. Resolved, That we respectfully request the presiding Bishop to ap- 
point Rev. M. M. Bovard, A. M., to the Presidency, and Rev. F. D. Bovard, 
A. M., to the Chair of Mathematics and Ancient Languages, in the, Univer- 
sity of Southern California, 
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5. Resolved, That we recommend the election of the following persons 
as a Visiting Committee to the University of Southern California, viz: J.B. 
Green, W. Nixon, W. A. Knighten, J. H. Peters, R. W. C. Farnsworth. 
A. M. HOUGH, Chairman. 
F. D. Bovarp, Secretary. 


Resolutions complimentary to the Bishops were read and adopted by a 
rising vote, as follows:

For more than two decades the California Christian Advocate, published 
at San Francisco, has been circulating within the bounds of the Pacific 
Conferences. 

To say that it has been a great blessing to the Church, and a potent 
auxiliary to the interest of Methodism on this Coast, conveys but a faint idea 
of its value. 

While, by the facilities of travel and intercommunication, we are 
brought into close proximity to our Church interests east of the mountains, 
and on the Atlantic Sea-board; and while Eastern publications can be ob- 
tained more cheaply than those published on this Coast, it is nevertheless 
true that an organ of our own is absolutely essential to the interests of 
Christianity and our own wellbeing as a branch of the Church of God on 
the Pacific Slope. 

There are always local questions and peculiarities more or less vital to a 
Conference, which are only considered by a paper published within its bounds, 
or contiguous thereto. Besides, it binds us closer together as Conferences, 
and adds greatly to our strength and courage as Christian ministers, laboring 
in a common cause.

Antonio Diaz 
has been paid for his services one hundred and sixty dollars; and that a 
committee has been appointed to secure a lot for the permanent location of a 
Mission Church; 

6. That the work is spreading very rapidly.

1. Some one to erganize thoroughly, and superintend the work; 

2. Some one to assist in building up Sunday Schools, and instruct the 
children in singing; 

3. They are in great need of a suitable church building; 

4. That this work ought to be carried into all the charges in the Confer- 
ence where the “Spanish people live.” 

5. That the great necessity of this work is money. 

Therefore, in view of these conditions and necessities, 

Resolved, 1st. That we will earnestly pray for the success of this work; 


2d. That we will do all in our power to assist it, and will welcome those’ 
whe may be engaged in this work into our respective charges; 


3d. That we hereby request Bishop I. W. Wiley and Rev. C. V. Anthony, 
our representatives to the general Missionary Board, to secure for this work, 
at the very least, three thousand dollars; 

4th. That we hereby ask that a Superintendent be appointed to this 
work, and also such other laborers as shall efficiently carry forward this

MemoriaL Service—Sunday Evening, Sept. 4th. Bishop 
Harris presiding. The opening service was conducted by Rev. 
C. Shelling, Presiding Elder of the Los Angeles District, who 
announced the 982d hyran, led in prayer, read lessons from 
90th Psalm and 15th Chap. 1st Cor., and announced the 991st 
hymn. 
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The committee appointed for that purpose presented the fol- 
lowing minute: 


We enter this minute on our Conference Journal as a brief 
tribute of our love and sorrow for our sainted Bishop, Erastus 
O. Haven. We are mourners at the shrine of his memory. 
With our sister Conferences on the Pacific Coast; with the 
membership of our entire Church; and with many other 
thousands in the broader relations of life, we sorrow over his 
death. He had been given to us by the highest council of the 
Church, and by his associates in office, as our Bishop. He had 
come to us with the freshness of his consecration, and with the 
crown of three-score years upon his brow. He had come to us 
in the ripened vigor of .his manhood, enriched with a life his- 
tory, varied, distinguished and lasting. Now that he has 
gone, we think of what he was, and light is shining on every 
way wherein he walked. Gifted, cultured and versatile, places 
of responsibility and honor sought and secured his services, 
until he had filled the measure of his days. He stood among 
the foremost and best men of his time. He was a teacher, and 
advanced from the charge of a seminary to the Chancellorship 
of the Universities of the State of Michigan—the Northwest- 
ern and the Syracuse—each and all of the three among the 
highest and best institutions of their kind in the world. He 
was an author; his works are standard and classic. He was a 
journalist. _ Under his editorial abilities the Zion’s Herald, 
that brilliant and powerful exponent of New England Method- 
ism, attained position in the front ranks of religious weeklies. 
He had been pastor, and had filled the pulpit of what was then 
the Mulberry Street, and now, the St. Paul’s Church, in New 
York. The Mulberry Street was then, as perhaps St. Paul’s 
is now, in some respects, the most influential pulpit in the 
Methodist Episcopal Church. But in and through and above 
the qualities that fitted him for these several positions, there 
was the gentleness and grace of the Christ-spirit, voicing 
and shining as in echo and reflection—the Christ-teaching— 
“Learn of me: for I am meek and lowly of heart.” It was 
these and like qualities that made the man—Erastus Otis 
Haven. And it was the man so endowed and experienced 
that was chosen to the office and work of a Bishop in the 
Church of God. And it was this Bishop, so truly good and 
great, whom we had welcomed in our hearts as our resident 
Bishop for the Conferences of these Pacific States. 

From the executive experiences acquired in his Chancellor- 
ship, we were confident of a wise administration of Church 
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affairs. From his broad and thorough scholarship we were 
sure that he would do us honor among the most learned and 
distinguished men of the State. And his clear and masterly 
effort at our State University in Berkeley, more than justified 
our expectation. We looked for him to give personal super- 
vision to our work, so that he might know our need, and give 
us intelligent representation ; and he was almost ubiquitous. 
He was questioning every source of information, that he might 
meet our hope and lead the Church on to the highest and best 
efficiency. His brief visitation among us will be long remem- 
bered as a blessing. His spirit and manner were so genial that 
one forgot the scholarship and greatness of the man in the win- 
ning sweetness and simplicity of his discipleship and brother- 
hood. The children loved him and ran to his companionship. 
The people recognized and honored his Christian manliness; and 
in the homes where he visited, and the churches where he wor- 
shipped, the memory of his saintliness is precious. After fam- 
ily worship in the morning at one of these homes, he was 
on the threshold, about to leave, when, to their surprise, he 
returned into the room and proposed another season of prayer. 
He prayed again, and the answering baptism fell upon them all. 

At a love feast in San Diego, when several had testified to 
the sanctifying grace and perfect love of God, he said: “I have 
known about this for several years,” and related a rich exper- 
ience. But he has witnessed his last confession. His prayers 
are ended. Our hopes that were centered in him have been 
lifted away, and up to the Chief Shepherd and Bishop of 
souls. “ Our expectation is from God.” 

We make this minute in gratitude to the Head of the 
Church for a life so true, a character so saintly, a ministry so 
efEcient, and a death so calm and triumphant as that of our 
dear departed Bishop Haven.

Let us follow him as he followed Christ, until we meet— 


‘Where all our toils are o’er— 
Our suffering and our pain ; 
Who meet on that eternal shore, 
Shall never part again.”

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REPORTS. 


No. 1—LOS ANGELES DISTRICT. 


The Los Angeles District has had a prosperous year. This 
was assured from the beginning, in the men of consecrated 
zeal and energy who were appointed to the churches. In the 
best elements of fitness and efficiency—qualities that do and 
dare, that suffer and succeed—the ministers of the Los Angeles 
District are easily first among brothers and equals in the 
Methodist itinerancy. Our field is large; our work is mostly 
pioneer; and it is not lightly or irreverently said, that in 
nearly every charge the Holy Ghost witnesseth to the itiner- 
ant that toil, and sacrifice, and close study, and heroic faith 
are the conditions of success. And they are met. Under these 
many-phased conditions of service, the brethren are “ doing all 
things through Christ, which strengtheneth them.” 

The preachers have taken the collections. We have made 
endeavors toward the full apportionments necessary to the 
several funds of the church. We have not yet attained; but 
the statistical returns will show hopeful progress in that direc- 
tion. Some of the charges have increased their contributions 
more than two-fold over the previous year, and if general 
business prosperity continues, our people will be in circum- 
stances to respond systematically and fully, from year to year, 
in payment of every last dollar asked for “the spread of scrip- 
tural holiness” through the agencies of the church we love. 
We may not, must not stop short of this. Toward this mark 
the Los Angeles District is pressing, as one of the many prizes 
of our high calling. 

We have sixteen church buildings and four parsonages, esti- 
mated at a valuation of more than fifty thousand dollars. On 
the German Church in Los Angeles there is a small indebted- 
ness, which will be paid early in the coming year. On one of 
the parsonages there is some incumbrance ; but with these ex- 
ceptions, the church property on the district is free from debt, 
and we deem this to be noteworthy and gratifying. The 
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brethren at Orange have sung the Doxology over the final 
payment of a debt that had been an embarrassment for years. 

So also the Fort Street Church in Los Angeles. That hand- 
some property was encumbered with a debt of five thousand - 
five hundred dollars. The continuously recurring interest pay- 
ments, at high rates, seriously crippled the efficiency of the 
society. There were times when even the ownership of the 
property seemed to be imperilled; but now the debt is paid. 
The claim is cashed and cancelled. As supplementary to this, 
and as an indication of what Fort Street may do in times to 
come, their collections and disbursements in the year agegre- 
gate over ten thousand dollars. Part of this will apply toward 
the purchase of a lot and the building of a parsonage, for 
which negotiations are already in progress. During the year 
Dr. J. P. Widney has had a costly and fine-toned bell cast, with 
suitable inscriptions, and placed in the tower, as an affectionate 
tribute and sacred memorial to his deceased wife. We com- 
mend the fitness and spirit of this example as worthy of imi- 
~ tation. 

A new parsonage is being built at Riverside. The exterior 
of the church at San Gabriel has been newly painted. The 
brethren there have the funds in hand with which to build a 
parsonage. ‘The church at Pomona has been improved and 
their song service rendered more attractive by the purchase of 
an organ. The auditorium of the church in San Diego is 
graced with a new organ and is made more pleasant for even- 
ing services by the introduction of gas-light, with handsome 
fixtures. 

A commodious church, in good style of architecture, has 
been built at Artesia. The interior is not yet finished. Per- 
haps the best success of the year, in church-building, has been 
achieved at Santa Ana. The town is second in population 
and business importance in Los Angeles County. For years 
our labors there seemed a failure. We had no place of wor- 
ship. Now all is changed. Through God’s blessing on wisely 
directed and persistent efforts, the pastor succeeded in winning 
over the people to co-operate with his plans and build a church. 
The Board of Church Extension lent a generous hand of help, 
and so Santa Ana has a new church, neat in exterior style and 
finish, with tasteful and attractive audience-room, where as 
large a congregation as any in the place assemble for worship 
at the sound of the bell that rings from its tower. Church 
and bell are paid for. The Sunday School is flourishing. The 
membership is enlarged, and the future of our Methodism is 
in Santa Ana reasonably assured. 
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The German work among us is making healthful progress. 
The membership, the Sunday School,and the congregation of the 
church in Los Angeles are larger and more influential for good 
than they were a year ago. In their contributions toward home 
and mission and general church purposes they are thoroughly 
methodical and generous. Here, as in the East, their statistical 
report will compare favorably with our English-speaking 
churches. Increased appropriations were made by the General 
Missionary Committee for our German Mission that will now 
be available. And the missionary is expecting an assistant, 
with whom he intends to establish preaching at other places. 

Our mission among the Spanish-speaking population con- 

tinues efficient and a blessing. Many have renounced Roman 
Catholicism under the labors of the missionary. Nearly forty 
are in full membership in connection with the Fort Street 
church, others are on probation. The missionary has extended 
his labors among his countrymen to Anaheim and Azusa and 
other places, with apparent success, and is met with a willing- 
ness of the people to receive the Word that challenges wonder 
and joy. “The fields are white already to harvest ;’ but we 
are straitened for want of funds. The special appropriation 
of five hundred dollars made in April, 1880, was all expended 
months ago. Continued occupancy of the Rose Street Chapel, 
in Los Angeles, for preaching and Sunday School, has been 
secured by the generosity of the Fort Street Church, who have 
paid the rent and contributed part of the money due the mis- 
sionary on his small stipend of thirty dollars a month. There 
are $500 appropriated to the Mexican work for the coming 
year. 
“ Could we reach the General Missionary Committee influen- 
tially, we would try and convince them that the mission is 
second in promise to none other that comes under their 
care and that every consideration of patriotism and Chris- 
_ tianity should command the immediate adoption of broad and 
wise measures to Americanize and convert the many thou- 
sands of the Mexican population living within the States of 
the Pacific Coast. 

The Rose Street Mission Sunday School is a branch of the 
Fort Street School. It was organized early in the year, under 
the superintendency of the Hon. G. Wiley Wells. It at once 
assumed proportions that required the enlargement of the 
building where they met. The school numbers over one hun- 
dred scholars. Preaching services are held nearly every Sab- 
bath. Some revival interest has been shared. A class has 
been formed and it is purposed to constitute the mission a dis- 
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tinct society, after conference. The University Church has 
also been organized during the year, and has been supplied by 
Rev. M. M. Bovard. Preaching and Sunday School services 
are held in the chapel of the University building. This society 
gives promise of becoming influential in numbers and useful- 
ness in the near future. 

Our Sunday Schools are generally eflicient and prosperous. 
The children of the church are receiving sound biblical instruc- 
tion. Many are brought to the knowledge of the truth and 
made “heirs of the kingdom.” 

The University of Southern California has passed the first 
year of its history. The year was commenced under conditions 
that made a large success in the way of numbers impossible. 
Accommodations sufficiently ample and varied to meet the de- 
mands of students could not be furnished. Funds to purchase 
the necessary apparatus to give the institution average facili- 
ties for educational purposes were not in hand. For the same 
reason, the services of instructors of widely-known fame could 
not be employed, in association with the honored names 
already on the Faculty, to attract students to our newly- 
opened halls of learning. The want of money has also kept 
the President, M. M. and Professor F. D. Bovard, closely con- 
fined to the recitation rooms, when it would have been a great 
advantage could they have given more of their time in repre- 
senting the University among the churches and people. And 
yet the school has made a good beginning. The first catalogue 
is at once gratifying and suggestive. Our esteemed brothers 
Bovard are struggling manfully and well. They hold their 
post at cost and sacrifice. We must help them to win. And 
we must help them not only with earnest sympathy and 
prayer, but with such practical co-operation as will cost us 
self-denial and sacrifice, and prove us worthy sons of the 
Fathers, who wrought and sacrificed to build up our older col- 
leges, that are now recognized by us all as among the most 
potent and glorious forces of our wonderful Methodism. The 
illness of President Bovard has awakened our deepest solici- 
tude. We are thankful for his convalescence, and trust that 
he may soon be able to resume the educational work that he 
has so well begun for the church. 

The spiritual condition of the churches is not all that could 
be wished, but is yet healthful and progressive. A stronger 
and higher tone of religious sentiment and experience obtains 
among us than was known a few ycars ago. The religious 
character of our people is more positive and aggressive. 
“Times of refreshing from the presence of the Lord” have 
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blessed several of the charges, as Artesia, Poway, on San Diego 
Circuit, Azusa, Orange, Santa Ana, Los Angeles, Compton, and 
the District Camp-meeting. In these revival services many 
“sinners have been converted from the error of their ways,” and 
many believers have received Christ, as “made of the Father 
unto them, wisdom, righteousness, sanctification and redemp- 
tion.” They profess to lay all upon Christ, as their altar, 
.priest and sacrifice, and by faith are “sanctified through the 
truth,” “wholly sanctified unto God.” ‘They profess to come 
into the fulness of the blessing of perfect love and peace and 
joy. Some, we know, have expressed grave apprehensions as 
to the results of the movement. That serious liabilities may 
be involved is not questioned; but observation confirms my 
opinion that in nearly every instance this fuller experience in- 
tensifies Methodist characteristics and attachments. It has 
been my blessed privilege to place myself in such relation to 
the movement as to foster the good and to help check any 
danger of drift away from the doctrinal limits and recognized 
experiences of the best cultured and truest exponents of 
Methodism. 

We stand on these lines of our Conference year stricken and 
sorrowing. Our chief shepherd and bishop is taken from us. 
We had hoped for much, perhaps too much, and trusted fully, 
perhaps too fully, and fondly that it had been he who should 
have wondrously helped our Israel on these western shores. 
He was among us with the geniality of a brother, the tender- 
ness of a father and the sweet sanctity of a saint. His words 
were fitly spoken; his presence was a benediction. We would 
fain have retained his leadership; but his mansion in the 
Father’s house was ready. » The Elder Brother called and our 
dear Bishop Haven entered into eternal rest. Sadly and sub- 
missively we bow to the All-Father’s will, and only pray that 
the mantle of our ascended Elijah may fall on all “the sons of 
the prophets.”

REPORT OF THE PRESIDING ELDER OF SANTA BARBARA DIs- 
TRICT, SOUTHERN CALIFORNIA CONFERENCE, FOR THE 
CONFERENCE YEAR ENDING SEPTEMBER Ist, 1881. 


Dear Fathers and Brethren :—The Santa Barbara District 
is composed of three counties—San Buenaventura, Santa Bar- 
bara and San Luis Obispo. They le almost due north and 
south—along the coast on the west, and the coast range on the 
east. The district is about two hundred and seventy-five miles 
long, and nearly averages seventy-five miles wide. It has 
mountains high and rugged, and deep canons and broad plains 
and flowing prairies, and dense forests, and all varieties of soil 
and climate, adapted to all productions of modern civilization. 
It is traversed by the great stage roads from San Francisco to 
Los Angeles and San Diego, over which a stage runs daily. 
The steamers touch on their way along the coast, going north 
and south, at thirteen landings. The work has been divided 
this year into eight appointments. The pastors have taken 
the gospel to twenty-three different preaching places, and yet 
have not been able to meet the demands of the work. Two 
more excellent circuits can be formed.

All the Brethren went to their work except one, who was 
permitted to change for good reasons. The Brethren have 
been earnest, faithful and active throughout the entire year. 
Bro. Van Anda’s family have suffered in the affliction of Sister 
Van Anda. We deeply sympathize with them. The Pastors 
have made very many and very great sacrifices to aid the 
Church and people in the noble work of soul-saving. In a new 
country, where the people are just beginning—in poverty—to 
lay the corner-stone of their western home, our trwe Methodist 
minister awaits to dedicate it to God and His cause. The peo- 
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ple, no doubt, pay all they can to support the gospel; then the 
Brethren bear in silence the deficiency and suffer with their 
flocks. There are no easy places in this district, from the 
Eldership up. The work has been pleasant and harmonious 
in every respect. There is generally the most happy state of 
feeling existing in the churches, and the greatest unanimity on 
all our doctrines and work. 

We rejoice in the fact that the San Luis Obispo church prop- 
erty, which has so long been involved in embarrassing debt, 
and under a mortgage of over $400, has paid off the debt and 
is now free and happy. It has also paid $100 on a new and 
elegant organ,and greatly improved and enlarged the parsonage, 
to the amount of $150, without debt. The church at Goleta, — 
through the Christian beneficence of Mrs. F. E. Kellogg, Sr., 
and her husband, and the liberal assistance of the community, 
has been completed and finished in handsome style, and with- 
out debt. Sister Kelloge, on her death-bed, requested her 
companion to see it finished. It is a noble work. It was 
dedicated by our beloved Bishop, E. O. Haven. 

The Ventura Church has reduced the debt. and hope soon to 
free it from its incumberances. We have great reason to be 
thankful to our Church Extension Board for the generous aid 
they have bestowed upon these churches. These loans have 
no doubt saved them from sheriff’s sale, and greatly blessed 
the earnest, devoted few who have the weight of our weak 
churches upon their hearts. The Board was called upon by 
the Lompoc Church and have responded kindly this year by a 
loan. We need a large additional notice right here for the 
Board of Missions, and ask you, brethren, to respond in your 
hearts, if it is true. We have been, as ministers and churches, 
kept alive, boarded and clothed by them; sometimes, barely so, 
but we have been able to continue in the work since the birth 
of onr Conference, by its timely aid. While we heartily thank 
the Mission Board for its consideration in the past, we most 
earnestly ask them to come more closely to our needs in the 
future. 

The country is growing in wealth and population, and with 
this growth there is an increase in competition from other 
churches and a division of the interest and support among the 
people. Many of the large land grants are being divided and 
sold, and the new settlers are calling for the gospel. Promi- 
nent among these are Buel’s Ranch, College Ranch and Santa 
Rita and Lompoc Colony. Other ranches are being rented and 
farmed, and it is believed wil! soon be sold for colonization 
from the eastern States. The Napoma Ranch and Steel’s of 
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San Luis Obispo County are among them. These will no 
doubt form additional appointments and promising fields for 
our Methodism. An extension to the San Luis Obispo and 
Santa Maria Valley Railroad is being constructed to Central 
City from San Luis Obispo, to connect with the Port Harford 
landing, which will greatly advance the interests of the interior 
valleys. New townsare springing up and growing along what 
is supposed will be the coast line of railroad. Every available 
foot of government land is being sought out and cultivated, 
even in the mountains and on the hillsides. This affords a 
grand opening for the voice of Methodism to echo its wonder- 
ful proclamation of free and full salvation over all this sunny 
land. 

We held special revival meetings during the winter and 
spring in several places. A protracted meeting at Saticoy, 
Ventura Circuit, resulted in about forty conversions. One at 
Lompoc in a good number of conversions. One at San Buena- 
ventura and Santa Barbara, each in greatly reviving the 
churches. A camp-meeting was held at Paso Robles which 
was a glorious success. About twenty were converted, and 
the church wonderfully blest. Our district camp-meeting was 
held in Tucker’s Grove, about six miles from Santa Barbara 
and two from Goleta, beginning on the 16th of August and 
ending the 29th. It was attended by all the ministers, who 
labored faithfully and nobly, and by campers from nearly 
every appointment on the district. There were thirty tents. 
It continued thirteen days, and the interest not only continwed 
but deepened and widened to the last. There were thirty con- 
versions and many reclaimed and quickened, and very many 
professed a deeper work of grace. All the members, from the 
coldest backslider to the highest professor of sanctification, 
worked side by side in the glorious work of salvation. Twenty- 
two united with the churches of the district and one hundred 
communed at the altar last Sabbath. Eighty-six dollars and 
fifty-five cents was collected to defray the expenses. We held 
a memorial service in honor of our beloved Bishop, E. O. 
Haven, which was addressed by Bros. Leihy, Van Anda and 
Fields. It was deeply impressive and solemn. It is said to 
be the greatest camp-meeting ever held in this district. The 
Holy Spirit was powerfully present, and the glory of the Lord 
still shines on all our hearts, who enjoyed this happy privilege. 
It is a grand preparation for the work of this Conference, and 
will long be remembered as the place of blessing to many 
souls. Bro. Tucker gives us the use of his beautiful grove free 
of charge, and we hope to make of it a permanent district 
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camp-ground. We organized an association and adopted a 
constitutiou and elected F. E. Kellogg, Sr., President, and H. 
A. C. McPhail, Vice-President, F. E. Kellogg, Jr., Secretary, 
and Bro. Kenyon, Treasurer. A Board of Directors was 
elected, and the people are determined to revive the “ old time 
religion” from this center up the entire coast. There has 
been a grand temperance rally and reformation all over the dis- 
- trict. It was under the management of Mrs. E. Pitt Stevens, 
but was generally begun and conducted from the M. E. 
Churches, with the pastors in the thickest of the fight. It is 
due to our men and church that this should be mentioned here. 
Many who had been slaves to drink were reformed and coffee 
houses established. Halls are now being built in several places; 
and in several places saloons have closed on Sundays, and 
some have died. Alcohol has been crowded out of many of 
the public celebrations, and even from the horse-races. The 
public sentiment has been growing very rapidly against all 
forms of intemperance, and all the privileges granted the 
nefarious and ruinous business of the sale and manufacture 
of alcohol. ‘ 

The Spanish Mission of this district has been organized by 
Bro. Jno. Martinez. He came here in company with Rev. H. 
F. Asheroft, who came to Santa Barbara with the “ Holiness 
Tent,” about five months ago. He has been laboring to sup- 
port himself and family, and has preached on the streets, and 
from house to house, and distributed tracts and taught the 
people. He is a man full of the Holy Ghost. It has in- 
tensified his love for his countrymen till his zeal is at white 
heat. He is well versed in all our doctrines and usages, and 
has a sownd orthodox enthusiasm in all his ministry. He is 
an excellent speaker in Spanish, and a fine scholaz. He and 
his wife have united with the Santa Barbara Church, and he 
has organized a class of Probationers at Santa Barbara of 
thirteen adults, of which six are men and seven are women. 
Six children under eight years old, and seven from eight years 
old to eighteen years old. This class has twenty six members. 
He also has a class at Monticito of adults—six men and two 
women—children under eight years old, five; children over 
eight years old, to eighteen years old, five ; total, eighteen and 
two men. West of Santa Barbara, total number on probation, 
forty-eight. There are about fifty Mexicans at Monticito who 
are friendly to him and his work, and about twenty-five in 
Santa Barbara. The interest is growing among them con- 
stantly in this new religion, and the priests oppose his work 
and urge others of their votaries to mischief against him. 
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Once, while he was preaching, a Mexican was about to strike 
him down, when some one caught him and prevented the blow. 
At another time, four or five women were going to throw water 
on him if he did not get away from the front of their prop- 
erty. He moved into the street and continued his sermon. 
They meet at private houses and hold prayer and class meet- 
ings. They are all poor people and very anxious to hear the 
gospel. At Monticito, a man said he would try to get two 
acres of land and build a Methodist Church. One man says, 
“Tam a regular shouting Methodist everywhere and all the 
time.” The priests charge them stated and exorbitant prices 
for baptisms, marriages, funerals, masses, responses, prayers, 
and even for ringing the bells. They prevent the burial of 
unbaptized children in their consecrated ground. They charge 
young people extra at weddings for the privilege of going in 
at the front door. Money buys all its blessings, and poverty 
takes the crumbs or goes hungry. This is to be our open 
door, and God requires us to go in. The Spanish people of 
Lompoc and Guadaloupe have sent for Bro. Martinez to come 
and preach to them, and to send them tracts and Bibles. This 
is.the beginning of a great work, and we trust God will direct 
in its further development, till it shall be a glorious church of 
happy and true converts, redeemed from the heavy yoke of the 
Roman oppressor. Let us be thankful that our lives and our 
families have all been spared, and that we may meet here 
again. Let us be grateful for the blessings of the year, which 
have cheered us on our way. Let us thank God for the 
spiritual outpourings we have had, and then re-consecrate our- 
selves to the great work of the coming year. This has been 
the hardest yet the happiest year of my ministry. May God 
bless you all.

REPORT OF PRESIDING ELDER OF VISALIA District, SOUTHERN 
CALIFORNIA CONFERENCE, FOR YEAR ENDING SEPTEMBER 
Ist, 1881. 


This District includes five entire counties—Kern, Tulare, 
Fresno, Mariposa and Merced—and part of two others—San 
Benito and Monterey. Its entire length is about two hundred 
and sixty miles; average breadth, about one hundred and fifty 
miles ; containing about thir ty-nine thousand square miles. 
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The interior valley is nearly one hundred miles wide, and a 
very large proportion of it is good farming land, and much of 
it is the best I know of in the State. The country is filling 
up rapidly—especially Tulare and Fresno Counties. The 
facilities for irrigation are very fine, and are being improved 
continually. Visalia ought to be the principal charge in this 
District. It is an old charge and a good deal of talent and 
- money have been employed in securing what we yet have 
here. The population is claimed to be two thousand five 
hundred. It is the county seat of Tulare County, and boasts 
a one hundred thousand dollar Court-house as evidence of its 
prosperity. 

Notwithstanding all this, our society is very weak in Visalia. 
We have a church and parsonage; but on the latter is a debt of 
about seven hundred dollars. Our’membership is small and 
feeble, and the community wicked and professedly infidel. It is 
at this time the most unpromising field I have any knowledge 
of,exceptone. Bro.S. B. Guiberson was appointed to Visalia at 
the last Conference and began the year well, but his health 

‘failed him before six months expired, and he, on the advice of 
his physician, left the place. The work suffered much the re- 
mainder of the year for want of a pastor. About the first of 
August, Rev. R. R. Jones, for whom we had been looking for 
some time, arrived and took charge. The prospects are now 
better, and possibly the next year or two may develop in our 
favor. 

Bakersfield, the county seat of Kern County, a town of 
some two thousand inhabitants, is the only charge more dis- 
couraging than Visalia. It is also an old charge and has had 
a run of good pastors, but they have made but little out of it, 
except to build a good church and parsonage, which I believe 
are out of debt. This work was left to be supplied. Bro. J. 
McKelvey was the supply, and for a while we were somewhat 
hopeful until Bro. McKelvey was taken down with the fever 
and ague, and was not able to dofull work. Things look very 
discouraging in this charge, but we still hope that we shall 
see a better state of things in a year or two. 

Plano and Porterville is another charge that was left to be 
supplied. It is situated in the eastern part of Tulare County. 
It has a good membership, and was fortunate to be close 
enough to the Indian Reservation for us to secure the agent, 
Rev. C. G. Belknap, for pastor during the year. The charge is 
in a good condition, all things considered. It has a church 
and parsonage out of debt. The country about is not par- 
ticularly prosperous, and there is some tendency to fever and 
ague. 
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Grangeville and Lemore charge was set off from the Han- 
ford and Lemore circuit last Conference, J. B. Callaway, pas- 
tor. He has been very successful in every way. He won the 
favor of all the people, and had a gracious revival, adding 
some forty members to the church; and has provided for the 
indebtedness. There is no better farming country in the State 
than that surrounding this charge, and there are but few better 
charges in this Conference. 

Hanford charge is situated about four miles from Grange- 
ville, and of course in the same kind of farming community. 
J. R. Gregory, pastor. In the beginning of the year, Bro. 
Gregory labored under discouragements—no place of worship, 
congregations small and competition strong. But as the 
months passed, prospects brightened, and toward the close of 
the year, a handsome little church was dedicated to God, with- 
out incurring any indebtedness, and we sung the Doxology 
with hearts oreathy rejoiced. All want Bro. Gregory returned. 

Fresno was left to be supplied. This is a town of some 
one thousand five hundred inhabitants, the county seat of a 
flourishing county of same name, surrounded by numerous 
colonies and settlements. The entire county has been neg- 
lected by our church until this year. We made three visits to 
this charge during the year, and think we havea very good 
circuit there now. Bro. J. H. White has supplied the charge 
during the last quarter of the year. 

Merced charge is the only one we got with the territory re- 
cently acquired from the California Conference. 

We have here a church and parsonage, out of debt. J. W. 
Leach, pastor, and under the circumstances has done well. The 
town claims a population of two thousand five hundred, and 
is a promising field for us. 

Mariposa is yet an unexplored field to us, but we have 
learned enough about it to believe we ought to oceupy it. 

Of San Benito and Jolon, the same can be said. They are 
fields which we should immediately occupy.

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No. 12—REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON 
EDUCATION. 


While we would not lose sight of, or interest in, the gen- 
eral cause of education, we believe Providence has placed 
upon us a special charge, which demands our warmest sym- 
pathy and our utmost efforts. September 4, 1880, a Board of 
Directors was fully incorporated and organized by the election 
of officers, and the University of Southern California took its 
place, as youngest daughter in the large and illustrious family 
of Methodist ,Universities and Colleges. The Board was 
deeply impressed with its responsibilities, but hopeful and 
joyful in view of the prospects and possibilities before it. Rev. 
M. M. Bovard was elected President, and Rev. F. D. Bovard 
Professor, and on September, 14, 1880, the new building first 
opened its doors for the reception of students, and we now pre- 
-sent a report of its first year’s work to this Conference. Ac- 
cording to the articles of incorporation this University is 
under the control of the Southern California Conference, 
which is to elect its Board of Directors annually. 

Your Committee feel that under all of the circumstances 
the first year’s work of our University has been very satisfact- 
ory, and a bright prophecy of much greater things to come. 
The catalogue contains a list of fifty-six pupils. ‘These have 
been mostly in the" preparatory, departments, and yet, owing 
to the grade of the school, the studies have taken a wide range 
and made heavy demands on the Faeulty. The brothers 
Bovard have had one regular teacher most of the time, and 
the partial service of a number of very competent teachers, so 
that instruction of a high order has been furnished in all of 
the ordinary studies, in French, German and Spanish, and in 
all of the ornamental branches. 

There has been no endowment fund available for the sup- 
port of this Faculty. The only receipts have been from tuition 
which has been kept at the lowest practicable figures, and the 
Conference collections. The brothers Bovard have heroically 
faced these facts, and devoted there undivided energies to the 
work, and deserve the thanks of this Conference. The coming 
University year will require at least one additional teacher, 
and the question is, how shall we meet these demands? After 
very careful consideration the Board of Directors have pre- 
sented the following plans. We have about 250 lots yet un- 
sold belonging to the endowment fund. The Trustees of that 
fund offer these lots at $300 each. Fifty dollars cash and the 
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remainder in five, or even more than five, annual installments. 
And the Trustees make this proposition to the Conference. 
(See document marked A.) 

If this proposition is met it will result in the sale of forty 
lots, and will put over $10,000 into the permanent endowment 
fund, which will raise that to about $13,000, and so give an 
annual income for the support of the school of about $1,300. 
The present financial exhibit is as follows. (See financial 
report.) Therefore, 


Resolved, Ist—That we recognize the University of Southern 
California as our Conference School, and we will do all we can 
to secure scholars, and to assist it by all other practicable 
means. 


Resolved, 2d—That the Conference collections be appro- 
priated to the University of Southern California, and that we 
will endeavor to make the collection of next Conference year 
reach two hundred dollars. 


Resolved, 3d—That we will make an earnest effort to meet 
the proposition of the Trustees of the Endowment Fund by 
securing the sale of twenty lots at this Conference. 


Resolved, 4th—That we will welcome to our charges any 
member of the Faculty, or any other properly authorized 
agent, and co-operate with him in any practicable plans for the 
advancement of the interests of the University.

No. 14—ON MISSIONS. 
Your Committee present the following report : 


The cause of Christ has been the cause of Missions from the 
beginning, and our missionary zeal is always in exact propor- 
tions to our zeal for the service of our Divine Lord. Wherever 
you will find a live church you will find a spirit of hard work 
possessed by both pastor and membership for the salvation of 
men. While we, as a Conference, are deeply interested in the 
welfare of Foreign Missions, and are willing and anxious to 
work for their success, there are special reasons for increased 
interest in the cause of Missions in our midst. Seldom are 
greater opportunities presented to the consideration of men 
than are pressed upon the notice of the church of this coast. 
We, as a body of Methodist preachers, are especially invited 
into the fields all around us, now white for the harvest. Much 
of the territory of this Conference is comparatively new, and 
quite a large portion of it will be occupied the coming year 
for the first time. We would, therefore. respectfully ask the 
attention of the Presiding Bishop to the fact that to work 
these fields successfully there will be an imperative necessity 
for a large increase of funds in our missionary appropriations. 
Besides this increase for the general work, there ought to be a 
special appropriation of at least $5000 to establish and man a 
Spanish Mission within the bounds of this Conference. This 
work within our territory is of such importance that we ought 
to take advanced ground at once. There is now employed in 
the Spanish work one missionary, Brother Antonio Diaz, and 
the Brother John Martinez has been working on his own ac- 
count for the salvation of the Spanish people. Both of these 
brethren have met with encouraging success. In some in- 
stances it has appeared, indeed, marvelous. These brethren 
should not only be sustained in their labor, but some member 
of this Conference ought to be appointed as superintendent of 
the Spanish Mission work within ouc.bounds. To neglect this 
field longer is rendering us liable of incurring the Divine dis- 
pleasure. Entering into this open door, we may rest assured

of carrying out the principles of the wonderful Counseler, and 
we may claim the Divine promise, “ Lo, I am with you alway, 
even unto the end of the world.” 

We would therefore offer the following : 


That WHEREAS, the Spanish-speaking people of California 
_ are destitute of spiritual instruction ; and ; 

WHEREAS, God in His providence seems to indicate to us, as 
a church, that we should enter at once upon the cultivation of 
this field; therefore, 

Resolved, Ist—That we respectfully and earnestly request 
the Presiding Bishop of this Conference to appoint or author- 
ize, if it should be found practicable, the employment of such 
men as are needed for its proper cultivation. 

2nd—That we respectfully ask, through Bishop Harris, the 
appropriation of missionary funds sufficient to insure the suc- 
cess of an enterprise of such magnitude and importance. 


While we rejoice in the success of our German work within 
the bounds of this Conference, we deeply regret that its inter- 
ests are so crippled for the want of men and funds. There 
ought to be at least three more men actively engaged in this 
fruitful field. The influx of the German element into this 
country claims our attention and care, and we are sorry that 
ground formerly occupied by our church is now taken from us 
by other denominations, simply because suitable men cannot 
be procured for its occupancy.

No. 15—VISITING COMMITTEE. 


Your Committee had the pleasure of attending the recent 
commencement exercises of the University of Southern Cali- 
fornia, and present the following report: 


The institution is located in a suburb of Los Angeles known 
as West Los Angeles, and is easily reached from the center of 
population by a line of street cars. 

The first building, erected a year ago, at a cost of $5060 and 
furnished at a cost of about $1200, presents a fine appearance. 
The grounds are now set with young shade trees, shrubbery 
and grass, which will soon add much to their, beauty. 

A good well and windmilt supplyjan aAlyundance of water for 
all present purposes. = 7.0," 1m 

The house is a comfortable and sightly one, well planned 
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and built, convenient for recitations, musical instruction and 
chapel exercises, and is quite well furnished. It is all good— 
no shoddy about it. A library of over 700 volumes has been 
gathered together already and is being constantly added to. 
Quite a collection of geological, mineralogical and other speci- 
mens, exposed in convenient and substantial cases, occupies a 
place by the side of the library. We were glad to find that 
while many needed facilities are yet lacking, rapid progress 
has been made in procuring the necessary appurtenances of 
a well organized school of its grade. 

We found the instructors commanding the confidence and 
love of their pupils, and the esteem of all who are brought 
into relations with the school. We feel it fitting to here say 
of them, that in practical wisdom, in culture and in Christian 
character, our Brothers Bovard and their assistants are a guar- 
antee of the safety of the high interests over which they are 
called upon by the church to preside. ; 

We attended nearly all the examinations, which were con- 
ducted in writing, and carefully looked over most of the ex- 
amination papers. We were pleased with the proficiency 
shown by the various classes in the studies in which they had 
been engaged. 

Competent teachers were employed during the year to assist 
President Bovard and his brother, the Professor of Math- 
ematics, including instructors in preparatory studies, Spanish 
and music. We wonder at the success with which such help 
was secured with so small an income to meet the bills. 

During the year sixty-five students were enrolled, several 
of whom contemplate a complete course of study. 

So far as it was possible for us to examine into the govern- 
ment of the school we found much to comment and nothing 
to condemn. 

We feel that parents and guardians have here the best and 
safest place to send their children, to a school of this grade, 
where their moral training is not neglected, and where they 
are protected from many of the evils of the city, while sur- 
rounded by pure Christian influences. 

During the year just closed,the Hodge Boarding Hall has been 
erected at a cost of about five thousand dollars. Mr. Hodge 
and wite of Los Angeles, have shown their love for the educa- 
tional interests of the church by erecting this house and 
securing it to the Trustees of the University. Prof. F. D. 
Bovard and family are now living in the building, and they, 
assisted by a reliable preceptress, will have the immediate care 
of the students who occupy the house. About twenty-five 
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boarders can be accommodated. Since our visit, it has been 
decided to reserve this entire building for the use of young 
lady students, a decision which we highly approve. For the 
accommodation of young men, another arrangement has been 
made. The Lothian House, conveniently located, has been 
engaged as a lodging house, presided over by an appointee, if 
not a member of the Faculty. The young men who lodge 
here, if they desire it, can yet take their meals at the regular 
boarding hall. Thus, the confusion and trouble resulting from 
accommodating both sexes in the same boarding house will be 
avoided. We see not how safer or more convenient arrange- 
ments could be made for the protection and instruction of 
those who may be privileged to attend this school. 

We made some examination into the financial condition of 

the University, but will not give a full statement thereof, as 
the Directors have prepared an extensive report on the sub- 
ject. 
: The institution has now improvements valued at about 
thirteen thousand dollars; productive endowment fund of 
about three thousand dollars, and property yet for sale valued 
at about sixty thousand dollars. 

A word as to its needs. It needs money—money that can 
be usea immediately—for the present income is so inadequate 
as to be a constant and dangerous hinderance to its manage- 
ment. The brethren who are conducting the school, and who 
feel they must have constant help from teachers whom they 
must employ, deprive themselves of needed support rather 
than let the school suffer from lack of competent instructors. 

The vacant property must be sold. Our educational col- 
lections must be increased. Patronage is needed, and you will 
bear kindly the exhortation to earnest effort to secure a good 
number of students for the coming year. To give the insti- 
tution your prayers—your warmest sympathy—and when you 
ean do so, make the school a visit. It is our school. It be- 
longs to the Conference. We are giving two of our choicest 
men to it as teachers. They are laboring there for God and 
the church, and for the souls of men, with the same zeal and 
devotion that was shown in the pastorate. Let us hold up 
their hands. Let us build up the school, and make it, under 
the blessings of God, a mighty power for the uplifting of 
society and the salvation of men.

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PASTORAL ADDRESS. 


To the Members of the Methodist Episcopal Church, within 
the bounds of the Southern California Conference : 


DEAR BRETHREN—Grace be unto you, and peace from God, 
our Father, and the Lord Jesus Christ. Another year of 
changes has passed since we last addressed you, and its record 
is now written. It has been a year of work, of conflict and 
of victory. God has been merciful to us, and all our ministers 
of this Conference have been spared to their labor. 

But the shadow of a great bereavement has fallen upon us 
in the death of our beloved Bishop E. O. Haven, who fell in 
the harness, but who, being dead, -yet speaketh. His labors 
were abundant, his faith strong, his hopes bright and his end 
peace.

As they 
may present, during the coming year, to you the missionary, 
church extension, educational and other interests of the church, 
so closely connected with her progress and growth, seek to re- 
member your obligations, voluntarily taken when received into 
membership with us. Do your duty in love of the truth and 
the fear of God. 

Finally, brethren, pray for us. “Now the God of Peace 
that brought again ‘from the dead our Lord Jesus, that great 
Shepherd “of the sheep, through the blood of the everlasting 
Covenant, make you perfect m every good work, to do His 
will, working in you that which is well pleasing i in His sight, 
through Jesus Christ, to whom be glory for ever and ever.

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REPORTS: 


NO. 1.—LOS ANGELES DISTRICT. 


The Los Angeles District reports progress. The district has been hard at 
work, and the retrospect of the year shows advance ‘‘alongall our lines.’’ Con- 
tinuing, as heretofore, we press toward the mark of Methodist perfection; 
which, for members of an Annual Conference, may mean: the fulness of sancti- 
fying love in the heart; the fulness of consecrated activities in the life, and the 
fulness of required funds that responds to the several Boards of the Church, 
“The collections all taken.’ Could we so testify and report, after the true spirit 
and intent of our Book of Discipline, it would be sure guarantee of the best 
itinerant efficiency; and sure pledge that the best and broadest Christian ideals 
would become actualities in our membership. 


All the collections are not sotaken. We may regret, but could not, in every 
instance, control the causes that have prevented. Our territory is frontier and 
missionary. Oursocieties are hardly developed into organic Church forms and 
life. They are in the feebleness and struggle of beginnings. With some, home 
demands are imperative, and often challenge and command heroic self-sacri- 
fices on the part of ministers and fpeople. But beyond this, all that can be 
spared for ‘‘the collections’’ is cheerfully and loyally given. It should be re- 
membered, therefore, that our answering contributions to the missionary and 
other benevolent funds come out of these new conditions; and not out of the 
perfected organizations and matured abilities jof older Churches. As we are,’ 
however, the sterling fidelity of the preachers will be seen, through the statisti- 
cal returns, in a very close approximation to the amounts asked of the district 
for our Methodist Evangelism. 3 


Our church property is virtually outof debt. The lastiincumbrance worthy of 
mention was at San Diego. But that, through the persistent energy of the Pas- 
tor, has been paid, very greatly to the surprise and joy of all who knew the 
circumstances. 


On the Pasadena and San Gabriel charge, a convenient parsonage has been. 
built at San Gabriel, and paid for. And, in anticipation of enlargement and 
division into two charges, one thousand dollars is already subscribed toward the 
erection of a parsonage at Pasadena. 


The new church at Artesia has been finished and furnished, The remainder 
of cost, over the subscription, was met in Quarterly Conference on the day before 
the dedication. A small house has also been built on the church lot for the oc- 
eupancy of the pastor, It is habitable now, and may some day be enlarged 
into a commodious parsonage. 


At Garden Grove the church is undergoing repairs and improvements that 
will beautify and make it more pleasant for the excellent and growing congrega- 
tion who statedly worship there. 


One year ago our people at Orange were jubilant over the payment of a 
church debt that had long and seriously hindered their growth. But, not many 
months after, a wind-storm blew the church from its foundations and careened 
it half over ; strained and bulged and shattered it, like a stranded wreck. The peo- 
ple thought they had done their utmost in payment of the debt. Now they 
were utterly discouraged. But, under the leadership of their indefatigable pas- 
tor, and with the aid of a second donation from the Church Extension funds, 
the building has been righted and set upon a good foundation. The church has 
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been so enlarged and improved in external appearance and internal \conveni- 
ence that those who know the change for the better will be likely to think that - 
the storm that broke and ruined was after all the best wind for Methodism that 
ever blew in Orange. 


At Riverside, shortly after, the ‘last Conference, the congregations were too 
large for the seating capacity of our chapel there. It was decided to build a 
new church. And an edifice has been erected that fully meets the demand. The 
structure is commodious, with seating capacity for about four hundred. The 
architecture is Gothic, and the style is strictly carried out in the interior and 
the exterior; inside, from vestibule to pulpit recess, from pew ends to window 
arch and ceiling of audience room: and outside, from sill and porch and doors, 
to the top of the spire that rises, in well-proportioned grace, above the tower on 
the corner. By addition of a small porch in front and rooms for infant class 
and library in the rear, the chapel is utilized for Sunday School and social pur- 
poses. And so, altogether, we have, in buildings, a church establishment at 
Riverside, that will be monumental of the energy and success of the pastor ; 
a generous expression of the good taste of the people, and an honor to the de- 
nomination; gratifying to the Church sentiment of every resident or visiting 
Methodist. The bell, soon to swing in the belfry, will ring all this, and more, 
through the coming years. The cost of nearly seven thousand dollars is prompt- 
ly paid. 


In Los Angeles, the Fort street church, following close on the payment of 
the heavy debt last year, have purchased a valuable parsonage property, the 
present residence of the pastor. They are improving their church edifice by the 
building of a handsome end gallery, to meet the want of the growing congrega- 
tion. They have in process of building a large and costly pipe-organ to help in 
the service of song. And they are having the auditorium so decorated and beau- 
tified as to become the fitting sanctuary of what, in fact, is one of the largest 
and most influential Methodist congregations in the State. 


The Rose Street Mission Sunday School, and Sunday Evening Congregation, 
are growing under the fostering care of the Fort Street Church. Under the lead- 
ership of the pastor of Fort street, and some of his people, we have a new 
church nearly ready for dedication at East Los Angeles. 


The building is erected after one of the best designs furnished by the Board 
of Church Extension. The enterprise is a marvel in its inception and successful 
prosecution. A Christian gentleman, of another denomination, wishing to ex- 
press gratitude for business success, and to see a church in that part of the city, 
offered the ground and other financial aid, if we would undertake the work, say- 
ing, as reason for his offer, that his own people were too slow, but if the Method- 
ists took the enterprise in hand, it would be pushed with vigor and success. The 
offer was accepted. The co-operation of a wealthy layman from Iowa was secur- 
ed. Others have generously helped, and we have, as the result, a church edifice, 
that is an architectural gem—as good as the best in style and fitness for use ; 
a glorious fact for God and Methodism in that flourishing section of the city. 
It is understood that, with the aid of a five hundred dollar donation from the 
Board of Church Extension, the payment of the entire cost of about six thous- 
and dollars is assured, in advance of the dedication. 


The German work is prosperous, The church in Los Angeles is making 
healthful growth. There is a debt of two hundred dollars on the church, that 
is allowed to remain without interest, but which could be raised at any time 
when called for. An eligible lot for a parsonage has been purchased and paid 
for. The Sunday School and congregation are steadily enlarging. The pastor 
has secured the services of an assistant, who comes from one of our German 
Seminaries in the East, and is recommended for admission into the Traveling 
Connection at this Conference. He has been preaching regularly at Anaheim 
and Santa Ana during the year. The question of still another German preacher 
is under advisement, and may possibly be asked for in the near future. Every 
interest of Church work and finance is attended to with the promptness and 
fidelity that are characteristic of our German brother. 


Our Mexican missionary has {been doing what he could among the Spanish 
speaking people of the district. This work, that seemed so clearly providen- 
tial, has suffered from want of the sympathy and oversight which its import- 
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ance and promise demanded. Two years ago it seemed as though ‘the time of 
visitation’ to our Mexican population had fully come. Many of them received 
the Word with gladness, and united with the Church. Our missionary is simply a 
layman, without ministerial training or standing. We appealed for competent 
missionary help, and the necessary appropriation, but we have not received 
them. Our brother has gone forth into the rural neighborhoods, where his peo- 
ple live, and won some success. He reports: 


Classes Organized, with Lists of Names—In Los Angeles, 37, with 15 converts 
not yet united with the Church, making a total of 52. In Los Nietos, 34 mem- 
bers. In Anaheim, 25. In Azusa, 10. At El Puente, 5. Making a total of 
126 persons under his pastoral oversight. He has distributed 122 Bibles and 
Testaments, besides tracts and papers that Bro. Butler, of the City of Mexico, 
kindly sends through my address. What shall be done with this condition of 
things? Can we have the facilities for pushing it forward? Or shall we leave 
it to others, who, within the past few months, have sent an educated missionary 
to labor among the Mexicans of Los Angeles and vicinity ? 


The University of Southern California is rapidly advancing in the essential 
elements of usefulness and permanent power for good. Its financial basis and 
status are beyond contingency. Its property values are: Unsold lots, $50,100 ; 
Endowment fund, drawing interest at 8 per cent., $20,236 68; Hodge Hall and 
furniture, $5,600; Campus, buildings and furnishing, $22,000—making a total 
of $97,936 60 as the present assets. 


One hundred and two students have been in attendance during the year, 
nearly double the number of the year previous. And the Faculty have assurance 
that the attendance will be largely increased at the beginning of the next term. 


Wecongratulate our Brothers Bovard on these results of their two years’ 
Conference Educational work. We are assured that the Institution has already 
and assuredly won the confidence and attachment of our ministers and people. 
It is fast becoming the center of attraction for Methodist families and homes. 
And the future of the University proper, and the University Church, open possi- 
bilities for good that challenge and will command the sympathies and co-opera- 
tion of our ministers and people so long as Conference and Church shall existon 
the Pacific coast. 


So much of mention has seemed to be specific and necessary. Not, however, 
with .intentional exclusion of other brethren or charges within the district. I 
belieye that every name on the list represents a true and faithful Methodist 
preacher, which is saying all that can or need be said in favor of any man this 
side of heaven. They have wrought wisely and well. The Churches they have 
served are better and stronger than they were a year ago. We need more such 
men to organize and build up more such Churches in the rapidly multiplying 
settlements of the district. We need, for a few years, increased missionary ap- 
propriations to help spread Scriptural holiness, until our District and Confer- 
ence shall become strong, and good as the best in all the Church.

NO. 2._SANTA BARBARA DISTRICT. 


The Santa Barbara District has passed the most prosperous year of its 
history. The Pastors all went to their appointments, and have been blessed 
with health, and zeal, and courage to meet,nearly every engagement of the year. 
They have had difficulties and trials to encounter, but they have had faith and 
grace to overcome. They have all been called upon to make some sacrifices, but 
they have cheerfully borne the cross, ‘‘as seeing him who is invisible.” 


Bro. J. H. Peters has been afflicted in his family. His wife was very seri- 
ously ill during the last six months, and had to be removed to a milder climate, 
leaving him alone to labor. 


as SOUTHERN CALIFORNIA. 


There has been general prosperity in the Churches. The temporal work has 
moved along, keeping pace with the rapid growth and development of the coun- 
try. Debts have been paid, salaries advanced and raised; improvements made 
on churches and parsonages, and uniform progress in the work of the Church. 


The whole country has improved. Land has advanced in value, towns have 
grown up, new settlements formed, and people have come within our bounds. 
There are only two exceptions to this rule. Many of our members have removed 
from the Paso Robles circuit to new fields, and a large number of our members 
have removed from San Buena Ventura to the University near Los Angeles. 
These charges have suffered serious spiritual aud financial loss. Thirty members 
have removed from Santa Barbara station. The Santa Maria and San Luis 
Obispo railroad has extended to Central City, and the grading is completed to 
Los Alamos. This gives over eighty miles of railroad transportation through 
the fertile plains and vallies of the district. The survey is to be continued to 
Santa Barbara and thence through Ventura, and the Santa Clara Valley, to Los 
Angeles and San Diego. Along this line, new and fertile lands are coming into 
market, and, with its mild and lovely climate, opens up a grand field for the 
moral and religious elements that are already flocking to our western shores. 
Free from all malarial diseases, and a mild and sunny atmosphere for consump- 
tives, and scarcely evér invaded by dangerous contagions, it is an inviting sani- 
tarium for the afflicted of all the land. 


Two new charges were formed at the last Annual Conference. The Cambria 
and Los Alamos circuits. The Los Alamos circuit has the town of that name for 
its centre, and Ballard’s station and the Santa Rita Valley and College Ranch as 
its outposts. ‘The town is located in the Los Alamog Valley. It is surrounded 
by a thriving settlement. The general belief is that, in a short time a new and 
flourishing county will be formed by clipping from the north of Santa Barbara 
and the south of San Luis Obispo counties. If so this will be the county seat. 
Bro. M. L. Whitmore, a local Preacher, took this work as a supply, late last fall. 
He organized the work, purchased alot in the centre of the town, circulated a 
subscription, and built a neat little parsonage. The property is now worth about 
$450.00 with a small amount of debt uponit. Eighteen have been received on 
probation this year. Total membership 37. The work is well begun, and promises 
to be one of our best fields. The people are in sympathy with us, and no doubt 
a Church will be built next year. 


Cambria circuit is west of San Luis Obispo, extending north and south along 
the coast. It embraces the towns of Moro, Cayucos, and Cambria. They are 
shipping points, and trading centres for an extensive stock, dairy, and farming 
country in the interior. There are several lovely valleys, thickly settled. Bro. 
W. F. Wenck was appointed to this circuit as asupply. He procured an old 
fashioned pair of saddle-bags and horse, and proceeded to the work. The people 
received him cordially, and he has preached to excellent and growing congrega- 
tions. There are twenty-five members—five united on probation this year. The 
work is increasing in interest. One man proposes to give 3,000 feet of lumber 
and two lots, for a Churchat Moro. It will, no doubt, be built next year. 


Special improvements have been made at San Luis Obispo, and Santa Bar- 
bara on the parsonages—making them both neat and comfortable homes. A 
subscription has been circulated for the purpose of building a Church at Santa 
Paula on the Ventura circuit, and $1250.00 procured. They ask $500 and get 
$250 from the Church Extension Board; they hope the building will be worth 
$2500.00. Mrs. Bradley and N. W. Blanchard have donated two lots in the cen- 
tral part of the town. Ventura has paid its regular instalment of the Church 
Extension debt and interest for this year. Lompoc has also met its obligations 
with that Board and made improvements on the parsonage. These are the only 
Church buildings for which there is any debt, in this district. Several of the 
Churches have received loans and donations from the Church Extension Society, 
and have always met their obligations promptly. They owe a little over $400. 


The benevolent collections haye been more generally taken, and larger this 
year than ever before. 


The Spanish Mission of this district was connected more particularly with 
the Santa Barbara charge. Juan B. Martinez was appointed its missionary with 
an appropriation of $250. He began the work with great zeal, preaching on the 


\ 
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streets, and visiting from house te house. The Priests becaame aroused and. 
opposed the work with persistent and malignant fury. They have great power 
over their wandering ones, and alarmed many who were on the way to Protest- 
antism, back to the fold. Some have left the Catholic Church, but are not 
decided Protestants or Methodists. We held a service at the house of a Mexican, 
Juan Vasquez, at his request. Taking Bro. T. S. Uren, and the Spanish mis- 
Aionary with us, we explained the Discipline, and the subjects of baptism, 
conversion, and duties of church membership to him and some of his neighbors, 
through the interpreter, Mr. Vasquez and wife and two grown children, and a 
neighbor and wife, united with the church on probation. We then baptised six 
Mexican children. 


These people seemed to comprehend the serious importance of the step they 
had taken, and expressed determination to press onward. They are ignorant— 
cannot read. Mr. Vasquez expressed himself freely and positively against Ro- 
manism and its corruptions, and in favor of the M. E. Church. This is, in 
reality, the result of the year’s work, as far as we can see. It is the nucleus for 
our work among the Mexicans here. There has been one very grave difficulty, 
“which we could not obviate. The missionary exerted his influence with his 
people during the year, in an especial manner, in favor of the ‘‘Band,”’ rather 
than in fayor of the Church, and a few of them would attend there, and none of 
them the regular services of our Church. We insisted that they should come to 
our social and public meetings, but he could not induce them to. Various 
excuses were made. ‘‘They were too poorly clad.’’ or ‘‘afraid,’’ or ‘“‘had no 
way to come.’ This is about the condition of the Spanish mission of this 
district now. The Mexican people are oppressed by the Roman priest here, as 
much asin Mexico, or Spain, or South America. They feel it keenly, and are 
heard to complain all the year round. 


They only need the right kind of men to lead them. We need a prudent, 
intelligent Methodist missionary who can speak the Spanish language, and 
teach and preach in their own tongue. One who will do the work for God and 
the Methodist Church, in the Methodist way. The Missionary Board can, no 
doubt, provide such aman. This work is certainly worthy their most profound 
consideration. Chinese, Germans, Freedmen, and Indians, can need the attention 
of this Board no more. This is the time. The appropriation should be increased, 
and a vigorous and powerful effort made to maintain this important work. If 
we lose what has been done, the loss will be difficult to regain. 


In comparing our work with that of other denominations’in this district, we 
find these important particulars or facts: The Episcopal Church has two build- 
ings and two Pastors. The Presbyterians have five Churches and four Pastors. 
The Baptists have two Churches and two Pastors. The South Methodists have 
three Churches and six appointments. The Campbellites have no church build- 
ing and two Ministers. We have seven Churches, ten Pastors, and one Mission- 
ary, and 29 appointments, with partial subscriptions for two more Churches. 
There will be three new and flourishing appointments added to the list within 
the next two years. We feel grateful to the Missionary Board for the aid they 
have rendered our young Conference, and have tried to procure large collections, 
We think the special efforts suggested by the Board, ought to be carried out 
more generally, as Sunday School concerts, Missionary prayer meetings, and 
Missionary Conference meetings and subscriptions. It is certainly the grand 
work of our Methodism. God is aiding us in a most wonderful manner in the 
work of collecting and disbursing these funds, and in the establishment and 
extension and growth of the M. E. Church. 


The brethren have taken special pains to introduce the C. C. Advocate to 
their people. It has reached a circulation of over one hundred and twenty in 
this small district. We regard it as the greatest and best friend to the pastors 
and people on this coast. Itought to be supported better. The University has 
been remembered by the pastors; the people are becoming interested in its suc- 
cess, and several of our families send their children to it. We must look upon 
it as our own greatest enterprise in Southern California. This is an age of edu- 
cation. The Church cannot afford to be behind. We should feel the responsi- 
bility. The success of the one ought to insure the success of the other. Many 
lots have been sold to brethren here, and they have sacrificed greatly to assist it. 
Many of our own young folks are preparing to attend it. We feel that its influ- 
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ence is increasing in the district, aud hope its power may continue to increasd 
till all our people shall do valiant work for God in the religious training ane 
higher education of their children. 

The spiritual condition of the Churches is generally very good. Special 
meetings were held at Santa Maria, Los Alamos, Lompoc and Ventura circuit. 
Two, camp-meetings have been held. One at Lompoc, a union with the Los 
Alamos circuit, at the fourth Q. M. It was well attended and a great success. 
One at Goleta, the District camp-meeting. It only continued over one Sabbath, 
The interest increased to the close. Great good was accomplished. This is one 
of the centers of power in our district. 

These meetings are becoming more general every year, and they exert a 
powerful influence for good over the Churches and communities where they are 
held. The Love Feasts and Communion Services have been largely attended 
and deeply spiritual. At most of the appointments the Social Meetings have 
been well sustained and very interesting. The Churches are all working in per- 
fect harmony. There is every indication of general and steady growth. 

* * * * * * * 

We all feel the need of greater out-pourings of the Holy Ghost upon us. 
There is a higher measure of experience for pastors and people, and with that — 
experience comes the Divine Power, that brings into souls and churches all 
the elements of spiritual and temporal success. With these facts, and statements 
of the condition of the work on this district, we feel deeply humbled before God 
and this Conference. We might have donemore! Weought to have done more [ 
Time is short, and eternity is coming soon, with its ‘“‘ great white Throne”? and 
the Judgment. Let us pray for each other and thegreat work of God. Let us 
form new resolves and high determinations, and go forth ‘‘sowing the precious 
seed’’ and, though ‘‘weeping,”’ wait for the ‘‘ harvest shout,’ and the coming 
home of all God’s triumphant host.

NO 3.—VISALIA DISTRICT. 


We can report now a population within the jbounds of the district of about 
40,000, and children between the ages of five and seventeen, 12,000. 

The valley is settling up rapidly, and is capable of a great population. 

The preachers were, with one exception, at their work seasonably, and have 
nobly prosecuted it. They and their families generally have had good health, 
Bro. Kline and family at Bakersfield have suffered considerably with fever. 
Bro. McMillan and wife have been greatly afflicted by the death of their little 
daughter, and Bro. Spurlock has had severe sickness in his family. 

We have added one to the number of our Churches, giving us seven on the 
district. 

Two of the parsonages have been improved. We have five good ones, and 
one not so good. 

We haye more than doubled the number of our Sunday Schools, 

I think we have made a good advance in our benevolent collections, and yet 
there is room to improve. 

We all endeavor to look well to Class Meetings, and still we are deficient in 
this means of grace. ‘ 

I am not able to report the increase of the membership. We have had some 
revival at several points. 

At Bakersfield we have done well this year, under J. 8. Kline (transferred 
from South Kansas Conference). Kernville and Tehachipa charge has been 
pretty well prospected, and somewhat developed by Bro. F. Howland this year. 
It is quite an important work. 

The faithful labors of Bro. J. A. McMillan have placed Plano and Porter- 
ville charge ina much improved state. Visalia isin a worse condition than 
ever, if possible; still I think we can bring it up, and make a good charge of it. 
Tulare City has been well cared for by Bro, J. H. White. This was a new work, 
where we had nothing; now we have a good church finished and furnished, or- 
gan and choir, a large congregation, a good Sunday School, and quite a mem- 
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bership. Only a small debt remains on the property, and I believe that is all 
provided for. fi 

At Hanford, Bro. H. J. Shaffner has worked hard and done well, having had 
some revival, and has a much improved Sunday School. 

At Grangeville, Bro. J. B. Callaway has paid the parsonage debt and had 
some revival, but the church is yet unfinished. We have organized a society of 
thirty members, and a good Sunday School, at Fresno City, Martin Miller, pas- 
tor. The Society worships in a conveniently arranged room in the public school 
house. A good lot has been secured, and we expect a church will be built there- 
on next year. 

Several other Societies and Sabbath Schools have been organized in the coun- 
ty, and are combined in the new work called Selma. 

Dr. Gregory has had a hard year’s work at Merced, and has succeeded in 
advancing our interests there somewhat, though the charge has not been a very, 
promising one. Mariposa charge has been a rather migratory one. Bro. J. W. 
Leach now has the most of it arranged in Merced county, where he has, we think 
been doing a good work. 

San Benito, by the untiring labors of Bro. W. A. Spurlock,*has been devel- 
oped into an important charge, and should have two ministers. 

Jolon is still an unexplored field. .

NO. 4.-COMMITTEE ON EDUCATION. 


We have considered such papers as have been referred to us by the Confer- 
ence, and have gathered such information from other sources as was within our 
reach, and present to the Conference the following facts in regard to the Uni- 
versity of Southern California. 

We are greatly surprised at the financial exhibit from the Trustees of the 
Endowment Fund; from which it appears that the University grounds, build- 
ings and furniture, the boarding-hall and furniture, and the interest-bearing 
endowment fund, all of which are now available and in use, amountin value to 
$47,856 68, with 167 unsold lots, valued at $50,100, and that these lots are in good 
demand, and may be disposed of in a comparatively short time, thus aggregating 
a total amount of assets of $97,936 68. 

Commencing with nothing, this shows a result of three years’ labors which 
has yery few, if any, parallels in the history of educational institutions. The 
‘interest on the invested endowment fund will amount to about $1600, and will 
very materially assist in carrying on the University. Most of this will not be 
due, however, till October, 1883, hence will not be available during this Confer- 
ence year. 

Let no one suppose that this will so meet the financial want that educational 
collections and other efforts will not be necessary. 

The demands of the University for teachers’ salaries and other expenses is 
constantly in advance of the income, so that the demand fur money is as great 
as ever. 

The Educational department of the, University is under the care of the 
President, M. M. Bovard, and his brother, Prof. F. D. Bovard, and their labors 
have in all respects met the hearty approval of the Board of Directors and, we 
think, of all interested parties 

Prof. F. D. Bovard has charge of Hodge Hall, which will this year be re- 
served for the young ladies exclusively, so that parents may feel perfectly safe 
in placing their daughters under the charge and in the family of Prof. Bovard. 
Young men will be accommodated in private families, or they may room else- 
where and board in the Hall. 

We would call the attention of the Board of Directors to the fact that it is 
not intended to make that office'a sinecure. There is now in the hands of this 
Board property to the amount of over $22,000 in the form of buildings, furni- 
ture, musical instruments, library, cabinet, etc., ete., besides the entire control 
of the Educational department of the University. Men who consent to go on 
this Board should expect to give such time and labor as is necessary to master 
the problem, and so be able to contribute something of thought and labor to 
the work of the Institution. 
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In order to secure a more permanent term of office in the Board of Directors 
of the University of Southern California, we recommend that from the Board 
that shall be elected at this Conference, the office of the first three, taken in 
alphabetical order, shkll expire, and their places be filled, in 1883. The office of 
the next four shall expire in 1884, and the office of the next four shall expire in 
1885, and this shall be the order of all future elections of this Board, so that the 
Directors shall hold office for three years each.

We also present the following resolutions : - 

Resotyep—l1st. That a Visiting Committee of five members of the Confer 
ence be elected. 

2d. That the name standing first on the list shall be considered Chairman 
of the Committee. In order that the work of this Visiting Committee to the 
University may have the greatest efficiency possible, we recommend that the 
Conference give the following instructions for their guidance: They shall, if 
practicable, visit the University once each term, and at least on the Anniversary 
occasions ; seek an intimate acquaintance with the educational, disciplinary, 
financial and religious workings of the Institution; attend such meetings of the 
Board of Directors as shall be held at Commencement time; observe and study 
all the educational interests of the Conference as related to the success of the 
University ; and make the following Annual Reports :—a. To the Students, Fac- 
ulty and assembled friends, at such convenient and appropriate time as can be 
arranged with the President. 3B. To the Board of Directors at their last annual 
meeting at the University. c. To the Christian Advocate, published at New 
York, and the California Christian Advocate. pb. To the Conference, 

3d. If anymember of the Committee finds it impracticable for him to serve, 
he shall at once notify the Chairman, whose duty it shall be to{supply his place 
by the appointment of another member of the Conference, who shall hold office 
until the next election. ; 

4th. Werecommend that every preacher in charge hold an educational 
meeting sometime during the year in each church under his care, and that the 
Presiding Elders, Faculty, Directors, Trustees and Visiting Committee be urged 
to render all the assistance they can in such meetings; that the educational 
collections be taken at that time; that all such collections be applied to the 
support of the University of Southern California, and be at once forwarded to 
the Faculty. 

5th. We recommend that the Conference offer two prizes to the students of 
good deportment who shall attain the highest standing in the studies of the 
year; that an effort be made to raise $25 00—$15 00 for 1st prize and $10 00 for 

.2da prize; and that the Chairman of the Visiting Committee be authorized to 
solicit that amount from the members of the Conference and others.

SUPPLEMENT TO EDUCATIONAL REPORT. 


To tHE M. E. CoNFERENCE OF SOUTHERN CALIFORNIA : 


The Trustees of the Endowment Fund of the University submit for your 
consideration the following as their Third Annual Report. 

At the last Conference an offer was made by the Trustees, that if the minis- 
ters at Conference would purchase twenty lots at $300 each, on the instalment 
plan, the Trustees would sell twenty more. Under this offer fourteen of the 
ministers purchased twenty lots, since which time the Trustees have sold forty- 
nine lots, sixty-nine in all; also seven and a half acres of the land. 
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At the last Conference the interest-bearing endowment was $2,870. The 
same Fund has been raised by the sale of lots during this year to $20,236 68. 
This Fund is secured by the property sold; the title remaining in the Trustees 
until the money is all paid. The contracts are so drawn that they are of the 
same obligation on the purchaser as a note and mortgage, the persons signing as 
purchasers obligating themselves legally to pay the purchase price.

In view of the fact that the rate of interest has declined during the last year, 
we have reduced the rate of interest on all contracts for sale of lands, from ten 
per cent. to eight per cent., to take effect October 2d, 1882. This applies to such 
contracts as now bear ten per cent. interest. 

The value of lots having increased, and the demand being so active, we 
deem it best to allow no reduction after the close of this Conference to ministers 
on their own purchases. Those wishing the benefit of such a reduction should 
purchase at once. 

During the year a number of new residences haye beenerected on the Uni- 
versity grounds, and a number more are contemplated. 

The ensuing year should be one of great success, and with a proper working 
force the most desirable results may be attained. The Institution to-day stands 
before the public, commanding the confidence of the business community. 
Eyery precaution should be taken to preserve this condition of things, as it is 
fraught with great moment to the future welfare of the work.

The California Christian Advocate should be in every family, and thoroughly 
read by all. All should furnish and acquaint themselves with all other of our 
Church publications. No family or member should be without these means of 
religious education and development. And, by all means, brethren, exclude 
from your reading and houses all infidel and corrupt literature, and, as you 
value your souls, your families and friends, have none but what 1s calculated 
to enlighten, purify and bless.

NO. 17.—COMMITTEE ON STATE OF THE CHURCH. 


Your Committee is impressed with the vastness of the field we oceupy, be- 
ing three or four hundred miles in length, reaching from San Diego to Yosemite 
Valley, and taking in the breadth of the State, from the mountains and desert 
on the East to the ocean on the west and south. The population of this great 
territory is chiefly divided into two peoples and two tongues, viz: the Spanish 
and the English. 

For the English speaking population we have about forty charges—nomi- 
nally—scattered over this vast empire, necessarily scores and, in some cases, 
hundreds of miles apart; and some of these stand on the Minutes as left ‘‘to be 
supplied,’’ but have no supplies, no church, no organization. There are people, 
and some Christian people, soattered like sheep without a shepherd, and there 
are children ten and twelve years old, who never saw a minister or heard a ser- 
mon. These are facts in regard to the English speaking population, and in view 
of these facts we appeal to the Missionary Society for such an increase of mis- 
sionary appropriation as shall enable these fields to be occupied and cultivated 
“till the wilderness and solitary place shall be glad for them and the desert 
shall blossom like the rose.’’ 

But when we turn to the tens of thousands of Spanish speaking people, we 
see hundreds of old, wealthy, honorable and cultivated families; and these are 
gradually going to decay and dropping out of sight, while the lower classes are 
becoming more and more degraded. Unless some help can be extended, and 
that right soon, this whole populatian, with many natural excellencies of char- 
acter, will become extinct. The power to save them is not in education, ndérfgin 
legislation, but is in a pure’Protestant Christianity. Therefore: 


ReEsoLyeD, That we respectfully request the Bishop, if it is possible, at this 
Conference to appoint a suitable person, who can speak the Spanish language, to 
take charge of this work. 

ReEsoLvepD, That the Board of Missions be asked to consider this case very 
carefully, and make such provisions as in their wisdom they deem best. But, as 
at least one missionary will be needed to take charge of the work, and there are 
now two available native preachers who can be jemployed as helpers, not less 
‘than $3000 will be needed the present year. 

RESoLvED, That Bishop Hurst be respectfully requested to use his influence 
to secure from the Contingent Fund, or from some other source, such funds as 
shallmake this work possible, 


We would call the attention of the Church to our Local Ministry, and ask 
the respective Quarterly Conferences to note carefully whether all persons hold- 
ing such relations are of moral character and efficiency worthy of their position. 


° 
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It is indispensable to the success of our work that we guard with jealous care 
the pulpit ; and, while we will pray without ceasing for the coming of young 
men into our ministry, it is important for the good of the candidate, as well as 
for the church, that such persons be well-qualified for this work. To this end 
we call the attention of the respective Quarterly Conferences and Presiding 
Elders to a careful examination as to their gifts, graces and usefulness. 

It has come to our knowledge that in several instances our pastors have 
been seriously embarrassed by the irregular operations of certain preachers 
holding local relations. We respectfully but emphatically call the attention of 
our Quarterly Conferences {to this fact, and request them to protect other pas- 
tors from the unauthorized interference of such preachers. 

Vital to Christianity is the question of literature. It has come to our notice 
of late that certain papers of a religious character have been circulated, holding 
theories contrary to the doctrines of the Christian Church, and designed, as we 
think, to create dissension in our work. We suggest, as a safeguard against 
such evils, a more general circulation of our Church periodicals, especially our 
own C. C, Advocate, edited by Rev. B. F. Crary, D. D.

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REPORTS. 


NO. 1. LOS ANGELES DISTRICT. 


The Los Angeles District completes another quadrennium. The 
years have each furnished evidence of healthful success and permanence for the 
church within our district lines. Perhaps the last has been the best of the four. 
We have not only conserved the good that we had— ‘holding fast whereunto we 
had attained,’’—but we have made gratifying advance and enlargement. 


A glance at the map of the three counties included within the district, will 
show the territorial area to be vast as an empire. We can reachit only in part; 
and can occupy only the more populous and accessible centers. Want of men 
and means, and perhaps the want of ripened opportunity, shut us up within the 
limits of such fields as can be reached, and to the endeavor of such work ag can 
bedone. For more than ascore of years the marvelous development of the varied 
fertilities, and mineral wealth of these regions, will more and more astonish the 
world, and challenge the boldest faith of the itinerant minister of Christ. 


To-day we arein the beginnings. We have the initial class and Sunday 
School, in what, in the near future, will be influential Churches with large mem- 
berships and Bible School centers of the best and broadest popular biblical eul- 
ture. Here and there we have already, sure sign and promise of this Method- 
istic future. We are well abreast of the progress of the time, to say which 
touches close upon vaunting boast. And yet we say this under conditions where 
the newly settled hamlet of to-day more than quadruples its population, and be- 
comes an embryo city within a year. Even nowit is sometimes true, that before 
the new comer has unpacked his goods, he is met by a Methodist preacher, and 
favored with the sight of a subscription paper for a new Church, and advised to 
send his older children to the University. 


The statistical returns from the several charges will show an advance upon 
the previous year, as gratifying as thoseof last year were upon the year preced- 
ing. We have not yet attained:—Every dollar of every apportionment made and 
asked in the interests of the beneficiary movements of the Church, is the one 
goal that should bound an aspiration and endeavor, in the way of annual mone- 
tary contributions. The Southern California Conference owes it to herself, and 
to the rich heritage that is hers--in the opening possibilities of the wealth of 
the future,—to reach these front lines of beneficent service, and maintain the 
advanced ground, as a distinctive characteristic of her achievement and history, 
so long as the waves of the Pacific beat on her shores. 


Within the year, the Church at Santa Monica has been removed to a central 
location in that reviving town, and gives promise of a brighter future. On the 
San Diego circuit, at Poway, a parsonage has been built. The friends at Flor- 
ence have secured, and are fitting up a pleasant parsonage home for the expected 
Pastor. At Pasadena a tasteful and commodious residence has been erected 
during the year, which for convenience and beauty is thought by many to bea 
model home for a Minister. Immediately after the last Conference the new and 
elegant Asbury Church at East Los Angeles was dedicated and paid for. Since 
then ‘‘an elect lady,’’—the invalid wife of Rev. R. M. Beach, has caused to be 
built upon the parsonage lot, a house in good architectural taste, with ample 
conveniences for a preacher’s family and home, whichshe munificently donates 
to Asbury Church as a memorial. Another instance of noble generosity glad- 
dens the Church at Riverside. A gentleman and wife, connected with the first 
families of the place, gave their hearts to Christ and their names to the Church, 
in the early part of the year, and then donated one acre of land, in the choicest 
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part of Magnolia avenue, to the Trustees of the Church. These are princely 
gifts, the suitable acceptance and acknowledgement of which by this Conference 
is respectfully suggested. 


Following close upon the revival at Riverside, ground was secured, on which 
‘a new Church building is nearly completed at West Riverside,—a Church edifice 
that just meets the Methodistic want of that thrifty settlement. Pomona,— 
‘beautiful for sitnation,”’—is the rival of every other place for rapid growth. 
Until recently, our people there have been few and poor. They are not overmuch 
numerous or wealthy yet, but they are alive to the demand of thetimes. They 
have just completed, and have realy for dedication a building, which for good 
taste and fitness is the admiration of all who see it. From now on, the lines 
will fall in pleasant places to the men who may be stationed at Pomona. At 
San Fernando, the people are moving vigorously ina new Church enterprise. 
They have the money subscribed, the ground secured, the plans adopted, and 
the lumber bought. They will soon have Church with steeple built, and the 
sound of ‘‘the Church going bells,’’ floating music over the plain. Herein Los 
Angeles we have two new Churches in process of erection, both of which will 
help to beautify the town, and will honor the zeal and good taste of our people. 
Our German brethren are progressive. The missionaries seek to enter every 
opening field. During the year a new Church has been built and dedicated for 
German Methodism in Anaheim. I1 some other of the Churches, as at Orange, 
and Garden Grove, and Pasadena, and the German Church on Fourth street, 
who have contributed a total of $1,400 (and the Fort street Church pre-emi- 
nently, with an outlay of $5,000) money has been generously expended for improve- 
ments. Our reported increase in these materialities of the Church in the dis- 
trict, aggregates four additional parsonages, six new Churches, and added values 
of upwardsof thirty thousand dollars to Church property within the year. 


The University of Southern California at West Los Angeles, has met the 
expectation of its friends in the record of the year. Thepresentstatus and want 
of the institution will certainly be well and strongly presented by the Committee 
on Education. The coming year is the Centennial of our Church. It challen- 
ges to such hard work, and invites to such possible success, as shall anticipate a 
hundred years, and lift the University at once into centennial proportions of 
endowment and power. The lastappointees of the district are not all here to- 
day. Our brother worker, Rev. P. Y. Cool, has passed into rest. He antici- 
pated the ministry of the year with thanksgiving and joy. But the touch of God 
was upon him:—not for further pulpit service, he did not preach after Confer- 
euce, but for a ministry of suffering fora little; and then for a welcome and 
home in the everlasting beatitudes. He has met the greeting, and our hopeful 
solace gives it earthly echo: ‘‘Servant of God well done!’’ Permit a further 
word:—These four years have given me the hardest and best work of my life. I 
have learned the sweet simplicity of perfect rest and lovein Christ. I have 
learned to know and love Methodist preachers and people more than ever before. 
For their long suffering, patience and kindness I make full and humble offering 
of what I yet bear away from district office and work, the life-long gratitude of 
my heart.

NO. 2, SANTA BARBARA DISTRICT. 


The term of four years has passed away, and we heartily congratulate our- 
selves and the Churches upon the universal success and prosperity of the work 
within these bounds. The Churches have grownia members, spirituality and 
financial strength at every point. Wehaye added two new charges to our list 
of appointments, and they have both been successful fields of labor. We have 
built Churches, improved and finished Churches, enlarged and furnished the 
parsonages, and paid off debts, and tried to take all collections for the benevo- 
lences, circulated our Church papers, organized and maintained Sabbath Schools, 
and studied to acquit ourselves like men. Revival meetings have been held in 
the Churches and groves, and souls have been converted to God. 


_ The attendance upon our public means of Grace is larger than atany pre- 
vious year, With the rapid increase of populatior, other denominations are 
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coming in to compete for their share of support. They are trying tosend out 
some of their best talent, and are consequently giving more liberally of their 
missionary funds than we. In some places where our men get nothing, or 
$100 or $80, other Churches pay from $500 to $800. out of their missionary 
treasuries. 


The following improvements and labors are deserving of special mention. 
A very beautiful Church building has been erected at Santa Paula. It cost 
about $3,000 and the lots about $450. There is a debt of about $300 
remaining unpaid. 

The Church at Hueneme is progressing finely.. The Church at Santa Bar- 
bara was improved. The Church extension debt at Ventura was paid. The 
property at Lompoc was improved and new furniture added to the parsonage. 


Special improvements were made in the parsonage atSan Luis Obispo, and 
newfurniture. The Church at Paso Robles, at Estrella Plains, plastered and fin- 
ished inside. The Church at Santa Maria has been reseated and furnished with 
anew pulpit at a cost cf $300. There also comes under this head a list of enter- 
pee that will extend into next year. Anew Church has been commenced at 

ueneme on Ventura circuit. By the assistance of Hon. Thos. R. Bard and his 
excellent christian lady, who gave $1,000 each, we are able toerect a Church 
at that shipping point worth about $3,200. This will form a center for a new 
charge. It ought to have a minister. this year. 


The people of Moro, on Cambria circuit, also expect to erect a new Church 
at that point. It will cost about $1,500 and seat about 200. About $700 
has been collected, and this will be the place for the residence of our Pastor, 
and permanently establish our work upon that field. 


We will within a short time berequired to build a Church at Arroyo Grande, 


_ and organize a circuit from the northern partof Santa Maria. We ought to 


build a Church at Los Alamos and at Ballards during the next year. The peo- 
ple seem anxious to assist. We think a Church can be built at Los Tablos on 
the Paso Robles circuit. 

The Spanish work hashad no minister the past year. We tried to procure 
some suitable person to supply it, but could not. The work has undoubtedly 
suffered a great deal. There isno possibility forus to maintain a Protestant 
mission on the Santa Barbara district, with an appropriation of $250. The 
few persons who were members of that mission were poor and unable to assist 
in a Pastor’s support. We think that nothing less than $800 can sustain the 
work of a mission at that place. We will be compelled tosurrender the field to 
other Churches who seem mvre awake to the importance of the Spanish work, or 
leave them in the darkness of superstition. 

During the year special revival meetings have been held at Santa Barbara 
and Lompoc, San Louis Obispo and Paso Robles and Cambria, Ventura and 
Banta Paula. These meetings were greatly blessed the Churches were strength- 
ened and souls converted. The brethren have been generally well, but Rev. 
O. H. Lawton, of Ventura circuit, was taken seriously ill about two months ago. 
When on my way to Conference I called to see him. He was on his death-bed. 
He sent his message oflove to all the brethren of the Conference. We prayed 
together. He was full of hope, and rested in the very } resence of God, a victor 
only waiting for his crown. 

We procured the services of Rev. 8. N. Marsh, of the Cincinnati Conference, 
as a supply for Goleta. He had come to this coast. for his health. He did ex- 
cellent service and won the hearts of all the people. He has not sufficient 
atrength to remain in the work. 

Rev. H. J. Shaffner, near the close of the year, was attacked with a serious 
hemorrhage of the lungs. The year had been one of unusual prosperity. 


The four years term on this district closes with this Conference. We have 
had the hardest task of all our lives. The responsibilities and the labors have 
pressed us many times to cry for help. We are glad to drop these heavy burdens 
upon other shoulders. We have made many mistakes and failures, and yet have 
had much of the charity and sympathy of onr brethren. We return to the 
ranks, and seek to work again side by side with you in the vineyard of the Lord.

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NO. 3. VISALIA DISTRICT, 


Notwithstanding the discouraging droughts we have had in the interior val- 
ley for two years, we are a very decided improvement in the country as a whole. 
It is true thatsome of the people have moved away, in consequence of these 
droughts, but their places have been more than filled by others, usually the new 
comers having more enterprise and means than those had who left. 


We found considerable trouble in supplying the charges left to be supplied 
by last Conference, but at last succeeded in getting good men for them. 


When the district was formed, three years ago, and I was appointed to it, it 
had but four preachers, one of whom was taken sick early in the year, and left 
his charge. ‘This year we have had twelve preachers, and there is work for several 
more, if we had suitable men and material aid. 


Our people on the district are generally poor, but have done well in giving 
to the support of their Pastors and to other Church enterprises. Yet our preach- 
ers have lived on very small salaries, averaging hardly $500, and have done 80 
without much complaint. 


We have need of several Churches which we have been planning to build, 
but the short cropsand other hindrances have kept us from commeacing the 
work, except in one instance, at Fresno City. We have built one new parsonage 
at Tulare. We now have eight Churches and seven parsonages on the district. 


I think the report on benevolent collections will be in advance of last year, 
as we have especially urged this on the attention of the preachers and the quart- 
erly Conference. We have had some revivals, and I think an increase in mem- 
bership. A few of our members have professed the blessing of entire sanctifica- 
tion, but the Holiness Bands, Editors and Bishops have neglected us during the 
year, much as we needed their presence and Godly counsel. We haye a popula- 
tion of about 40,000 in our part of this great valley, not including the San Be- 
nito and Jolon country. 


The Sabbath School work has had special attention in most of the charges. 


Iam sorry to report that our prayer and class meetings are not well at- 
tended. 


The district isa unit on the Temperance question, and we are all praying and 
working for prohibition. 


In the ministry we are all clean on the tobacco question. 


We are encouraging our people to send their children to the University of 
Southern California, and the desire to do this is increasing. As soon as the 
people become more prosperous and are better informed in regard to the school, 
there will be a larger increase of students from this district. 


We report briefly the individual charges. Bakersfield and Tehachapi charge 
has not advanced very decidedly this year. The repairs on the Church com- 
menced last year, are not yet completed, but when they aredone we will have a 
fine property in Bakersfield. The parsonage has been improved, and the Church 
and parsonage grounds enclosed with a picket fence, and planted with fruit and 
ornamentaltrees. Someof the best members have removed from this point, 
and we find it difficult to maintain a substantial membership. At Tehachapi we 
have a small but good society, good congregation, many children and some 
most excellent unconverted friends who are interested in the Church. Bro. J. 
8. Kline is very acceptable, and has now closed his second year on the charge. 


Plano and Kernville charge has not changed materially during the year. 
Bro. W. T. Mayne, of the California Conference has been the supply, and leaves 
in favor with all the people. 


In Visalia we have made some advancement; but owing to the debt on the 
property, and to other misfortunes, it has been very discouraging to the Pastor, 
Bro, John A. McMillan. We are ‘in hopes now that we have fallen ona plan to 
extinguish the debt, and the Pastor is ‘‘rejoicing in hope.”’ 


Tulare City is a flourishing place onthe CO. P. R. R. J. H. White has closed 
his second year in thischarge. He is ow pioneer in this field. Our society is 
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small but the Sunday School is quite promising. In addition to the very com- 
fortable Church erected last year, there has this year been built a good parson- 
age. The two buildings on the spacious lot make a good property, and is agood 
beginning in this new town. Owing to the drought, we are morein debt than 
we expected to be. 


Grangeville, J. McKelvey Pastor, has had a successful year. The Church 
has been finished beautifully at a cost of $800, andis paid for. The Sabbath 
School is the most prosperous on the district. The society is strong and the 
congregations are large. 


Hanford charge, J. B. Callaway Pastor, has had severe trials this year. 
Bro. Callaway was to have had help on this work, but did not get it till about 
the middle of May, when Bro. Kahler, from Kansas Conference reached us and 
has been laboring since ag a pioneer preacher, proving very acceptable to the 
people and of great assistance to Bro. Callaway. 


Selma circuit, Martin Miller Pastor, has had some addition to its member- 
ship. We have no Church on this work, but hope to build one soon. 


Fresno City. J. R. Gregory Pastor, is the largest and most flourshing town 
on the district. We have a good society, excellent Sabbath School, the prayer 
and class meetings are well attended. A good lot, well situated, has been se- 
cured, subscription pledged, anda contract let, so that we will soon have a 
beautiful Church in Fresno. 


Merced, F. M. Pickles Pastor, is a large town, contains four Protestant 
Churches. Our society has been weakened by removals, We have a good prop- 
erty. Our cause has been well managed. Weneed missionary aid at this point. 


Central Point, J. W. Leach Pastor, is anew work lying West of Merced City, 
on the San Joaquin River, in a farming community. The people are intelligent 
andindustrious. The five or six school houses on the circuit, in which we preach, 
prove them to be an enterprising people, intent on educating their children. The 
good congregations and the liberality of the people towards their ministers show 
that they wish to have the gospel earnestly preached in their midst. Bro. Leach 
has been pastor for two years, during which time he has organized two smal) 
societies. 


San Benito and Jolon mission is a work lying on the coast side of the moun- 
tains, and includes a large territory in San Benito and Monterey counties. The 
work has been successfully supplied by Bro. W. A. Spurlock. More than fifty 
have been converted, and several have professed the blessing of perfect love. 


This portion of the Visalia district, geographically, belongs to the Santa 
Barbara district, and, in my judgment, should be added thereto, in order to 
make a more equal division of labor. 


Mariposa and Yosemite are still unexplored by us. 


I have striven to give some idea of each charge, from which you can see 
that we arestriving to occupy the field, but it is painful to know that there are 
many growing communities yet unoccupied by us. The harvest truly is great, 
but the laborers are few. This is no doubt the hardest district to supply on the 
Pacific coast, simply because there is a locality or two where there is consider- 
able malaria from which our preachers have taken alarm. Hence the great 
rush for the coast. Our preachers who are there are not frightened at this, es- 
pecially this year. Weare all in good health and the Lord has been with us.

NO. 12. COMMITTEE ON MEMOIRS. 
REV. P. Y. COOL. 


Bro. P. ¥. Cool was born in Cayuga county, New York, May 20th, 1830. He 
experienced a clear conversion by the power of the Holy Spirit, when about nine- 
teen years of age, and this event gave tone to his character, and direction to the 
whole future of his life. In 1850, when only twenty, young Cool came to Cali- 
fornia and took up his residence in Amador county, where he engaged in secular 
business and teaching, but was always an active christian. It was here that 
Father Owens made his acquaintance, and quickly discovered that there was 
other work for him todo. Brother Cool received a license to exhort from Fa- 
ther Owens in 1853, and this scrap of paper was preserved to the day of his 
death, as one of his precious treasures. 

In 1854, the name of P. Y. Cool first appeared in the minutes of the Califor- 
nia Conference, and, as he sometimes observed, he just attained his majority 
then, as it was twenty-one years from the time he joined that Conference to the 
time he became a member of the Southern California Conference by the division 
of the old California Conference in 1875, He was married to Miss Sarah Aram, 
of San Jose, in 1855, and the companionship and loving care of his devoted wife 
must always be taken into the account as an important factor in this unusually 
successful ministry of nearly thirty years. 


He filled the following appointments: Volcano, Santa Cruz, San Jose, Cen- 
terville, Watsonville, Placerville, Santa Barbara, Los Angeles, Nevada, Santa 
Barbara District, Compton, San Diego and Florence. He was twice stationed 
at Volcano and twice at Santa Cruz. While at Santa Cruz he was elected County 
Superintendent of Public Instruction. He was successful in all his charges, 
and in some of them his ministry was attended with extensive revivals of relig- 
ion, and other marked evidences of prosperity in the Church. 
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He was a man of strong convictions, and thoroughly conscientious. These 
elements of character were prominent in his religious life. Many of the minis- 
ters will recall his Conference love-feast testimonies. How modest in his esti- 
mates of himself, how careful and well-chosen his statements of religious experi- 
ence. His nature was so sensitive that it sometimes amounted to timidity. He 
shrank from responsibilities, and from positions of prominence and observation. 
A number of times he was appointed to preach before his brethren at Conference, 
or to make addresses at the anniversaries, but I believe he never once filled such 
an appointment. This great sensitiveness of his nature was due largely to his 
physical condition. He received an injury on one knee when a boy which made 
him a cripple much of his time, and a sufferer all the balance of his life, and this 
finally caused his death. But this apparent weakness was also an element of 
strength. It made him very gentle and tender in his intercourse with all, and 
secured a host of very warm friends in all his charges. Children were attracted 
to him, and loved him, and trusted him as they woulda father. As Presiding 
Elder, the young preachers of his district were greatly influenced and helped by 
him. One young brother of Santa Barbara district wrote Sister Cool after his 
death: ‘‘He saw more fully into the peculiar trials and needs of a young preacher 
than any man I have met in California. As a true friend, he pointed out to me 
my defects and errors. His counsel was always wise, carefully weighed before 
given, true, earnest and helpful.”’ 

At the Conference of 1881, his health had so far declined that he took 
a supernumerary relation. During this year of rest he fitted him up a home in 
West Los Angeles, near the University, which was characteristic of the man. It 
is a model of neatness and refined taste. As his general health improved, to- 
wards the latter part of this year, he became restless, with a longing to be again 
in the pulpit aud doing the work of a pastor. He remarked to the writer; ‘I 
would rather preach the Gospel than be President of the United States.’’ At 
the last Conference, he desired his relation changed to effective, and was appoint- 
ed to Florence charge. But though only five miles from his home, he never 
visited his charge. 

About Conference time he had a violent return of his old knee difficulty, 
and from that time until his death he was a great sufferer. Much of the time 
he had to be kept under the influence of opiates, so that there was no opportu- 
nity for those death-bed experiences, or at least for the declarations of faith’s 
triumphs in the last hours, which are so precious to the friends left behind, and 
which so thrill the Church with joy and hope. But to the multitudes who have 
known of the deep, conscientious, and constant christian character of Rev. P. Y. . 
Cool, no testimonies that he might, under other circumstances, have made, 
would have added anything to their assurance of his glorious reward in that 
life where ‘‘sickness and sorrow, pain and death are felt and feared no more.” 


At 8p, m. of Nov. 6th, his head supported in the arms of his devoted and 
and loving wife, and surrounded by friends, this earnest christian minister, and 
pure, noble man, without a struggle, ceased to breathe, and was not, for God 


took him.

REV. CHARLES H. LAWTON. 


Rev. Charles H. Lawton was born in Ohio,'September, 1825, and died in Santa 
Paula, Ventura county, Cal.. Sept. 5th, 1883, aged 58 years. He was converted 
and joined the Methodist Episcopal Church when he was thirteen years of age. 
He was very soon impressed with the duty of preaching the Gospel; and at the 
age of twenty, entered the Ohio Conference and was a member of that body for 
five years before the division which made the Cincinnati Conference, where he 
labored successfully for six years. Like many other young men of that day, he felt 
the importance of pressing to the front, and was transferred to the Upper lowa 
Conference, where he labored for three years, and then came to California, 
where he continued to preach glad tidings of great joy to perishing men, as a 
member of the California Conference for ten years. He then returned to the 
Cincinnati Conference, and labored in the field of his early ministry until the 
year 1880, when he was again transferred to the Pacific coast, and made a mem- 
ber of the Southern California Conference, where for the last three years of his 
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life he has been most successful in strengthening the work of the Master in all 
departments. He was a Methodist preacher who took a delight in keeping the 
rules of the Church, who loved her doctrines, and had a deep and rich experience 
of the power of Christ. He was a striking example of aman filled with the mind 
of Christ, He sought to do just such work as he felt would have been his Mas- 
ter’s own choice, could he have heard his voice directing him every day. 


Men in every station of life, of every nationality, of every creed and of no 
creed—indeed, all have heard his earnest words and received help from his kind 
and generous hand. Particularly did he seek out the humble and the neglected, 
and visit and encourage the poor. The writer had the pleasure of spending a 
few days in Brother Lawton’s company but a few months before his death, and 
it was indeed arare pleasure. He proved conclusively that divine grace can so 
purify the human soul that every word may be spoken in love—not one harsh 
word, or even of the nature of a complaint, not one criticism of the brethren, 
lay or ministerial, but which was so seasoned by love as to be a rich example of 
that charity which ‘‘thinketh no evil.’’ His last two years of labor were filled 
with the most incessant toil, yet like many of our noblest men, he seemed to be 
particularly blest with the counsel and guidance of the Holy Spirit in his last 
years of work, and two new churches on the Santa Paula circuit are pointing 
their spires heavenward as monuments of his labors. 


He leaves a wife and one daughter, Mrs. Durbin, who together feel the depths 
of this sad bereavement, for Brother Lawton was a model husband and father ; 
yet these are comforted by the blessed assurance that Christ gave the victory over 
death and the grave. His wife is the daughter of Brother and Sister McCullough, 
who both recently departed this life, in Denver, Colorado, and a niece of Bishop. 
Simpson. 


Bro. Lawton served the following charges: In the Cincinnati Conference, 
Amesville, Cincinnati and Hamar, Greenfield, Mt. Auburn, Walnut Hills, Wil- 
mington and Harrison; in the Upper Iowa Conference, Comanche, Fort Dodge 
and Solon; in the California Conference, Santa Cruz, Ione City, Folsom, San Jose 
and San Francisco; in the Cincinnati Conference, Port Union, Middletown, New 
Carlisle, Camp Dennison, New Jasper, Union and Goshen, and in Southern Cali- 
fornia, Riverside and Santa Paula. 


He was ordained Deacon by Bishop Hamline in 1848, and Elder by Bishop 
Morris in 1850. 


A good man, a faithful minister and successful preacher has gone to his 
reward. 


NO. 13 ON PUBLISHING INTERESTS. 


Your Committee on our Publishing Interests beg leave to submit the fol- 
lowing report : 


The exhibit of our Book Concern shows that the publishing interests of the 
Church are in a healthy, prosperous condition. We are highly gratified to learn 
that eur Book Depository, located at San Francisco, is on a sound financial basis; 
that its business is rapidly increasing under the wise and efficient management 
of Rey. J. B. Hill, and that the C. 0. Advocate is now self-supporting. 


_ An earnest, determined effort should be made to greatly increase the circula- 
tion of our literature. A thorough canvass of our charges should be commenced 
at once, and at least one of our papers be placed in each family, if possible. The 
(. C. Advocate should have the precedence. 


Our people should also be supplied with the books of our press. It is alam™~ 
entable fact that in many of our households there is not even the beginning of a 
Christian library. In consequence of this want of religious reading our people 
are living in shameful ignorance of the doctrines, institution, government, work 
and history of the Church, her great and good men and women, and are without 
a most important means of spiritual life and growth, as well as intellectual cul- 
ture. The evils of this are innumerable and great. We should at once remedy 
these, by getting into the homes of the Church all of our books that we can. 
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We should regard it as our imperative duty to do what we can to make our peo- 
plea reading, intelligent people. And in order todo this, as ministers, we should 
be examples, We should liberally supply ourselves with the papers and period- 
icals of the Church. Itis not enough that we take the (. ('. Advocate; we should 
have one or more of our great Eastern papers. One has well said: No minister 
is fit to be made a P. E. who does not take the Christian Advocate. So say we ; 
and the pastor who does not weekly read at least one of our leading papers, is 
p orly prepared to lead and instruct his flock. 


_ The Quarterly Review should be read by every preacher. Not one should be 
without it. Andin the matter of buying and reading our books we should go 
before our people. We should aim to make ourselves as intelligent and thor- 
oughly educated, as well as deeply pious, a ministry as possible. Thus will we 
be true examples to our churches, and with them build up our great publishing 
interests aud entire Zion. 


A word in regard to our Sunday School publications. Let our Sunday Schools 
be furnished well with our own supplies, and let none others supplant them. 
Let our libraries be filled with books from the shelves of our Book Concerns and 
Depositories. Therefore. be it 


Resolved, That we will circulate as widely as possible all the publications of 
our Church, 


Last, but not least, we recommend that our Delegates to General Conference 
urge the re-election of Rey. B. F. Crary. D. D., to be editor of the California

NO. 14. EDUCATIONAL REPOR’. 


Tt is with sense of profound gratitude to Almighty God that we turn your 
thoughts to the e lucitional work of the University of Southern California. 


The last year has been one of widening and deepening interest throughout 
the whole bounds of our Conference. The regular attendance has increased 
nearly one hundred per cent. We believe the highest success of this Conference 
depends on the success of this educational enterprise. We therefore solicit a 
warm and an abiding place in your affections and prayers. It should infuse new 
courage into our anxious hearts, when we remember that nearly forty students 
have been converted to God, This we interpret as the seal of Meaven, and we 
know therefore from this baptism of the Holy Ghost that God is pleased with 
this young, growing, hopeful Institution. This year we are to make extraordi- 
nary efforts along the line of this work. ' 


In obedience to the suggestions of the General Conference in regard to the 
CENTENNIAL OF MrTHODISM, we would make the following recommendations : 


ist. That we most heartily endorse the proposition from the Board of Direc- 
tors to make an earnest effort to raise at least $25,000 (or an average of $10 per 
member) for the erection of a new college building. 


2p. Sincea place has been suggested for the organization of certain Liter- 
ary Societies to aid in thisgeneral work of Education, we recommend the adop- 
tion of the plan set forth in our book of Discipline for the organization of Lyce- 
ums, with such modification as may be thought necessary by the pastor and col- 
lege agent to conserve the immediate interests of the Centennial Building Fund. 


3p. Since the Board of Directors have recommended the appointment of 
Rey. A. M. Hough College Agent, we therefore most heartily and sincerely pledge 
him our co-operation ; we will open our churches to him; we will send him the 
mames of those we think likely to give to this Centennial Fund; we will assist 
him in the organization of these Lyceums; we will help in the places of public 
meetings. 
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47H. We recommend that each preacher in charge hold at least four educa- 
tional meetings during the year, and, if practical, once a month. On these occa- 
sions he is urged to avail himself of the assistance of the President or College 
Agent, or some person conversant with the University work. 


5rH. It is further recommended that these meetings, whenever practical, be 
held on the occasion of the Quarterly meetings. 


6rH. We would recommend the readoption of last year’s resolutions in re- 
gard to the Visiting Committee : 


‘‘That the name standing first on the list shall be considered Chairman 
of the Committee. In order that the work of this Visiting Committee to the 
University may have the greatest efficiency possible, we recommend that the 
Conference give the following instructions for their guidance: They shall, if 
practicable, visit the University once each term, and at least on the Anniversary 
occasions ; seek an intimate acquaintance with the educational disciplinary, 
financial and religious workings of the Institution; attend such meetings of the 
Board of Directors as shall be held at Commencement time: observe and study 
all the educational interests of the Conference, as related to the success of the 
University ; and make the following Annual reports: aA. To the Students, Fac- 
ulty and assembled friends, at such convenient and appropriate time as can be 
arranged with the President. 8. To the Board of Directors at their last annual 
meeting at the University. co. To the Uhristian Advocate, published at New 
York, and the California Christian Advocate. Dp. To the Conference. 


“Tf any member of the Committee finds it impracticable for him.to serve, 
he shall at once notify the Chairman, whose duty it shall be to supply his place 
by the appointment of another member of the Conference, who shall hold office 
until the next election.’’

NO. 15, REPORT OF BOARD OF DIRECTORS. 


To THE PRESIDING BisHop AND MmMBERS OF SOUTHERN CALIFORNIA CONFERENCE : 


Dear Fathers and Brethren: —We beg leave to present herewith the annual 
report of the Board of Directors of the University of Southern California. 
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We have endeavored to discharge the duties of our position in the fear of 
God, with zeal for the cause of higher Christian education, and with especial 
love for our young University. We have brought to this work all the resources 
we could control. We have given it our thought, our time, our prayers. We 
have held eighteen meetings during the year, and have done a proportionate 
amount of Committee work. We have endeavored to assist the Faculty; to provide 
money; to awaken enthusiasm ; to create favorable sentiment ; to shape the Uni- 
versity career; to guard its relations to the Conference and to other educational 
influences; to plan for its future. You will bear with us while we thus com- 
mend ourselves, for we wish it not to be thought that we have felt our respon- 
sibilities lightly, or met them triflingly. 


We recognize, with devout gratitude, the Divine mercy which has prospered 
the school even beyond our expectations; a prosperity attended with great effort, 
on the part of the Faculty and friends, and a prosperity, in spite of serious and 
constantly felt financial weakness, yet real, fruitful, permanent. Our relations 
with the Faculty have been harmonious and pleasant. They have been abundant 
in labors, and success has attended them. We mention but a few items of their 
reports, to us. There has been in attendance during the year, in all departments, 
212 students, in the government and instruction of whom all the teachers have 
given universal satisfaction. Under our contract with the Brothers Bovard they 
take the income of the school and bear its expenses. hey report receipts of 
$4,381.45. After paying the other teachers, advertising, fuel, and many inci- 
dental expenses, the balance left them as a financial return for their responsible 
and arduous labors has been about $1,300—an amount sosmall that we aresorry 
to mention it as the salary of two of our most useful brethren. 


We would that our resources were such as would permit our supplementing 
their receipts. 


We think at least that our Conference should, by a liberal collection, take 
part of the burden of the running expenses of the school from their shoulders. 


We congratulate the Conference that these brethren will remain in charge of 
the school during the next year. 


Our relations with the Endowment Trustees have also been pleasant. Their 
report, which will be presented to you in proper form, will show you the con- 
dition of their trust. At their suggestion, our Auditing Committee made a 
careful examination of their books and accounts, and report to us that their books 
are correct, funds safely invested and properly administered. 


We take pleasure in stating that Mr. E. F. Spence has recently endowed a 
scholarship by the gift of $600, thus opening the privileges of the school to some 
worthy student forever. We hope this generous example will soon, and often, 
be imitated by men of means in our community, 


We report, with sadness, the death of one of the Conference visitors, Rey. P. 
Y. Cool. who died at his home, near the University, November 6th, 1882. We 
regret that the instructions of the Conference to the Visiting Committee were 
not complied with, as no report from that committee has reached us. It is im- 
portant that this be attended to hereafter. 


During the year, offers came to us for theendowment of a College of Agricul- 
ture, by the Messrs. Chaffey of Ontario, who proposed donating nearly 400 acres of 
valuable land for this purpose. The deed of trust is somewhat similar to that of 
the University. The funds of the College are entirely separate from those of the 
University, while the management of the educational department is under a 
Board of Regents. the majority of whom are Directors of the University, and the 
President of the University is also President de facto of the College. We freely 
discussed the terms of the deed, holding frequent and protracted meetings for 
that purpose, and our final action, as appears from the minutes, was the accept- 
ance of this new trust. 


The College Campus and buildings have been deeded to us by Trustees. 
They are valued at $22,000, and are in good condition. 

We rejoice to report that the present building is entirely inadequate to ac- 
commodate the school as we expect it to be next year. Itis an evidence of our 
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prosperity that in three years we have increased so much that new buildings are 
a necessity, if we meet the promise of future growth and fill the expectations of 
those to whom we look for patronage. 


We have decided that a large, commodious and permanent building should 
be erected at the earliest possible date. There is need of it; we believe it possi- 
ble to erect it; we must erect it soon. 


At least $22,000 should be provided for by the Conference for this purpose. 
The time seems propitious. Our Centennial year is upon us; it is a Most appro- 
priate time for making notable commemorative gifts; the cause fitting, beneticent. 
glorious, and the Church shouid honor God and herself by a monument of her 
love for the cause of higher Christian education. We have endeavored to mature 
plans for your consideration, looking to the attainment of this object. These 
will be presented to you at the proper time. 


Our Treasurer reported, June 18th, 1883, that his total receipts had been 
$432, of which only $375 represents the cash income from the Endowment Fund.

NO. 18..ANNUAL ADDRESS OF SOUTHERN CALIFORNIA CONFERENCE. 
To rot Members or tHe M. E. Cuurcu wirHin its BorpErs: 


Dearly Beloved :—It is again our pleasure to address you, in words of fra- 
ternal greeting and pastoral counsel. 


In so doing receive not our words as merely a part of our formal proceedings, 
but as growing out of a sincere desire for your spiritual welfare. Our pastoral 
relation to you isimportant and sacred, and is yearly strengthened by personal 
contactand friendship. In all your pleasures and sorrows we participate; our lives 
are spent in your service; ‘‘ ye are our glory and joy.’’ It is our firstduty to con- 
gratulate you on the excellent reports of the Presiding Elders of the different Dis- 
tricts of our Conference. They bring to us the cheering intelligence of the relig- 
ious growth of our body and valuable acquisitions to your numbers. The report 
of revivals of religion in different charges in our Conference field has gladdened 
our hearts. In those hallowed labors, which have resulted in the conversion of 
souls, vou have largely shared, and as in the joy ofa rich harvest you have par- 
ticipated with us, your pastors, so with us unite in giving the glory unto God 
our Savior, to whom only belongeth glory and praise. Tne success resulting from 
our united efforts should -trengthen our conviction that we need not depart from 
the methods of work long familiar to Methodism. Personal invitation to the 
sanctuary, animated singing, fervent prayer, faithful and pointed presentation 
of the great truths of the Gospel, personal and cheerful testimony to the good- 
ness and grace of God: these accompanied by the power of the Holy Spirit now, 
as in days long past, are powerful agencies for good. Ever remember that the 
universal offer of a free salvation through faith in the blood of, Jesus Christ has 
its ancient mighty power, and it is the duty of the members, as well as the min- 
istry to ery, ‘‘ Behold the Lamb!’’ Your pastors observe, with great rejoicing, 
the increase of numbers and interest in the Sabbath Schools. As in these nur- 
series of the Church the souls of the children may be well cared for, we urge the 
presence and co-operation of the parents and older members of our families, that 
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there may be no lack of suitable instructors. We commend, in all our schools, 
the use of those important helps to the study of the Scriptures which have been 
so generously provided by our own Church; and for our libraries only such books 
as your pastors can approve, that thereby the youth of our families may enjoy 
the blessings of a pure hterature. That, as Methodists, you may manifest an in- 
telligent piety, and may understand the work and needs of our Church, we are 
impressed that in each Methodist home should be found a copy of some religious 
‘paper, and recommend the California Christian Advoc ite, so ably edited by Rev. 
B. F. Crary, D. D., as admirably adapted to the wants of our families on the Pa- 
cific coast. In too many instances our peop e are utterly ignorant of what is go- 
ing on in the Church of their choice, and of necessity must remain so until our 
Conference organ shall make its weekly visit. 


We conzratulate the members of our societies on the payment of many 
church debts, the erection of new churches and parsonages, and important 
improvements in church property. It is a liberal piety which provides com- 
fortable parsonages in which the pastors may dwell, and convenient churches 
in which the people may enjoy the exalted privilege of Divine Worship. We urge 
‘upon you continued liberality that our work may be in no way hampered for 
want of means. Beyond the bounds of our own Conference we have a work to 
perform; “ The field is the world.’’ Let us anticipate the day when we shall 
meet the untaught multitudes of the heathen world before the great white throne. 
Remember the inexhaustible claims of our dear Redeemer, and that, in giving up 
our account to Him, it will not be a matter of regret that we made some sacri- 
fices that the knowledge of Christ crucified might be extended in the earth. 


We call attention to the work of our Society, in providing suitable education 
for our Methodist families. Any well considered attempt to supply this want 
should be heartily welcomed by our people. Tue Univyrersiry or SouTHERN CAL- 
IFORNIA, under the fostering care of our Annual Conference, is now well-estab- 
lished in Los Angeles, and its doors are open for the reception of students. This 
Institution claims your patronage and support. It is most pleasantly situated, 
in a most delightful climate ; every comfort has been provided for your sons and 
yonr daughters ; an efficient corps of teachers, under the direction of President 
M. M. Bovard, M. A., are prepared to give careful attention to primary and su- 
perior education. We have been pained to find that the children of some of our 
people have been deliberately placed under influences unfriendly, not only to 
Methodism, but to all vital godliness. Such mistakes cannot but prove disas- 
trous. Let us be loyal to our institutions of learning, these great sources of in- 
tellectual and moral strength. Permit us to call attention to the importance of 
family religion. In these days of restless activity, great dangers threaten family 
devotion. Many of us in looking back to our youth remember the unbroken reg- 
ularity, the tranquil order, the simple but fervent prayer, and the conscious bles- 
sing which characterized family devotion in the earlier days of Methodism. Let 
us sce to it, brethren, that these things are more than hallowed memories; main- 
tain them as living realities in the present. The promise is ‘‘unto you and your 
children ;’’ dedicate them to the Lord in Baptism, and bear them to Him daily at 
the Throne of Grace. In conclusion, be reminded that the religious difficulties of 
these days need cause the Church no anxiety or fear. There is nothing in opposi- 
tion to our holy religion which is newin principle; nothing which the Church of 
God has not successfully met. Arrogant formalism and elaborate ceremonialism 
—the leaven of the Pharisees; cold intellectual or scientific unbelief—the leaven 
of the Sadducees—these things are not new in principle, however they may vary 
in detail of manifestation. The enemies of the Cross have been overcome again 
and again ; let the victories of the past nerve you to renewed effort. ‘‘Gird your- 
self for the conflict.”’ ‘Quit you like men; be strong.’’ We ask you to “‘ pray 
forus.’’ The demandsupon the ministry multiply. Our life is not one of leisure, 
but of strained activity. Hold up our hands by continual prayer, that we may 
enjoy those blessings which we, as your pastors, long to dispense to the flock. 
Finally, brethren, farewell. ‘The Lord God of your fathers make you a thous- 
andfold more than you are and bless you as He hath promised you.”

NO. 20. COMMITTEE ON MISSIONARY CAUSE. 


Your committee, to whom was referred the cause of missions, would present 
the following report: 


The command of our Savior to disciple all nations, clearly indicates the mind 
of the Lord relative to the cause of missions. In fact, it is but another name for 
the cause of Christ, for they are synonymous. God has clearly indicated in His 
blessed word, the course to be pursued by His Church in lifting up the world tu 
Himself. And in no period of the history of our race has such an interest been 
awakened in this great work, as at the present time. There seems to be but one 
embarrassment in meeting the requirements of our Lord, as enunciated in the 
great commission. The field is white for the harvest, and laborers, consecrated 
to God, are ready to give themselves up to be used as the Church may direct. 
But in this material world, the cause of missions, as well as all other enterprises. 
requires gold and silver forits planting and support. Our domestic missions, 
at the present time, are demanding more than ordinary interest and attention. 
‘This field, within the bounds of our own Conference, has claims upon our Chureh 
greater than in any period of the past. As a country, we are passing through 
our formative state. We seem to be taking upon ourselves a more permanent 
character. The enemies of the cause of Christ are working hard to counteract 
the teachings of the Christian religion, and by breaking down the sanctity of the 
holy Sabbath, and the manufacture and sale of intoxicating liquors, are pauper- 
izing our citizens, and leading the youth of our fair land. as far as possible, in 
the way to death and hell. We need more funds to support the Gospel in sparsely 
settled communities, and in all our towns and cities. Our German work also is 
in great need of increased appropriations, to meet the growing demands of the 
times. We believe that liberal appropriations, at this jancture, are imperatively 
demanded, and that no portion of our domestic field will return larger dividends 
in the near future to the parent society, in proportion to its population, than this. 


Resolved, Therefore, that we respectfully request those having charge of this 
great interest, to secure as large an appropriation for this Conference as the 
funds at their disposal wi!l warrant.

Wuerreas, It would remove the constitutional aid we now have in removing 
an unacceptable pastor, causing strife and estrangement in such a case; and 


WueExras, itis safe to Jet well enough alone; therefore, 


Resolved, That we, the Lay Delegates of the Southern California Conference 
in its Lay Electoral College assembled, are opposed to any extension of the pres- 
ent time limit of the pastorate, and that we hereby instruct our Lay Delegate to 
the General Conference to so vote. 


Resolved, That we hereby instruct our Delegate to the General Conference, 
to vote for the re-election and appointment of Rey. Dr. Crary to the editorship 
of the California Christian Advocate.

F. D. Bovard presented the following resolutions on the subject of 
Christian Perfection adopted by the California Conference, ant 
moved their adoption as the expression of our sentiments on tle 
subject of promoting the teaching and experience of holiness. 


Pending the discussion of the resolutions the time was extended. 


After an extended discussion the previous question was called for, 
and on vote the resolutions were adopted as follows : 


CHRISTIAN PERFECTION. 


The committee to whom was referred the subject of “Christian 
Perfection and the Best Methods of Promoting [t” respectfully re- 
port that they have no doubt of the fidelity of our ministers an? 
people to the traditional and constant teaching of our fathers, and 
the doctrinal statements of our standards in theology in reference 
to the subject of “Christian Perfection.” We agree with the lat: 
General Conference, that there is no reason for any restatement of 
our v.ews on this subject. Wesley, Fletcher and Richard Watson 
are accepted authorities, and we commend them to our people, and 
believe that the general circulation of Wesley’s “Plain Account of 
Christrai Perfection” would correct crude and misleading views cf 
this question. We are persuaded that our people would gladly ac- 
cept the instructions of their pastors on this subject, and that they 
ought to be the leaders of the people into all the heights and depths 
of Christian experience. We cannot take any lower ground than 
that stn in believers may be and ought to bs, extirpated by 
trod, the Spirit, through faithin our Lord Jesus Christ. 


“The end of the commandment is love out of a pure heart and 
a good conscience, and of faith unfeigned.” Perfect love which 
casts out fear, is not a mocking dream, nor do our doctrines ant 
Discipline tantalize us with a baseless hope. Perfect love is a 
privilege and grace attainable by faith, and our pastors should be 
examples and teachers in this as in all things. 


Your committee have seen with great concern the evil effects of 
the unauthorized organization of so-called “Union Holiness Bands,” 
under the leadership of persons who are irresponsible, insubordinate, 
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erratic and fanatical, who reject the advice and control of pastors 
and official Boards, and set themselves forth as the special exponents 
and exemplars of holiness. The inevitable tendency of these or 
ganizations is toward dissension and schism; ,80 much so that the 
National Holiness Association has severed all connection with these 
“Union Holiness Bands,” and affirmed its determination to receive 
only Methodists into its fellowship and advised the members of 
other denominations to remain in steadfast union with their own 
churches. A few of our people, whose  conscientiousness 
we cannot doubt have been drawn into these “Union 
Holiness Bands” and are exhausiiag their energies and re- 
sources in work alien to our own institutions and agencies. There- 
fore, 

fesolved, That we approve the resolotion of the National Holi- 
ness Association to confine its work, methods and membership to 
the Church of its own choice, and to act in harmony with pastors 
and churches; aad we agree with it in strongly deprecating the or- 
ganization of unnecessary, injurions and schismatie bodies, under 
pretense of promoting holiness; and we most affectionately urge 
the members of our churches not to involve themselves in any way 
with these extraneous and irregular bodies, nor become financially 
responsible for their enterprises, but to continue in the fellowship 
of their own brethren and under the godly supervision of their own 
Pastors. 

Resolved, That it is undignified and unministerial, and contrary to 
our Discipline and to our obligations as pastors, to resign our fune- 
tions into the hands of any other persons, or to permit wy one to 
sow dissension in our churches, or to assume sole control of revival 
or other services without our immediate and constant presence and 
consent, and we advise our ministers and official boards to refuse the 
use of our churches to any parties whatever who propose to organ- 
ize any society or band within the bounds of any of our charges. 

Resolved, That the best methods of promoting Christian perfec- 
tion are the careful and prayerful study of the holy Bible, the read- 
ing of the biographies of our people, who have lived and died in 
the Lord, the faithful preaching of and witnessing to “the trath, 
the whole truth and nothing but the truth,’ the constant attend- 
ance unon all the means of grace. the hearty support of our own 
benev lent and educational institutions, meditation upon God’s 
promises, secret prayer, direct seeking for perfect love with implicit 
trust in God, and instant and constant belief that the blood of Jesus 
Christ cleanseth from all sin. 
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The following resolutions were adopted : 


Resolved, That our presiding bishop be requested to appoint a 
member of this Conference to deliver a sermon on Ministerial Edu-

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REPORT NO. 4: 
REPORT OF VISALIA DISTRICT. 


We have had more than our usual success this year in the Visalia 

District. The preachers went to their work and began well, two, 
however, did not continue all the year, and one of these only 
about two months. I mean F. M. Pickles who was sent to Merced. 
We supplied lis place by employing A. M. Gill, who came to us 
from the M. E. Church South. He is a faithful minister, and our 
work in Merced Charge is in a much better condition than it was 
when he took charge. 
_ The other preacher who did not work out the year was G. W. 
Story, who was sent to Tulare Charge. He did wel) for about five 
months, becoming restless, we could hold him there no longer. He 
left to try his hand as a revivalist. We supplied his place by em- 
ploying Clark Smith, a local preacher, who has about held the work 
as Bro. Story left it. We have a debt on the Church property of 
nearly $1,300.00 which perhaps might have been cancelled had Bro. 
Story remained, otherwise th2 charge is doing well. Our congrega- 
tion is larger here than in any other place in the District. The 
prayer and class meetings are well attended,and the Sabbath School 
is in a healthy condition. The town numbers about 1,500, and it 
surrounding country, are improving substantially. We have need 
of a strong, safe preacher this year for Tulare City. 

Plano Charge has made no advance this year, rather the reverse. 
Our preacher, J. W. Leach has been sick, in consequence of which 
he moved his family to Tulare. Recovering his health somewhat 
he has supplied the work from there undera disadvantage. Several 
of his inembers have also moved away and some have died, for Pla- 
no is a sickly place. We wish this year to connect it with two new 
towns springing up onthe R.R., Tipton and Alila. Bakersfield 
and Tehachapi Charge has been worked for three years by J. S. 
Kline, and is now much more desirable than when he went there. 
The Church and parsonage property has been much improved and 
the church thoroughly refitted, and no Church debt left. Bro. 
Kine also seems to bave improved in the climate. e might re- 
port largely upon the improvement of the country about Bakers- 
field, and althouch principally made by a few rich men, yet they 
must necessarily employ many to do this work and these many 
must have the Gospel. * e need a first class man in this Charge. 

Kernville Charge has been well worked this year by C. 7. Stow- 
ell but, small as it was when the year commenced, it is now smaller ; 
because of the mines failing, and the people moving away. Teha- 
chapi should be added to it. Central point is a circuit situated 
mostly in Merced county west of Merced City. This Charge prom- 
ises well, nnd has been well cared for the past year by J. B. Callo- 
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way. He has added considerable to the membership. The mate- 
rial already gathered upon this circuit, is a reliable nucleus vpon 
which to build an important Charge, A parsonage to cost $750.00 
is about to be built. That done, the propriety of building achurch 
will soon be considered. 

Selma.isa-cireuit on the R.R. between Fresno and Tulare, 
which is growing in importance. In Selma we worship in the C. 
P. church, but will soon have a church of our own. //e have @ 
good membership on this circuit and the population is increasing 
by emigration. Martin Miller commenced our work some three 
years since and has been the onlv pastor on the work, and accord- 
ing to discipline cannot be returned, although he was a local 
preacher employed the first year of his service on that charge. 

Visalia under the labors of J. A. McMillan for two years has taken 
anew start. The debt which was really crushing. us has been re- 
moved from the Chureh property, all but $250.00 loaned by the 
Church Extension Society. Our numbers bave been considerably 
added to, and the spirituality very much improved. The Sabbath 
School is doing much better than for several years. The congrega- 
tions are still small, but gaining steadily. 

Hanford charge is in a healthy condition. Under the labors of 
O. S. Frambes, the membership has been much enlarged, the spirit- 
vality increased, the Sabbath School well cared for, and the con- 
gregation much improved and much more faithful pastoral work 
done, than is common for pastoral charges to receive. 

Grangeville charge is really ina flourishing condition every way 
and there has been during a good portion of the year a constant 
revival spirit. The pastor, John McKelvey is much beloved, and 
all wish his return. 

Fresno charge, under the labors of S.J. Kahler, has done well. 
A beautiful church has been completed and dedicated during the 
vear, and the finances well managed. Fresno is nearthe centre of 
the district and is the most flourishing town in the valley, and 
from the remarkable growth of the town and county must soon 
take rank with the larger towns of the State. The return of the 
pastor is desired and expected. 

We are sorry that our Bishop has not been able to travel through 
our large and beautiful valley and to know for himself how impor- 
tant it is to supply the charges in this field with good and_ strong 
men, and especially, as our four years are up, to select a proper 
man for presiding Elder.

NO. 2. SANTA’ BARBARA DISTRICT. 


This has been a broken year. The winter with its floods—and 
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absence in Minnesota from May Ist to July 21st, deprived the district 
of the presence and Superintendence of the P. E. for three months 
and a half. Mine is a coast district, two hundred and fifty miles in 
length and of an average of twenty miles wide. It consists. of 
twelve (12) appointments, six stations and six circuits. These have 
all enjoyed the labors of pastors during the year except Jolon. The 
appointee to this Charge informed me the second day after the Con- 
ference Session ended, that hecould not serveit. JI have made these 
several attempts, to permanently supply it but failed for reasons con- 
nected with the conditions of roads and want of adequate supplies 
in the charge. Some of the charges have had large prosperity, in 
different departments of the work, and in nearly all of the Charges, 
some improvement is apparent. Santa Barbara may be specially 
mentioned for increase in membership and furnishing written re- 
ports io the Fourth Q. Conference from all the committees and 
officers in the church, Sunday School and Congregation. Paso 
Robles for increase in membership, the formation of several new 
societies, and initiating several new enterprises to be completed in 
the near future. At the end of another year this extensive circuit 
will be divided. Goleta, San Buenaventura, Ballards and San Luis 
have had more or less revivals. At Arroyo Grande, additions have 
been made by families coming into the valley and otherwise, until 
Bro. Leech, the pastor of Santa Maria Charge, embracing this point, 
thought best, in deference to the wishes of the brethren, to take our 
interests out of the Cumberland Presbyterian Church, where they 
had been housed for some time, and set up for themselves in a Hall 
in the place, and also to organize a Sabbath School of our own, 
which has already reached seventy (70) in number and the end is 
not yet. The moyement is a success. They ask for a pastor for 
themselves this year. San Luis Obispo, has been supplied by Rev. 
H. H. Hall, of the Michigan Conference. The church is decidedly 
improved in its appearance, by a good coat of paint. Also the par- 
sonage has been enlarged and improved, and the interests of the 
church are decidedly healthy under this brother’s labors. 

Gonzales and Soledad have been supplied by D. B. Wright, for- 
merly missionary at Prescott, Arizona. To have sent this brother 
with a wife and 6 or 7 children to a charge at that time, but indiffer- 
ently organized, with not a dozen members, all told, without church 
or parsonage, or experience or resources—a move of over 400 miles, 
it seems to me was a great mistake to say the least. But Bro. 
Wright helped andencouraged by friends, went to his appoint- 
ments and found matters as outlined above. Mothing daunted, he 
struck the first blow for a parsorage—a home for his family. His 
efforts were seconded by the people and he soon had a parsonage 
enclosed and his family sheltered for the time being. The building 
has been further improved and inside of another month or by the 
beginnin+t of the coming Conference vear, will be finished for occu- 
paney by theincumbent of that Charge for the year to follow this 
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Be cogret to say that afver all these sacrifices and hard- 
ships by Br. Winioht and his family, and the efforts of the people, 
the charge has nos been increased in its membership, or materially 
strengthened. Cambria is an old, but feeble Charge. Moro is its 
best point. Last year under Br. Wenk’s labors, a subscription of 
some $1,200.00 was raised to build a church at this point but by 
change of pastors and the removal of one or two of their best fam- 
ilies, the’ enterprise has fallen through, at least forthe present. At 
the first quarterly meeting, by a great effort the Charge had paid 
their pastor up and some more, but the effort was made by force of 
circumstances, and the reaction was correspondingly great, and 
from that time to the close of the year they have been (the Moro 
society) a discouraged people. I think, however, a good old-time 
revival wo ild solve this problem, and place this apparently defunct 
enterprise on its feet. Lompoc is holding its own, and is lcoking 
towaids the enlargement and completion of its ehurech. Bro. 
Woodeock closes his second year with this people. It is a strong 
temperance colony and quite an unhealthy place for liquor venders. 
Ballardsis a weak and new appointment, A beginning was quite 
hopeful, since revival in connection with che first quarterly meeting. 
There was considerable talk of church building, providing it was 
not a “dry year. I think the year is not regarded as a dry one, 
and yet the church enterprise, is for the. present suspended. Rea- 
sons given are: crops not quite what was expected, and prices rain- 
ously low. These are facts, and facts are stubbura things. The 
country embraced in this Charge is beautiful, and in the near fu- 
ture will b+ hopeful. Bro. Thomas has been its pastor for the year 
now ending. San Buenaventura has reseated aad improved its 
church. moved and enlarged its parsonage, paid its debt on its 
beau:tful and capacious grounds, dedicated ats church free of debt, 
and now shows an inviting field to the pastorate for the year to 
ecme. . Much credit isdue. to Bro. White, the pastor, for his energy 
and perseverance in this enterprise. Ventura Circuit has com- 
pleted and dedicated a beautiful chureh at Hueneme, commenced 
under the pastorate of the late Ben. Charles Lawton. This is a 
beautiful conreh, was built under the direction of Hon. Thomas 
Bard, whose estimable wife and himself, (neither of them members 
of our Church) have paid by agreement two thirds of the cost of 
the building, and also procured the donation of the lots. This 
church was dedicated by the writer, assisted by Bros. Knighten, 
Kline, Bowers and others, free from debt. This circuit has now two 
fine churches, both built within the past two years. The circuit 
will be divided this year, as it is divided by the Santa Clara River, 
and give Santa Paula and Hueneme, each sufficient territory to con- 
stitute goodcharges, Bro. W. F. Wenk has been the pas:or of all 
this territory the past year, 

Goleta last, thcugh not least, is a well organized, pleasant charge. 
Masimproved much every way this year,—providing for a camp- 
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meeting within her bounds, from which we have freshly come. 
We can bring a good report, conversion of sinners, sanctification of 
believers and general quickening of the church. We have given 
considerable attention to the titles, by which church property is 
held in the bounds of the district. There have been some revelations 
of interest in this department, instance, one of the older properties 
was found to have been deeded to trustees, and their heirs and 
assigns forever and ever. Brethren should see that the “trust” 
clause is inserted in every deed. of consequence to the Church. 
The benevolences also have received attention in all the charges, 
and think the receipts will exceed last year. Most of the pastors 
have been quite well supported, though not all. Systematic finan- 
ciering ‘aust be introduced into all our charges before victory is 
achieved in this direction. Spasmodic efforts in raising pastors’ 
salary, may answer in an emergency, but it should not be the order 
of doing this kind of work. We urge the “envelope system,” as best, 
and first of all plans, and the subscription plan, with quarterly pay- 
ments as the next best. We have passed a pleasant year with 
preachers and people. We have found a hearty Methodist welcome 
everywhere. The preachers and their families have shared fair 
health through the vear. The only exception, the mother-in-law 
ot Bro. Gregory, living in his family, who sickened and died, at a 
ripe age in the early part of the year. She died well trusting in God. 
Spiritually the charges generally stand well. Loyalty to the 
Church, is marked, throughout Santa Barbara district. We have 
demonstrated the inherent doctrine in ourcreed, that there is room 
for the Wesleyan and Bible doctrine of Holiness in the Methodist 
Episcopal Church. D. Coss, P. E. 


NO. 3. LOS AMGELES DISTRICT. 


Tae Methodist Episcopal Church in this District has,during the 
year closing, regularly employed twenty-five preachers, besides 
those engaged in the educational work. Of these, six have been 
supplies, three working without compensation. At least seven 
others have rendered valuable assistance by preaching as occasion 
has offered. Every preacher has attended faithfully to his work 
during the entire year, excepting one, and he left for good reasons, 
and his place was immediately filled. 


_ There has been no death in any preacher’s family, and no serious 
sickness. Of the twenty-five preachers, twenty have families. 


It is a peculiar fact that allthese ministers are closing their first 
year in their present appointments, with the exception of two who 
had worked a fraction of ayearin their present places before last 
conference. There are conditions in our work which make frequent 
changes in the pastorate more unaveidable than in older fields, and 
that without special discredit to preachers or churches. This rest- 
lessness should, however, be discouraged in order that ministers and 
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people may get the greatest benefit from a well-use system.  In- 
deed, I cannot speak otherwise than in very high terms of the 
good behavior of preachers and churches. There has not been a 
church scandal or trial among us, no dissension worthy of notice; 
no serious jar in any Quarterly Conference. Thisis not accounted 
for by looseness of discipline, but by the prevailing good deportment 
of our people. A specially excellent spirit of harmony and _ brother- 
hood has prevailed among the preachers, and my relations to them 
have been without exception, of the most pleasant character. 

In the matter of ministerial support, while every preacher has 
deserved more than he has received, the churches as a whole have 
dong nobly. Not counting three supplies who have not expected 
any support, the remaining twenty-two have received an average 
salary of $827. This ealeulation includes missionary assistance, 
($1.000, on the entire Disfrict)'and the rental value of parsonazes. 
There has beea raised for the Bishops $119, and for conference 
claimants $220. The total deficiency in the entire District for 
preachers, presiding elder, bishops, and conference claimants, is 
only $1,241, and the total amount raised for their sspport is $18,543, 
—a result for which we have reason to be exceedingly thankful. 

The District has twelve parsonages. Thirteen preachers have 
been obliged to provide their own homes, and one has built his 
house with his own hands. Only one parsonage has been built this 
year,—that at Pomona, at a cost’ of $650. Improvements have 
been: made on nearly all the parsonages. 

We have twenty-four church edifices. Their estimated value, in- 
cluding furnishings and lands, is $98,800. Eight have been dedi- 
‘cated this year, as follows: 

‘Pomona, Grace, San Fernando, University, Cueamonga, Newport, 
Riverdale, and Proyvidencia. 

The Pomona Church was completed before last conference session. 
Grace Church and that at San Fernando were in course of con- 
struction. aud the corner-stone of the University Church was laid 
at that time. .One other church has been built this year, but re- 
mains to be dedicated, that at Boyle Heights. It is completed, and 
services have been held in it for several weeks. Not counting the 
church at Pomona or Grace Church, Los Angeles, both of which 
were reported in the last Minutes, the following approximate addi- 
tions to the church property of the District will appear in our 
statistics this year:

Seven churches, total value: $24,400. Besides these, the 
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church at Santa Moncia has been moved to a more desirable loca- 
tion, new lots purchased and the old ones sold, the church enlarged, 
improved, painted, reseated, and furnish with a bell and organ, at 
a net cost of $1,350, so that now we have a very neat and appropriate 
church at this much frequented watering place. The church at 
Pasadena has been moved to a central place, the old lot sold and a 
-new one purchased. The church at San Gabriel has been decorated 
and improved; the church at San Diego has been repainted, and 
the one at Santa Ana has been provided with new furnishings. At 
San Bernardino, a corner lot in the centre of the city has been pur- 
chased for church and parsonage purposes, at a cost of $1,000, and 
Dr. J. C. Peacock has donated to the church a piece of land worth 
$200. Valuable improvements have also been made on the 
Asbury Church. 

The total value of the additions to the church property of the 
District this year is about $30,000. One church has been lost, the 
new, undedicated, and uninsured edifice at West Riverside, which 
was burned by an incendiary on the night of the 10th of January 
last, loss $1,500. On the church improvements made this year, very 
little indebtedness has been incurred which is not covered by reli- 
able subscriptions. 

The benevolent collections, present a gratifying increase. The 
District at its meeting last December, fixed upon the following ap- 
portionments as the minimum per member to be raised for benevo- 
lences this year: Missions, 70 cents; Church Extension, 20; Tract 
Society, 2; Sunday School Union, 3; Freedmen,5; Education, 20; 
Total per member, $1.20. These apportionments were based on the 
full members reported in the last Minutes, and called for the aggre- 
gate sum of $1,784. The full amount raised for the above six 
causes is $2,012, or $228 more than the apportionment. Sixty-five 
cents per member was raised for missions, five less than asked for. 
Sixteen for church extensioa, four less than asked for. 

Many special revival efforts have been made, but as usual in this 
country, with more meagre results than might naturally be expect- 
ed. Some conversions have been reported. A general revival spir- 
it with occasional conversions has pervaded the University Church 
and the College, much of the year. There has beena good spirit- 
ual growth in many of the charges. Special holiness meetings 
have been held weekly in Fort Street, Grace, and University 
Churches, and with excellent results. 

‘The District Camp Meeting was held at Long Beach. It lasted 
four days and was a remarkably good meeting. It was character- 
ized by spirituality without fanaticism ; earnestness without contro- 
versv; harmony without dullness; and by a rich, sweet tone of 
holiness. The meeting was brief, and well, though not largely at- 
tended. It was an experiment, but a very gratifying success. So 
ar as known, there were twelve seekers and a very large propor- 
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tion of persons richly blessed. 

The Long Beach Resort Association of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church of Southern California, is a new factor in the life and work 
of our Church in these parts. The proprietors of Long Beach 
have donated to this Association land which at present values is 
worth about $10,000, about four acres of which are to be kept as 
a permanent camp ground, and the proceeds of the sales of the 
other lands to be devoted to its improvement. The object is a 
Christian seaside resort, a combined Chautauqua, health and rest 
resort, and camp-meeting ground. If the opening season and the 
first camp meeting are to be taken asindications of the future, then 
the prospect is very encouraging for a successful Christian resort. 

A wooden pavillion and chapel, not costing Jess than $3,000 is to 
be built before the 1st of December. Land enough has already 
been sold to cover the expense. To meet the needs for this season, 
a large tent, oval in shape, forty by sixty feet, costing $250, was 
procured, This is District property, and can be used anywhere the 
needs of our work may demand. 

Besides the camp-meeting, there have been two general gath- 
erings of the District during the year, one a District Convention 
of preachers and laymen, at Fort Street Church, last December ; 
the other a Preacher’s Meeting at Pomona, in May. Both were of 
great value to the District work. <A District Conference has been 
decided upon, and will be organized within a few weeks. 

The Univeisity has had a very successful year. Last Conference 
participated in the laying of the corner-stone of the University 
Church, now completed, and a thing of beauty and utility, costing 
about $10 000. This conference will join in laying the corner- 
stone of a new University Building, 10 cost when completed, 
about $40,000. As other formal reports in reference to our educa- 
tional interests will come before the conference, no more need be 
added here. 

There is a healthy interest in class meetings. The attendance 
is excellent in some of the churches, and medium in most of the 
others. A few of the churches have as yet failed to establish suc- 
cessful class meetings; but I think inevery church where such a 
meetiug is at all practicable, there are some efforts in that direction. 
In several churches there are children’s classes; some of them very - 
successful. 

There is an increasing interest in the missionary cause, especially 
In missionary organizations and collections in Sunday schools. 
Branches of the Woman’s Foreign Missionary Society have been 
organized in Fort Street Church and at Compton. 

The Sunday schools in the District are in a good condition. I 
think the “Berean Helps” are used in all but two of them. The 
catechism has been introduced into one or two schools, and is also 
used in some other departments in a small number of churches. 
Fort Street Chureh has the only Church Lyceum in the District. 
It is a success. Many of our people and some of our preachers 
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are laboring in Union Sunday schools, which we cannot report in 
our statistics. This is the unavoidable result of using school- 
houses as places of worship. 

We have tried to increase the circulation of the California Chris- 
ttan Advocate. Many copies are taken within the District, but not 
so many as there should be. Some New York Advocates are taken, 
and a sprinkling of the other Advocates. We have published a Dis- 
trict Quarterly during the year, which has been a valuable adjunct to 
our work. The students of the University issue a very neat little 
periodical, called the College Review. 

As we look over the entire work of the Los Angeles District for 
the year, we feel that we have occasion to be joyously thankful for 
what, through the blessing of Jesus our Head, has been accom- 
plished in material and spiritual things in the church; and as we 
look out upon the future, we have inspiring visions of the multitu- 
dinous field and the great work for the Church which God is pre- 
paring in this land of His peculiar favor. 

To-day we are clearing the ground and laying the foundations 
for the beautiful, growing, enduring temple of the future. We 
will not be weary in this well-doing. No difficulty, temptation, or 
sacrifice shall turn us aside from doing this one thing. May we le 
wise, holy, humble, earnest, united, sympathetic, separated from 
the world, wholly devoted to God, having our hearts established un- 
blamable in holiness and able always to lift up holy hands in every 
presence. May God breathe upon'us a wonderful baptism of His 
Holy Spirit asa special anointing forthe work of the ministry ; 
and then, even though we come up out of great tribula- 
tion, we shall finish our course with joy, having our robes washed 
and made white in the blood of the Lamb.

No. 6. REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON CHURCH EXTENSION. 

As the Christian Sanctuary is a necessity for the public and pro- 
per worship of God, so has the Church Extension Society by its 
rising importance become correspondingly dear to our hearts. 
Therefore, 

Resolved, That as a conference we renewedly pledge ourselves to 
bring before our people the claims of this Society and solicit in its 
behalf the collections ordered by the General Corference. 

Resolved, That we respectfully call the attention of the Parent 
Board to the Trust Bond and Mortgage required in return for dona- 
tions to our churches and ask that an exception be made of our 
Conference in such requirements for the following reasons: 

First, the laws of the Stat> of California are such that when any 
property is dedicated for Church purposes it cannot be mortgaged 
or sold without making application to the Courts and making a 
proper showing therefor, and any mortgage without such applica- 
tion would be invalid. 

Second, for the erection of our churches we are dependent quite 
largely upon business men who are not church members and such 
help we often cannot get when a perpetual mortgage is to encum- 
ber the property. 

Third, we lose no churches in this Conference. 

Fourth, the aforesaid requirement seriously affects the progress 
of the Church Extension Society in our Conference, and threatens 
its existence. 

Therefore, desiring to hold our people to an increased loyalty to 
the Church Extension Society and ignoring the organization of in- 
dependent Conference Boards, we respectfully and emphatically 
urge the granting of this request.

There should be no” 
uncertain sound upon this question, Compromise with aay evil is 
contrary to the law of God and the good af mankind. 

The relation which the useof tobacco has to intemperance, its 
own physical and moral effects on society, its stain upon the Chris 
tian Chureh and its hinderance to the cause of Christ In many ways 
demand that this abominable evil, for the good of mankind, must 
also be destroyed.

THE NEW UNIVERSITY BUILDING. 


About the time of our last Conference, the Board of Directors 
determined that the time had come to move forward in the work of 
providing a permanent building, which. should properly represent 
and provide for our rapidly growing educational work. The annual 
Conference after duly considering the matter approved 
their determination and Rey. A. M. Hough wasappointed Financial 
Secretary for the purpose of raising the necessary funds. And 
though some unlooked for obstacles have been put in the. way, yet 
through the earnest labors of the Secretay assisted by Revs. Uren 
and Prof. F. D. Bovard, pledges to the amount of $28,034.00 have 
beensecured. After much care and study, plans for a suitable and 
commodions building have been adopted, which when completed is 
expected to cost $40,000.00. Excavating has’been done, the foun- 
dation is being:put in, and much of the brick is on the ground for 
the building. It is the determination to push the work as fast as 
possible. The present buildings and campus are valued at $20,000 
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and are held by the Board of Directors.

tev. Thomas Cookson was born in the town of Unity, Me., on the 
15th day of Augnst, 1810, and was consequently 74 years and one 
week cld, at the time of his death. T1e was married to Roxana Far- 
row at Ilesboro, Mé., on the 25th of Dec. 1833. Three of their 
children are living, the oldest son having died, and others passing 
away in infaney. 

On the 3d of April, 1852. he was married to Mary J. Penny, our 
bereaved sister who with one son and a daughter, dear as though 
born to them, unite with the children of the departed wife in 
mourniyg for a kind father who was always with them and whose 
very helplessness through the past month causes them to feel the 
more keenly his departure. 

30. Cookson was converted at a camp meeting and joined the 
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Methodist Episcopal Church, when about 14 years of age. A little 
while after this he went to Ilesboro and there being no Methodist 
Church ou the island he united with the Freewill Baptists remain- 
ing In that Communion several years and receiving from them li- 
cense to preach. 

F In 1853 he joined the East Maine Conference of the M. E. 
Church and filled the following named appointments: Aroostook 
Moission, Robinston, Penobscot, Harrington, Lincolnsyille, Knox, 
We tport and China, remaining in the most of them for two years, 
this being as long as the rulesof the Church at that time permitted. 

In 1869 he came to California and was transferred from the E. 
Me. Conf. to the California Conf. receiving his first appointment in 
1870, and following this Indian Springs, Brownsville and Colusa. 
In 1875 the Southern California Conference was formed and Bro. 
Cookson became a member of it. He was in that year appoint- 
ed to Plano where he had a gracious revival under his earnest la- 
bors, but was unable through ill-health to remain during the year. 
The next year he took a superannuated relation to the Conference 
and retained that relation, to the time of his death, filling however, 
as a supply, Oakdale and Knight’s Ferry, also Westport. 

The disease which disabled him was the dropsy and so severe was 
the attack that his physician expressed the opinion that his life 
would soon end. He raltied however, but not to be the same man 
he was before. Five years ago he was stricken with paralysis, the 
intellectual faculties suffering to some extent with the bodily. An 
iron constitution and a will of steel bore him up and on till last 
October, when a severer stroke laid him on his bed. Still the 
strength of his frame fought bravely with the powers of disease 
and for ten long, weary months the battle went on amid such suf- 
ferings as only those who were with him can give an adequate de- 
scription of and which, in fact, language fails to fully set fortn. 
Stroke succeeded stroke, and on August 15th at about 3 o’clock, 
A. M., he received the one from which his physician said he could 
not rally. The strug zle with death was longand fearful, but finally, 
the last enemy triumphed and at twenty minutes past six A. M., 
Aug. 21st, the combat ended and our brother passed into the state 
of separate spiritual existence. 

Bro. Cookson was a good preacher, a man of more than ordinary 
artainments, strong in will and more noted for: forliter in se than 
suaviter in modo, yet to those who knew him best, exhibiting the 
greatest kindness, and showing ever the utmost care for the welfare 
and happiness of every animal dependent upon him or under his 
observation. 

His virtues we will admire and his good deeds we will think up- 
on and imitate. Owing to his inability to converse at the last, but 
little could be known of his religious condition, but a few days be- 
fore his death, Sister Cookson asked him if he was fully trusting 
in Christ for salvation, and he answered as well as he could and 
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firmly, “Yes.” He always seemed glad to have Mrs. Uren and _ his 
pastor read the Scriptures and pray with him. We sadly bid him 
farewell hoping to meet him in that land beyond the river “where 
the inhabitants never say ‘I am sick.’” 

He was buried under the auspices of the Masons, as this was his 
request, with services at the M. E. Church, Modesto, participated in 
by the Mi-isters of the various Churches in the city. A large au- 
dience was in attendance, who attentively listened to a discourse 
from 2 Cor. iv. 17, 18, delivered by Rev. W.S. Urmy. He was laid 
to rest in sure and certain hope of the resurrection of the just.

NO. 21. PASTORAL ADDRESS OF THE SOUTHERN CALIFORNIA ANNUAL 
CONFERENCE TO THE MEMBERS OF THE M. E. CHURCH WITHIN 
ITS BOUNDS. 


Dearly Beloved Brethren :—Thanking God for the blessings that 
have attended our relation with you during the past year, and ask- 
ing your prayer on our behalf, that in the future the Word of 
the Lord may run and be glorified, we address ycu these words of 
encouragement and warning. When we remember what has been 
accomplished, we may take heart, when we see what is yet to be 
done, we exclaim, “Who is sufficient for these things ?.” We there- 
fore ask your earnest and prayerful co-operation in the great Cause 
of the Master. Satan and his host are contending for the posses- 
sion of this fair land. Material advantages, bestowed upon us in 
great love, are prostituted to the service of the great enemy of 
souls. That which was given to bless is turned into a curse. Sec- 
ularism is destroying the susceptibility of men to the Divine influ- 
ence. To many, the Word of God is not the sword of the Spirit, 
their loins are not girt with truth and faith is not a shield. ‘Dead 
in trespasses and in sin” is accurately and fearfully descriptive of 
the condition of a large portion of our population. This condi- 
t'on manifests itself in many ways. The Sabbath is desecrated, the 
name of God profaned. the Word disregarded the servieesof the 
Church neglected and intemperance and vice fearfully prevalent. 

To counteract these evils we need your help and sympathy. Let 
us urge upon you that you wor'’s with us. Remember that we, be- 
ing many,are one body in Christ for work. Our work is not com- 
plete without vour aid. As the natural body needs tiat all its or- 
gans perform their functions in order to a high and vigorous life, 
so in the body of Christ. The several members must each perform 
its office in order to secure the best results. 

To secure this end, may we not ask your help in securing a more 
general attendance on all the means of grace, the prayer-meeting, 
class-meeting, preaching of the Word and the Sabbath School. 
temember your responsibility here and the good you may accom- 
plish by so doitig. See toit that your own families are in their 
places at church cn the Sabbath, instead of being engagea in the 
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reckless frivolities and sinful pleasures to which so many give them- 
selves. Ought we not to return to a stricter method of training 
the children, teaching them the truths of our holy religion as they 
are held by our church, and leading them to the practice of the 
Christian virtues with a firm but loving hand. They sould be 
gently restrained when they are inclined to run off into the evil 
practices so prevalent at the present time. Teach them the import- 
ance of a godly life and secure their presence at the place of wor- 
ship. 

It would be well to impress upon our families the importance of 
our priviliges and duties as Methodists. Get their sympathics and 
energies to flow in our channels of Christian effort. Lead them to 
see that. as Methodists, we havea field for usefulness that will 
absorb the legitimate use of all our talents. Show them that we 
can not do better than to use our methods of leading men to Christ. 
Realizing as we do the high importance and opportunities of the 
family in relation to the church, we would remind you of the im- 
portance of spiritnal observance‘of the forms of devotion in your 
homes. Let there be an altar in every house. Teach your chil- 
dren to bow with reverence before God at home, and they will not 
be likely to be frivolous in church. Let the family relations be 
such that a hallowed influence will go therefrom to draw back 
the wandering child in after years to his father’s God. We would 
exalt the family in its relation to the church. This is especially 
necessary now when our social usages have atendency to weaken 
its ties and lessen their power to hold our children in the good way. 

We would also emphasize the church as an agency to elevate and 
save men. In the midst of the multiplicity of associations and 
institutions for the deliverance of men from vice and leading them 
to a higher moral and social plain, we must not forget that Chris- 
tianity is intended to save men in all departments of his nature. 

Like the prophet in the case of the son of the Shunamite, it 
stretches itself out upon the man spiritually dead, mouth to mouth, 
eve to eye, hand to hand, till the heart is warmed into life. We 
have, then, a power in the religion of Jesus to save men to the 
uttermost. 

Let us then, try to usethis agency more faithfully for man’s 
salvation and hence his moral and social elevation. Let us together 
work from the standpoint of our relation to Christ for these great 
ends. Let us focalize our efforts and unify our interests in our 
own branch of the church. Surely we have appliances enough in 
the M. BE. Church, if we work them well, to absorb all our abilities. 
May we not add that, if we utilize and spiritualize our class-meet- 
ings, prayer-meetings and other religious services, more and more, 
we will not have great use for organizations not provided for in our 
church. 

Let us remember our special mission as a church, to spread 
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scriptural holiness. Let us seek and enjoy itsexperience for our- 
Selves as pastors and as people. Let us unitedly work and pray 
for an outpouring of God’s Spirit during the coming year that 
the people may be saved from their sins. We would also call atten- 
tion to the importance of a christian education for our children. 
We urge upon you to patronize our own in ¢ tution, the University 
of Southern California, in preference to any other. This institution 
claims and deserves our hearty support. Let us realize our duty 
In this direction and strive in every way to makeit an institution 
of which we may be justly proud. Nowbrethren, with Paul, “We 
bow our knees unto the Father of our Lord Jesus Christ, of whom 
the whole family in heaven and earth is named, that he would 
grant you according to the riches of His glory, to be s rerg hened 
with might by his Spirit in the inner man.”

11. The following motions may take precedence of the original 
motion and precedence of each other in the order they are here named :

12. Members shall not be interrupted while speaking, except by the 
President or a member through the President. 

13. All questions of privilege must be decided by the President. 

14. No member shall speak to any question more than once, until all 
who wish have spoken.

15. The one who offers a motion or resolution may have five minutes 
to close the debate. 
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16. Any person voting in the majority may move a reconsideration, 
but such motion shall not be debatable.

‘REPORTS. 


THE LOS ANGELES DISTRICT. 


THE year opened with thirty-one appointments, every one of 
of which has been worked to some extent. Only two, Antelope 
Valley and Elsinore Circuit, have been without regular preach- 
ing any considerable length of time. The former has, however, 
received a good amount of attention in pastoral work and 
preaching. The latter has had a well-established work the 
latter half of the year. Four charges have had two men each 
at work on them a part or all of the year—Cucamonga and 
Ktiwanda, Elsinore Circuit, Poway and National City, and 
Garden Grove and Westminster. Twenty-one appointments 
are stations, six of which have outside missions, Ten are 
circuits with from two to five preaching places. There are 
about sixty preaching places in all. There should be at least 
five new charges next year, four of which have already been 
cultivated. Thirty-three men have been employed in these 
fields of labor, besides much irregular work done by others. 
Of these thirty-three men twenty-two are connected with this 
Conference, five are members of other Conferences, and six are 
lucal preachers. One preacher left his appointment soon after 
Conference, but for reasons for which he was found excusable 
by a committee. All others have worked faithfully through 
the year, There has been no serious sickness among the 
preachers, and no death in their families. An unsettled feeling 
among some of the preachers; a tendency, mainly on account 
of small salaries, to mingle secular employments with preach- 
ing; an insufficient proportion of young men, unmarried or 
with small families; and the lack of a generous superannuate’s 
fund are threatening evils. 

The question of ministerial support, though not the prime 
one, is of great importance. Many men are working on insuffi- 
cient salaries. More missionary aid is a necessity, and all we 
can get from the parent society should be supplemented by 
some system of home aid, which should be put into operation

immediately. The immediate demands on the District for next 
year are at least three thousand dollars. 

No churches have been built this year. The financial stress 
has delayed all such new enterprises. In several places the 
initiatory steps have been taken towards building, and at San 
Jacinto a brick structure is all ready well advanced. Church 
improvements have also been very meager. 

Parsonages have been built at Santa Monica, San Bernardino, 
Riverside, Elsinore, and Boyle Heights. The one at Santa 
Monica is a very neat seaside home, costing about five hundred 
dollars. We have in this place now a small but very nice and 
complete church property. At San Bernardino a beautifut 
house has been built on the new church lot at a cost of aboul 
one thousand dollars, and that without the sale of the old par- 
sonage property. When completed it will be as good a parson- 
age as there is in the Conference. The buildings at Riverside 
and Elsinore are small, and are intended as only the beginnings 
of more commodious structures. The ove at Boyle Heights is 
first-class in all respects, and is worth about eleven hundred 
dollars. The parsonage at Orange has been improved and 
repaired so as to make a beautiful home. 

Church and parsonage grounds have received some care and 
ornamentation, but not near so much as is desirable. These 
sacred premises ought to be kept on a par with the beautiful 
improvements that are being made in all our towns and cities. 
Anything less is unworthy of the Church and ministry. 

Much attention has been given to the incorporation of 
churches and the looking-up of titles to our property. There 
has been great carelessness in these matters, and much remains 
to be done. Every preacher in charge should take a special 
interest in this work, and should not cease his endeavors until 
the society and property of his charge are in proper legal 
shape, and he knows it to be so, and that the documents are 
properly recorded and kept. 

The benevolences have received good attention from the 
District Conference, the pastors and myself, though unques- 
tionably more enthusiasm should be awakened, and there should 
be more efficient working of plans to impart information and 
secure contributions. I am convinced that blanks will occur 
where there is not sufficient reason for them. I confidently 
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look, however, for a larger per cent. of increase in benevolent 
contributions than in membership, and that on the whole the 
District will make a most excellent showing. The apportion- 
ments for all the benevolences were made for all the charges 
and published. and special efforts have been made to raise our 
share of the million for missions. The amount asked of us is 
$1,489, and the amount raised is $1,502. 

I have made special efforts in the Quarterly Conferences to 
have all the Sunday Schools organized into missionary societies, 
at least so far as to give some information on the subject and 
take one annual collection. While it is to be regretted that a 
few of the schools have not done even this much, it is very en- 
couraging to know that much general progress has been made, 
and that a good number of schools are loyally in line, and have 
taken the collection regularly once a month or once a quarter. 

This has been a year of more than usual revival effort. 
While the results in conversions have not been what might 
naturally be expected, an excellent work has been accomplished 
generally throughout the District. Some have been converted, 
backsliders have been reclaimed, indifferent members have been 
brought into activity, a great number of Christians have found 
a better experience, and there has been quite an extensive in- 
crease of religious life and faithfulness, 

The interest in class-meetings has increased, One or more 
are held in nearly every church. The usual attendance is, very 
good. ‘The spirit and tendency are towards a thorough organi- 
zation of our churches into classes. 

Three camp meetings have been held in the District,—at 
Elsinore in May, at Trabuco in July, and at Long Beach in 
August. The first and last were regular District meetings, the 
other a local meeting under the direction of Rev. C. W. Tarr. 
The results were very good in each case. The meetings at 
Long Beach, especially, were probably more successful than the 
most sanquine expected. 

A four-acre eucalyptus grove has been set out at Long Beach, 
and a chapel and pavilion costing together about three thous- 
and dollars have been built in one corner of it, the center of the 
grove being so arranged as to make an immense auditorium 
when the trees.are grown. It was a question in the minds of 
many whether a successful camp meeting could be held in the 
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midst of this growing seaside resort; but the gathering in 
August removed the doubts of the most skeptical, for perhaps 
a more harmonious, spiritual, and edifying meeting has never 
been held in Southern California. God set his seal upon the 
enterprise in a wonderful manner, Probably more than a 
thousand different people attended the meetings, the largest 
congregation at amy one time being between six and seven 
hundred. 

Bro. F. P. Sigler, of the University Church, has been giving 
special attention to forming children’s classes in our churches 
according to the Discipline, and is awakening a general inter- 
est in this vital subject. There are now a good number of 
these classes on the District, and some of them are exceedingly 
prosperous and interesting. A childhood convention was held 
in Fort-street Church the last of April, and one at Long Beach 
in August, both under the leadership of Bro. Sigler. His zeal 
and co-operation in this matter have been a great blessing to 
the District. Our aim is to have a children’s class in every 
society. 

A District Conference has been successfully instituted, and 
two very profitable sessions have been held—one at Orange in 
October, the other at the University Church in June. A five 
days convention was held at Long Beach immediately proceed- 
ing the camp meeting—a day each being given to childhood, 
temperance, education, missions and class meetings. A centen- 
nial meeting was held in connection with the Elsinore camp 
meeting. 

The University will be so fully reported by others as to need 
no mention here, except an expression of thankfulness for its 
continued success and future prospects. 

The District has been specially favored and benefitted by the 
visit of Bishop Fowler, who attended the University commence- 
ment, the District Conference, dedicated the Long Beach Pa- 
vilion, and visited with horse and carriage nearly all the 
churches in the District. 

Personally, the year has been a very laborious one. The 
District is very large, and the work demands a great deal of 
travel and general supervision; but God has mercifully given 
me strength for my duties, the unbroken fellowship of the 
eighty traveling and local preachers living within the District, 
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and the general co-operation of preachers and people. My 
heart is full of thankfulness to God and the Church. 

The territory included within the bounds of the District is 
full of unfolding resources and possibilities, and our church 
and educational institutions have a great future before them 
here, if we are only wise and faithful. May God use us all as 
His willing servants to His eternal glory.

SANTA BARBARA DISTRICT. 

The closing of a Conference year is an epoch in the history 
of the Church, It touches every interest of the Church. Its 
session is our “Jerusalem,” up to which we go, not knowing 
“what will befall us there.” It galvanizes into life the officials 
of the Church, and leads to the irrepressible inquiry,” “ What 
shall we do” ‘The pastor's salary is not paid—the benevo- 
lencies are not collected. The trite sayings that “there is no 
money in the country,” crops are a failure,” must give way 
now, to not a long pull (for time is short), but a “strong pull, 
and a pull all together”—pastor, Ladies’ Aid Society (board of), 
stewards, and every friend and well-wisher of the cause, to 
bring the pastor’s salary,up. I am sorry to say that not all of 
the pastor’s claims are fully met, after this strong, universal 
effort. Too much of the work has been left to the near close of 
the year, so that the strong arm of necessity cannot reach it. 
Pooling the “benevolent collections” has been tried in two or 
three of the charges of my district. Results will have a voice 
against it. While by this plan all objects may receive some- 
thing, yet the special attention which some causés should re- 
ceive on their merits is lost, and the privilege is taken away 
from the contributors to discriminate in their gifts to those 
objects, in their estimation, having special claims. The dis- 
ciplinary plan is best. The pastcr is required to preach on 
some subjects before taking his collections: The year has been 
sufficiently eventful to show us that goodness and mercy follow 
ns in our work. © ; 

The pastors and their families have shared their usual health 
and strength for their work. They have had their trials inci- 
dent to the itinerancy, but they are regarded as the seasoning 
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to the palatable dish. I think the preachers of my district will 
come to this session of our Conference with cheerful faces and 
happy hearts, from the battles and victories of another year. 

In church building and improvements considerable has been 
done. At Soledad an eligible lot—a gift—has been properly 
deeded, the lumber put upon the ground and the church com- 
menced within the last month. This church will be built 
according to the Church Extension plans. Its cost will be © 
at least a thousand dollars. Gonzales, on the same charge, is 
planning to build the coming year. HE. J. Inwood, asupply on 
that charge, has given impulse to these enterprises. On the 
Paso Robles charge A. N. Fields is building two churches and 
is planning for the third. Also a church, commenced several 
years ago, has been finished and will be ready for dedication 
soon. Bro. Fields is a success in building churches on the 
frontier, and, I may add, paying for them. San Luis has done 
a noble work, under the lead of Rev. H. H. Hall, in re-seating, 
frescoing, staining windows and painting the inside of their 
ehurch. The church was painted outside last year. The ladies 
have carpeted this church throughout. The cost of these im- 
provements, some $1200, has becn entirely met. The parsonage 
of this church was improved and enlarged last year. Arroyo 
Grande, a new charge, supplied by Bro. H. J. Crall, has pur- 
chased a very fine lot, its location just right, its deed and title 
all right, and some lumber on the ground. The nucleus of 
subscription amounting to $800, and yet no canvass has been 
made. This church will cost nearly, if not quite, $3,000. One 
of the Church Extension plans has been adopted by the Board 
of Trustees. The church at Lompoc, F. 8. Woodcock, pastor, 
has been painted and otherwise improved during the year. 
The Santa Barbara church has been re-touched and improved 
in several ways, and the “ Ladies’ Aid Society” has contributed 
a new organ for its worship and chandeliers for its light and 
adorning. This is much short of what was purposed at the 
beginning of the year. But prudence counseled the avoidance 
of debt at this time. The pastor’s study has been made very 
pleasant by an outlay of over $70, the gift of a generous lady. 
The parsonage also has been enlarged and improved. The 
parsonage at Ventura has been somewhat improved, or rather 
the improvements begun last year have been completed. Only 
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one church (Santa Paula) in my district reported indebtedness 
last year. During this year that has been provided for under 
the pasturate of Dr. Bowers. So far as I know, no in- 
debtedness will be reported on any church in this district this 
year; and no parsonage debt save one, Gonzales, which having 
been completed this year, and water pipes laid, with hydrant, is 
-left with a debt of $70 only. We have eight parsonages, and 
also ten churches completed and four under way to completion, 
making fourteen in all. The benevolences have been much 
increased this year. The pastors generally have given marked 
attention to the interests benevolent, and especially the cause 
of missions. I think the reports will show we have raised 
our quota of the “million.” The basis on which the effort has 
been made was the number of full members at the beginning 
of the year. That number was 681, which multiplied by 70 
cents, the amount required, per member of the whole Church 
to raise the million, will require $476.70. It seems hardly 
probable, in view of the impoverished condition of the newer 
parts of my district, that that sum has been raised for missions 
this year, The reports will tell. The convictions of the 
pastors and a large part of the Church has been that the mil- 
lion could and ought to be raised; and as a reflex result being 
increased appropriations to our needy Coast work. Other 
objects, I think, have been well remembered. In the matter of 
the support of the ministry, I wouldsay: About five or six of 
the pastors will report in full their allowance. About the same 
number will report a large per cent. of their claims. One will 
report enough received to keep soul and body together. The 
other two have been obliged to adopt Pauline methods, and are 
able, with the Apostle, to say, “these hands have ministered to 
my necessities.” These brethren I have pitied and helped 
what I could. 

We shall report considerable increase of membership, some 
by immigration; but the larger part by conversion. Our camp 
meeting, held at “Cathedral Oaks,” was a decided success, 
Nearly forty were converted, or reclaimed, and the Church 
greatly strengthened, and a goodly number claimed to 
have been cleansed by the blood of Christ. Santa 
Maria has enjoyed the best revival ever known in that 
town. San Luis, Arroyo Grande, Ballard and Gonzales have 
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shared quite largely in revival interest and numerical increase, 
while Santa Paula, Ventura, Santa Barbara, Lompoc and 
Goleta have held serial services, with more or less success. 
Goleta and Santa Barbara shared largely the fruits of the camp 
meeting. 

We held a “ Centennial Convention” in this city in December 
last, in obedience to Conference resolution, which resulted in 
great good to those who were able to attend. Papers were 
read and sermons and addresses delivered of great merit. We 
planned at this convention for centennial offerings, for educa- 
tional work; but I fear we shall not show corresponding 
results at this session. Yet something has been done for our 
educational enterprises, as reports will show. I will not say 
much of the great labor, extensive travels and the unenjoyable 
methods of mountain-climbing, river-crossings (in wet seasons), 
nor steamship rolling, and at times plunging and what quite 
frequently follows; nor of absence from home, on an average 
of twenty-five days in a month, These things are incident toa 
new and rough country, without railroads or bridges; but will 
offset all this with the greetings and welcomes to parsonages 
and more private homes, tke general appreciation of the Pre- 
siding Elders’ offices and services, and more than all the 
victories gained, through Christ, and the general advancement 
of the Redeemer’s Kingdom all along the line. I have aimed 
to bring the charges up to a disciplinary standard in the 
business done and the manner of doing it. Have kept the 
charges as nearly as I could to the original idea of quarterly 
meeting services, occupying both Saturday and Sabbath in 
their sessions. This arrangement has been acceptable and 
useful. I have enjoyed most pleasant relations with preachers 
and people. It is with pleasure I record these facts; and 
further, that we have peace in all our borders. We have no 
disloyalty to the Church within our bounds. The incumbent 
of Santa Barbara District for the coming year will find a clear 
and open field and Methodism in the ascendant. I am in hearty 
fellowship with the members of this Conference. I thank them 
for the kindness shown me, and the pastors and their wives of 
my District, for the many ways in which they have encouraged 
and helped me during these tried, eventful years. Less than a 
month ago I passed the 42d mile-stone of my intinerant life. 
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These years have been without a break of a month by personal 
or family sickness. Fourteen of these years were spent in 
New York, twenty-five in Minnesota and three in Southern 


California.

FRESNO DISTRICT. 


Fresno District embraces all that part of the great interior 
valley and of the Sierra Nevada mountains, included in Merced, 
Mariposa, Fresno, Tulare and Kern counties. It is the newest, 
most thinly settled and least perfectly organized District of the 
Conference. Geographically, and in its mercantile relations, it 
seems detached from the remainder of the Conference. 

Some difficult problems met us at the beginning of the year. 
With but twelve preachers to occupy a territory about 250 
miles in length, and of indefinite breadth, a District organiza- 
tion seemed impossible. With a membership of but 342 and 
about 60 probationers, and with less missionary help than a 
like number of charges of twice our strength in other parts of 
the Conference, it seemed unreasonable to expect a proper sup- 
port for the twelve preachers and Presiding Elder. 

Financial matters were made more difficult to manage by a 
partial failure of crops and a visitation of grasshoppers. But 
“none of these things moved” the preachers of Fresno District. 
They went to their fields with promptness and zeal. If they 
did not accomplish the impossible, they did, at least, what none 
but faithful Christian men could do. They, by the grace of 
God, endured hardness as good soldiers. They, by faith, 
wrought victories for God and the church. They did their 
duty, they won some immediate success, they found grounds 
of hope for the future, 

We have tried to unite the District—to acquaint the brethren 
with each others charges, to interest the preachers in each 
others labors, to create a neighborly sentiment among all the 
pastors and people. One result was the best District meeting 
last spring that has yet been held. We are more united, sym- 
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pathetic, harmonious and enthusiastic than ever before. The 
_preachers and their families have been kept from suffering 
though their salaries were small. 

We sought to more thoroughly organize the Quarterly Con- 
ferences and to introduce systematic plans for conducting their 
financial operations. We have paid considerable attention to 
the titles of our church porperty. We raised more than we 
were asked for toward the million dollars for missions. The 
amount raised was not large; but is an increase of nearly 70 
per cent. over last year. There is some advanee in nearly all 
the benevolent collections. No new debts were contracted and 
aconsiderable part of the oldones has been paid. The preachers 
and their families were usually kept in health—our members 
have been kept from serious defection and scandal and even 
preserved from death, only two or three dying during the year. 
We thank God for our blessing and successes and face the fu- 
ture with hopes of yet better things. 

For the sake of brevity I may sacrifice one great object in 
‘view in this report. If I could, I would like to make the 
brethren see this work as I see it. I can only outline it. 


Central Point, at the northern extremity of the District, isa 
circuit covering a territory of 25 or 30 milesby 15. Number of 
members and probationers, 20; no church property; several 
Union Sunday Schools; but none under our control. There 
are several most efficient Christian workers on the circuit, and 
a good strong preacher could build up a good charge. Bro. 
A. B. Gill, who supplied the work this year has closed his itiner- 
ant labors in our church, feeling the restraint of our pastorate 
to be.irksome to him. 

Kernville and Tehachepi, at the other extremity of the Dis- 
trict, an immense circuit 80 miles long, entirely in the moun- 
tains, has been supplied by our veteran and pioneer preacher, 
Adam Bland. He is the only minister in charge in that great 
field, and, as far as I know, the people, irrespective of denomin- 
ational lines, desire no other. The membership numbers about 
twenty. The benevolent collections are ahead of any previous 
year. We have no church property on this work. The popu- 
lation is quite limited and much scattered, and have been satis- 
fied heretofore with school-houses and public halls as preaching 
places. We hope soon to report a church built somewhere near 
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Tehachepi, and are sure it will be done as soon as practicable. 

Selma Circuit, thirty-seven members, is near the center of the 
District. Like the two preceding charges it has no church 
property. Its full financial and spiritual resources await de- 
velopement. I believe it to be a charge of good promise, if it 
can be given a reasonable amount of care. Bro. Martin Miller 
has been in charge. His family and home interests seem to 
conflict with his fullest devotion to theitinerancy, and rather 
than be a source of embarrassment to the appointing power he 
asks to be located. Bro. Miller is a man of piety, of culture 
and of ability as a preacher, and we can illy afford to lose him, 
yet I deem it wise that his request be granted. 

Traver Circuit, T. D. Lewis, pastor, is a new work. The 
town of Traver is having a marvelous growth and the adjacent 
country is developing with a rapidity unequaled elsewhere in 
the District. A few members have been gathered together in 
the bounds of the circuit. A new church project has been 
started in the town. Several hundred dollars have been sub- 
scribed for that object, and we hope early in the next year to 
complete the first house of worship in this promising place. If 
we are disappointed in this it will be our fault—not the lack of 
opportunity. 

Tulare City is a flourishing town of 1500 inhabitants, and 
our church there has had a most prosperous year. Every inter- 
est has beenadvanced. About a thousand dollars was raised 
and paid on the church debt, and a subscription of one hundred 
dollars is yet held, which, when collected, will discharge the 
balance of their floating debt. The Sabbath School is one of 
the most flourishing in the District. Prayer and class meet- 
ings are well attended, regularly held and are spiritual. The 
coneregaticns are large and growing so that the seating ca- 
pacity of the church must soon be increased to accommodate 
them. The pastor, J. A. McMillan, has done a faithful and 
successful years work. The people have proven themselves to 
be progressive liberal, Methodists. The last Quarterly Confer- 
ence for this year was one of the largest, best organized, most 
harmonious and enthusiastic it has been my privilege to be in 
for several years. By unanimous vote and without my solici- 
tation it first requested to be discontinued as a Mission, then 
invited this Annual Conference to hold its next session in their 


town. 
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Merced City is a discouraging charge. Once the leading re- 
ligious organization of the place it has dwindled to the smallest. 
We have a neat little church and parsonage property, unincum- 
bered by debt; but our membership is almost nothing, and our 
Methodism is exposed to the pity of its stronger and more suc- 
cessful rivals. I wish.especially to protect our present pastor, 
C. W. Stowell, from any reflection contained in this statement. 
His piety and faithfulness have commanded the respect and 
won the affection of all with whom he has come in contact. 
Everything he could do, and that was much, he has done, but 
the downward progress of several years has scarcely been 
stayed. I can not but believe that our church has a mission to 
fillin Merced. We must not give up that field. We ought to 
add to its missionary appropriation, keep a good man there and 
try and regain our lost ground. During the year just closed, 
both church and parsonage were repainted and the property 
otherwise repaired and put in excellent condition. Toward the 
close of the year there was a small increase in the size of the 
congregation. If we can continue the present pastor another 
year I will hope that his self-denying devotion will be rewarded 
by glorious success. 

Hanford, O. 8. Frambes, pastor, has had the most revival in- 
fluence, reports the most conversions, and is now, in number of 
members and probationers, the largest charge in the District. 
The revival was largely through the influence of Evangelists 
of other churches, and its permanent benefit to our church is 
yet to be tested. If the converts can be held and properly de- 
veloped in religious life and trained in church work, this will 
be a strong charge. An effort is now being made to pay off a 
parsonage debt that has long troubled them. 

Grangeville is in excellent condition, spiritually and finan- 
cially, and is fast becoming a model country station. Bro. 
McKelvey has just closed his third year of service on this 
charge. 

Fresno City, 8. J. Kahler, pastor, has prospered spiritually 
and has had considerable gain in membership.» In many res- 
pects it is the leading charge on the District. It is in the 
largest and most prosperous town between Stockton and 
Los Angeles. With its substantial and devout membership, 
ina growing community, it promises soon to be a first-class 
appointment. 
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Visalia and St. John, J. S. Kline, pastor. During the year 
the St. John society was supplied by Bro. Lewis in connection 
with Traver Circuit. 

The Visalia society has striven hard to meet its obligations 
with partial success. This is a difficult field, and the appor- 
tunity for advancement there, which I believe is now open to 
‘us, must be improved or it will soon be a hopeless one. 

Plano and Alila had a good year. Our interests have been 
well cared for by Bro, J. B. Calloway. The prospects have not 
been as good as at present for several years. 

All the members at Tehachipi were taken from Bakersfield 
last year and put in the Kernville and Tehachipi charge. This 
fact must be noted in connection with the statistical reports of 
both charges. The small society at Bakersfield was left with- 
out missionary aid. They took care of their pastor and prop- 
erty and are enthusiastic for Bro. J. H. Peters’ return next year. 
Some additions were made to their membership. For the first 
time in their history, their Sunday School was kept up all the 
year. This charge is not strong enough to support a preacher 
without missionary aid. It depends largely on the liberality of 
those who are not members of the church, and we are in dan- 
ger of overtaxing them and discouraging them, so as to cause 
their efforts for us to cease. The few good people there are as 
liberal as any I ever knew, but they are few and poor and if 
our Methodism is still to receive their support we must, if pos- 
sible, encourage them with an appropriation. 

We ought to open two new Circuits immediately, and will do 
so if we can secure the men and money. The colonies about 
Fresno will make an excellent field for us to cultivate, and the 
extensive country south of Hanford is calling for us to come 
with the Word of Life. Other charges might be opened, these 
seem imperative. 

We were apprehensive a year ago that there would be serious 
defection in some of our charges, on the subject of Christian 
perfection, and as a consequence, a serious weakening of our 
forces. But,the preachers, as far asI know, have been faithful 
and most of them zealous in teaching this great truth, and 
most of the members have been loyal and consistent. All dan- 
ger is not yet past. The influence of irresponsible teachers, 
unreasonble and insubordinate individuals among the members, 
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demand continued watchfulness, zeal and patience on the 
part of the preachers. We have tried to make this chief char- 
acteristic of our experience prominent in our ministrations, and 
as long as our pastors continue true toscriptural and Methodist 
doctrine and experience, we have no need to fear serious de- 
fection on this ground. 

The outlook for our territory is fine. Population is increas- 
ing, productions are being multiplied, towns are growing 
rapidly and farming communities are developing most wonder- 
fully. The dry, sandy plains of a few years ago are being 
changed to fields of luxuriant grain and alfalfa, orchards of as 
fine deciduous fruits as grow anywhere, and homes rivaling in 
beauty the more noted sections of our State. Brethren, what 
used to be regarded as our limbo for fractious preachers and 
the supreme test for faithful men of Methodism and of God, 
has passed away. More thriving and flourishing towns and 
more healthful as far as I can see, are not in Southern Califor- 
nia than Merced, Fresno and Tulare. For promise of solid 
growth, Hanford, Grangeville and Visalia are unexcelled. For 
rapidity of development of substantial agricultural resources 
the country about Traver is a marvel to me. I know Southern 
California pretty well from Monterey and Stanislaus to San 
Diego, and my judgment is that for permanent prosperity, 
based on productive soil and abundant water, and for large 
population, there is no territory in our bounds that has such 
a promise as Merced, Fresno, Tulare and Kern counties. 
Other churches see this and act accordingly. They are sending 
their missionaries into every community and sending thousands 
of dollars of missionary money to support them. In some 
places we are not holding our own in this spiritual competition. 
Fields that call in vain for us are entered and harvested by 
others. Larger missionary appropriations with their promise 
of less demand on the people’s scanty resources draw from us 
some of our members. Pastorates complicated with secular 
labors have been too numerous and have been unprofitable for 
us. This country makes great demands upon this Conference, 
These charges are and will be about what Methodist preachers 
make them. It will take our best men and all our resources to 
measure up to our opportunities. As a Conference we have 
not appreciated this part of our territory—we do not begin to 
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know the wealth of this part of our inheritance. Its develop- 
ment is slower than that of some other localities. It is differ- 
ent, being largely agricultural, and settled by poor people; but 
even now this great valley is feeding the more wealthy centers, 
and is sending its products to all lauds, and in a few years it 
will be filled with a prosperous population, more extensive than 
we dream of. God grant us means and strength to lay our 
foundations broad and deep that we may take this great 


country for Methodism and for Christ.

PASTORAL ADDRESS, NO. 8. 


DEAR BRETHREN: Ye are called with a holy calling, there- 
fore be ye holy. Ye are called to liberty ; use not your liberty 
for an occasion to the flesh. Ye are called the children of God ; 
walk worthy of your vocation. Without censoriousness, per- 
mit us to call your attention to sources of danger to your 
spiritual life, that you may avoid them; and to means of in- 
creased usefulness in God’s service. 

There is danger from the prevalence of worldly amusements. 
Let us skun all such diversions as cannot be taken in the name 
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of our Lord Jesus. Dancing, card-playing, theater-going, 
attending shows and exhibits where the chief attraction is 
horse-racing and its attendant abominations, should be avoided. 
Let such things not be named among us as becometh saints. 

A second danger is from neglecting the means of grace. Seek 
the class and prayer meeting and profit by all the social assem- 
blies of the saints. Be always found at the public worship, 
and give the Sabbath School your enthusiastic support. Beye 
workers in the Lord’s vineyard. 

A third danger is from worldliness. The love of money may 
easily grow stronger than the love of Christ. Christian enter- 
prises languish while the wealth of the Church increases. 
These things ought not so to be. Let the divine rule of giving 
be adopted; let each one of you lay by him in store as God 
hath prospered him—at least one-tenth of his years in crime— 
so that ye may abound in the grace of liberality. This will 
multiply many other graces and enable the Church to increase 
her usefulness and power. 

We earnestly recommend that our members should take and 
read our periodicals, patronize our Sunday School helps, send 
their children to our own institutions of learning, and endow 
our own schools with sufficient means to prosecute their work 
successfully. While much has been done in this respect there 
is still room for great advancement. Our own literature and 
institutions are inferior to no other, and deserve support. Let 
them have it. 

Lastly, brethren, seek the fullness of Christ. Prove to the 
uttermost the grace of God that saves. Give yourselves wholly 
to Christ and his cause. Let your good works shine to the 
glory of God. Abound in all goodness and zeal and knowledge. 
Put on all the mind of Christ in humility and self-sacrifice 
and godliness. Stand fast in Christian liberty and be not 
carried away with strange doctrines. So shall ye grow strong 
in the Lord and in the power of his might; and when you are 
called hence, ye shall be received into everlasting habitations. 
Now unto the King, eternal, immortal, invisible, the only 
wise God, the power and glory forever and ever. Amen.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON EDUCATION, NO. 11. 


We are thankful to be able to report fine advancement all 
along the line of our educational work. In the work done in 
our halls of learning, in the securing of able instruction for the 
future, in generous donations to our different departments, and 
the promising outlook for the future. 


COLLEGE OF ARTS. 


Successful work has been done by the teachers. A fine class 
has been graduated, and the under-graduate classes are full of 
hope and promise, and the preparatory department is preparing 
a large number of students for the regular college classes. 
The school is crowded for space to do its work. The impera- 
tive call for better accommodation has been heard and heeded 
by its friends, so that now, according to most ample and excel- 
lent plans, the new building has progressed to the second story, 
where, unfortunately, it has been stopped for some time, on 
account of searcity of funds, as work could not be done beyond 
the means on hand. Work will soon be resumed, and it is con- 
fidently expected that in a few months the building will be en- 
closed, and when completed will be in every way well adapted 
to and commodious for carrying on the work in a way to meet 
the demands for many years to come. 
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The collegiate year opens Wednesday, September 16th, with 
enlarged facilities for carrying on the thorough educational 
work for which it has already become celebrated. Especially 
is this seen in the enlarged faculty and the pains that has been 
taken to secure the ripest scholarship and the best skilled 
teachers for the various chairs. Rev. M. M. Bovard, A. M., 
who during the years of his connection with the University 
has won so enviable a reputation as a teacher and manager of 
affairs, remains at its head as President. Prof. N. M. Wheeler, 
A. M., Ph. D., fills the Chair of Greek and History. Professor 
Wheeler is a graduate of Syracuse University, from which he 
also received his degree of Ph. D. For the past six years he 
has been Professor of Greek and History in Lawrence Uni- 
versity, Wisconsin. He is also a member of the American 
Historical Association, and for the last four years has been one 
of the regular lecturers at the Teachers’ Institutes and Assem- 
blies at Island Park, Ind., aud Monona Lake, Wis. Not only 
is the institution, but Southern California, to be congratulated 
on the accession of so accomplished an educator as Professor 
Wheeler. 

Professor E. R. Shrader, A. M., fills the Chair of Mathematics 
and Chemistry. Professor Shrader is a graduate of the North- 
western University, at Evanston, Ill., and took special courses 
in chemistry both in Philadelphia and Chicago. For five years 
he was a professor in his Alma Mater, when he accepted the 
Chair of Chemistry in Chaddock College, at Quincy, Il., where 
he has been for six years. 

Professor Wiesendanger fills the Chair of Modern Languages 
and Physics. Professor W. is a native of Switzerland, and 
both French and German are native tongues to him. He is a 
graduate of Berne. Was Professor of Modern Languages and 
Physics for ten years in London. He is a specialist in elec- 
tricity, and this department will give special attention to 
electrical engineering. 

Professor Ida B. Lindley continues in the chair of Latin 
and English, Her excellent qualities as a successful teacher 
are well-known by all who have had any relation to the school. 

J. P. Widney, A. M., M. D., Professor of English Literature 
and Physiology, will continue his lectures, 

Mrs. N. M. Wheeler, A. M., assistant preceptress, will have 
charge of the young ladies in the boarding hall. 
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Prof. Mrs. C. S. Nellis, Bach-Mu., will continue to have 
charge of the department of vocal and instrumental musie. 

Also, Prof. Mrs. 8. S. Durbin will continue at the head of 
the art department, teaching painting and drawing. 

Fortuitous circumstances only could have enabled the Board 
of Directors of this institution to bring together so large a. 
- number of persons so highly distinguished as teachers in their 
various departments. Several of the above-named professors 
would have remained in institutions in the East, which were 
loth to part with them, but for the fact that for some member 
of the family a change of climate was necessary, and the sun- 
shine and flowers of Southern California invited them. They 
came, bringing their culture and experience, to add to the 
wealth of our institutions, and enabling this young University 
to provide in its teachers excellence equal to any in the land. 

The street cars run from the central parts of the city every 
twenty-four minutes, and, as two of the professors will go back 
and forth every day, they will kindly give care to any who may 
desire to put their children under their protection. 


MEDICAL COLLEGE, 


A College of Medicine has been organized with an able 
faculty of 16 members, who are eminent in their profession, 
and the department is fully provided for and equipped, having 
lecture rooms and large hospitals at their disposal, and quite a 
large number of students have signified their expectation to be 
in attendance during the coming year. The success of this col- 
lege is assured. ‘ 

AGRICULTURAL COLLEGE, 

The building at Ontario has been completed and paid for, at 
a cost of $12,000, and a school will be opened at once to meet 
local school needs. 

THEOLOGICAL SEMINARY. 

Your committee have carefully considered the generous offer 
of Hon. Chas. McClay, made to the Conference through Bishop 
Fowler. To donate suitable grounds at San Fernando, and 
during the year, Mrs. Sarah E. Tansey has made a most liberal 
donation of land, valued at $20,000, for the purpose of endow- 
ing a Chair of Christian Ethics. This gift was most timely, 
giving encouragement to the Institution, cheering the hearts 
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and strengthing the hands of its friends, and was the mentory 
gift, which was in some measure to prepare the way for the 
stream which is to follow, until our University in its equip- 
ment and power for goed shall be the peer of any in the land. 

This was followed bya gift of $10,000 in Iands from G. W. 
Morgan, Esq.; to our building fund. <A partof which has al- 
ready been negotiated, and will enable the Board of Directors 
to enclose the fine new building. This gift was very liberal and 
opportune, and we recommend the adoption of the following 
resolution : 


That we hereby express our high appreciation of these generous gifts 
of these friends of our institutions of learning, and return to them our 
warmest thanks; to erect suitable buildings thereon and to endow the 
same with one hundred thousand ($1rvo,000) dollars ; the same to be ade 
partment of and under the control of the University of Southern California. 

We recommend the following resolution to-wit: 

Resolved, frséi. That we have heard with great pleasure and thank- 
fulness of the magnificent offer of our brother, C. McClay, to establish 
and endow a Theological Seminary in connection with our University, 
the same to be located at San Fernando. 

Second. That we gratefully accept said offer, and return to the gener- 
ous donor our most hearty thanks for his princely gift. 

Tkird. That a committee of three, to consist of the Bishop, the Presi- 
dent of the University, and the Presiding Elder of Los Angeles District, 
to adjust the business necessary forthe arrangementand completion ofthis 
matter.

Sixth, That we deprecate the necessity of the Parent Society, which 
compelled them to suspend the canvass in Southern California District, 
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composed of Los Angeles, San Bernardino, San Diego, Inyo and Mono 
counties. 

Seventh. That we hope that the Parent Society will be able at an 
early day to resume this canvass, as the case is urgent, many families, 
especially in the sparse settlements, are destitute of the Bible.

That we indorse their efforts to secure the incorporation of 
quarterly temperance lessons into the International Lesson Series. 

fifth. That we hail with pleasure the increasing interest manifest on 
the part of the secular press in allowing the W. C. T. U. and other tem- 
perance organizations space for the free expression of temperance 
principles. 

Sixth. That we recommend the placing of temperance literature in 
all our Sunday-school libraries. 

Seventh. That we will make special effort to educate the children and 
youth of our respective charges in correct temperance sentiments and 
principles. 

Eighth. Vhat we regard the use of tobacco and all narcotics as unbe- 
coming a Christian and detrimental to the health of body and soul; and 
that we will, in all legitimate ways, seek to discountenance its sale and 
use.
